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case in Strasbourg through > Ellenhard's use 
of the Bellum Waltherianum, in Berne through 
Justinger's remodeling of an account of the battle 
of Laupen, but also in Milan where, in 1162/63, 
an unknown author started to write in his Narra- 
tio de Longobardie obpressione et subiectione the 
attempts of his commune to oppose the claims of 
the Emperor Frederick I. Another typical start- 
ing point of historical writings was urban revolts 
that shook up the social structure. The Chronik 
der Stadt Augsburg, for example, starts with an 
account on the revolt of the guilds in 1368. And 
a certain > Nofri di ser Piero delle Riformagioni 
found his life upset by the Ciompi revolt in Flor- 
ence in 1378 and subsequently put his experience 
down in writing. 

All events affecting the urban community were 
noteworthy: fires, hailstorms and floods damag- 
ing the built structure of the town, the settling of 
the mendicant orders that changed the religious 
and social topography of the town as well as its 
architecture, visits of emperors, kings, popes and 
other powerful figures of Europe, which secured 
or even heightened the legal position and pres- 
tige of the town, the territorial expansion of the 
town through peaceful and belligerent acquisi- 
tion of rights and possessions, and finally the 
destiny of other towns, and the fall of the mighty. 
In accordance with the rise of humanist prac- 
tices and interests, the range of quotable sources 
became wider as Roman inscriptions, coins, and 
a plethora of florilegia with references to litera- 
ture provided more information, the topic of the 
"founding father" became more urgent, and the 
town, its citizens and leaders could be praised in 
even more flowery phrases with an antique model 
in mind. 

Some towns produced impressive series of 
chronicles while in others the form never blos- 
somed. Striking examples are Paris and Rome. 
Both were certainly hubs of literary and historio- 
graphical activities. However, for both political 
and practical reasons, the king and the pope and 
their activities remained at the centre of attention. 
Not the body citizen, by way of its richest repre- 
sentatives or the council, but the noble and eccle- 
siastical lord as source of power and patronage 
was the logical audience and therefore the logical 
subject of a chronicle.

often in manuscript form. An extraordin; 
example are the chronicles of Barcelona that pres- 
ent noteworthy events ón a daily or yearly basi 
in a continuous account from the fourteenth y 
the eighteenth centuries. This might be a result oj 
a special institutional and social stability of i 
city. As the phenomenon is not entirely absent 

in the rest of Europe, this interpretation can be 
supported by comparison. In Berne, official town E 
historians were appointed from the first decade y 
the fifteenth century. After the first monographon . 

the town's history commissioned by the counci 
and presented to it by Conrad Justinger in 1420, 
Diebold Schilling Sr. (1474), Valerius Anshelm 
(1528), Michael Stettler (1623), and Jacob Lauffer 

(1724) explicitly considered their works as con 
tinuations of this "Chronicle of Berne". Several 
German Ratschroniken were intended as system. 
atic and long-term records of everything impor: 
tant for the use of present and future rulers of th 
town. And in the southern French town of Mont: 
pellier, the chronicle whose first part is called 
the > Chronique romane du Petit Thalamus wa:

between the eleventh and fifteenth centuries. 
With a few notable exceptions town chronicles 
were typically written in prose. Important excep- 
tions include the German Reimchronik der Stadt 
Kóln of Gottfried > Hagen and its Latin pred 
cessor, the > Chronicon rhythmicum Coloniense, 
the chronicle of Arezzo by > Bartolomeo di ser 
Gorello, who emulated Dante's Divine Comedy, 
and chronicles of Vienna and Trieste, and a paean 
praising Heidelberg among the vast oeuvre of poet 
Michel > Beheim (see > Verse and prose). The 
reason was nota notion that opposed trustworthy 
prose and mendacious rhyme, for historia was, no 
matter what the form, by definition "true". Rather, 
prose was the language the chroniclers found 
the documents they were referring to, and in 
context they had been trained in.

customary and imperial law. In any case, in their 
daily activities they kept contact with scholars 
familiar with the current modes of thinking and 
writing, By the 1470s, humanist approaches to his- 
tory had permeated civic writing, even if it often 
was “humanist more in form than in substance” 
(BREISACH). Marcantonio Coccio > Sabellico’s 
history of Venice, for example, praised the town 
as the new Rome while also referring in a tra- 
ditional way to Venice's history. The "human- 
ist turn” affected most chroniclers writing after 
1470, even if they would not normally be classed 
as “humanists”.

Writing a history, Outside Italy, by the last quar- 
T of the fifteenth century, the choice of Latin 
dicates, firstly, that the historical writing (and 
erefore showing one's knowledge of civic mat- 
ts) was an acceptable way to prove one's worth 
Scribe, Secondly, it reflects the situation of an 
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urban ruling class that closed its ranks against 
newcomers and acquired a new social and legal 
exclusiveness. Thirdly, it is a sign of the general 
intellectual change that affected the societies of 
Europe after the middle of the fifteenth century. 
Finally, it is also a reflection of the new printing 
techniques that allowed the production of histo- 
ries for a larger and international public. Chron- 
icles concentrating solely on matters of the town 
were rarely put to print. Their naturally restricted 
public, their content and sometimes their role as 
arcanum of urban politics prevented a widespread 
distribution. However, when a town chronicle 
was expanded to include matters of general inter- 
est, and even acquired an encyclopedic quality, 
it gained wider circulation. The notion of a town 
chronicle acquired new significance at the end 
of the fifteenth century. The turning point is 
marked by Hartmann > Schedel’s chronicle, 
printed in a Latin and in a German version, which 
embedded the history of Nuremberg by way of 
word and picture in an overall history ofthe Euro- 
pean towns. 
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Trankle, Ulrich, von Feldkirch 


ca 1380-ca 1413. Austria. Chroniclerofthetown 
of Feldkirch and of the Austrian comital house of 
Montfort. The son of a Feldkirch butcher of the 
same name, Ulrich Tránkle is attested in charters 
from Feldkirch covering the period 1396-1413. 
His chronicle begins with a series of short entries 
in Latin on the Montfort dynasty for the period 
1290-1360, probably dependent on the chronicle 
of > Johannes von Winterthur. The bulk of the 
textisin German, givingan uneven chronological 
coverage through to 1412. His entries deal princi- 
pally with the history of the counts of Montfort, 
and after 1388 with the Appenzell wars against the 
Swiss towns which opposed an emergent Austrian 
hegemony. Two isolated Latin entries record the 
deaths of Trünkle's father and mother (in 1412 
and 1388 respectively) and the deáth of Leopold 
HI, Duke of Austria, at the battle of Sempach in 
1386. Trünkle has a consistent interest in natural 
and meteorological phenomena recorded in the 
Vorarlberg, and provides entries from ca 1380 
onwards concerning Feldkirch. His chronicle is 
the only source for the Easter plays staged in the 
town by Count Rudolf IV von Montfort in 1380 
and 1389. 

One complete manuscript from the first half 
ofthe 17th century exists (Stuttgart, LB, cod. hist. 
2° 618, 101'-115”), with a further set of excerpts 
in the hand of the historian Jakob Reutlinger 
(d. 1611), mayor of Überlingen, dating to 1581 
(Überlingen, StA, Reutlingersche Kollektaneen, 
1, 158-73). The chronicle was used as a source in 
a small group of 16th and 17th century histories 
of Feldkirch.

1. The problem of political 2, His passepe or dominion 


discontinuity So when English historians wished to account 


for the fact that the ancient Britains had been 
replaced by the Anglo-Saxons, whose kings had 
in turn been displaced by the Norman conquer- 
ors, it would have been most implausible to argue 
for legitimate lines of succession in the traditional 
sense, but a concept of God systematically replac- 
ing degenerate structures with more perfectly 
Christian ones has a similar legitimizing force. 
‘Alfonso X of Castile and León used the transla- 
tio motif in 13th-century Castile in the > General 
estoria. The chronicle is constructed with an eye to 
a transfer of the empire from the Hebrews to the 
Romans, passing through the Persian and Greek 
empires. Within the text, narrative precedence is 
given to whichever people controls the imperium 
at the time. Thus Hebrew history takes centre 
stage until the Hebrews lose their imperium to the 
Persians at the end of the third part and fourth 
aetas. From this point, Persian, Macedonian, 
Alexandrian, and Roman history take precedence 
over Hebrew history. 

After the fall of Constantinople in 1453, Byz- 
antine historians had a fundamental problem 
interpreting the change in the world, In their tra- 
tion, only the Eastern Roman Empire, the Byz- 
antine Empire, was the legitimate continuation 
Rome. With its collapse, the Roman dominion 
d ended, and the pattern of four Kingdoms as 
traditionally understood had come to an end. The 
byzantine historian > Doukas deduced that the 
end of the world had arrived. However, the world 
continued. Michael > Kritoboulos, a Greek his- 
rian in the service of the new Turkish rulers 
Ems to have been the first to reinterpret history 
allow another translatio: the Roman empire 
id been transferred to the Ottoman. 


One of the strategies by which medieval rulers 
consolidated their legitimacy historiographically 
was to seek continuities between the present dis- 
pensation and dominions which had gone before, 
making the current ruler the natural successor 
of the great kings of the past. When such a con- 
tinuity was not easy to find, when for example a 
dynasty had fallen and been replaced by conquest, 
an alternative strategy was to highlight the breach. 
and declare the newcomers the divinely ordained 
scourge on the corrupt society of the past, for di 
not the Virgin Mary herself sing of a God wh 
deposuit potentes de sede—brought down rul- 
ers from their thrones (Luke 1.52)? Both ideas, 
the smooth natural continuity and the abrupt 
divinely ordained discontinuity can be expresse 
with the idea ofa translatio, the doctrine that thi 
God-given order can be "transferred" or "trans: 
lated" (for in Latin, transferre and translatum ar 
two parts of the same verb) from one reign to th 
next. 

This idea of "transferring" the kingdom i 
usually traced back to > Jerome, though he was 
not the first to use the word in this way. Whet 
the Hebrew text of the Book of Daniel declares 
that God "deposes rulers and appoints the 
(Dan 2.21), the formulation in Jerome's Lal 
rendering is tighter: transferet regna—he trai 
fers the kingdom.

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3. Translatio imperii and the 
Holy Roman Empire 


It is in German thinking that the concept 
receives its most sophisticated form. After the 
fall of Rome, the eastern, Byzantine Empire saw 
itselfas the continuation of the Roman imperium. 
German historians accepted this, as it was neces- 
sary to bridge the 300-year gap between the decline 
of Rome and the rise of the Franks. The doctrine 
emerged that the Roman imperium, which had 
been kept alive in the east, was passed from Byz- 
antium to Germany by Pope Stephen II because 
of the Byzantine failure to defend the true church. 
The chronicle of > Martin of Opava reports Ste- 
phen's pontificate in this light: Hic ultimo anno 
pontificatus sui romanum imperium a Grecis tran- 
stulit in Germanos in personam magnifici regis 
Karoli tunc in iuvenili etate constituti. De qua 
translacione tangit decretalis: Venerabilem. 

This idea is slightly different from the older 
conceptof translatio, for it is not simply dominion 
being transferred from one empire to the next— 
it is specifically the Roman imperial dominion 
which is now transferred from the Greek-Romans 
to the German-Romans. In other words, transla- 
tio here implies not a succession of empires, but 
thecontinuation ofthe same empire, translated to 
new incumbents. This is important, since Rome 
was the last Empire in Daniel's dream, and the 
German empire must therefore be equated with 
Rome; it was theologically easier to say that Rome 
was continued in the German empire than to 
say that it had fallen and been replaced by some- 
thing Daniel had not forseen. This variety of the 
translatio doctrine emerged in its full form in the 
twelfth century, and can be seen in the same con- 
text as the rise of the term "Holy Roman Empire" 
(sacrum Romanum imperium or S.R.L), used 
apparently from the mid-13th century. However, 
ideas of continuities between Roman and German 
empires which can be thought of a$ precursors of 
this translatio principle can be found much earlier. 

Translatio imperii was a concept of immense 
political importance for the legitimization of Ger- 
man dynasties. It was part of the complex of ideas 
which made the Emperor more than a national 
ruler, but in a sense a leader of all Western Chris- 
tendom. It also played into the tensions between 
spiritual and secular authority, for example in 
the Investiture Contest. On the imperial side it 
gave the Emperors a deeper legitimacy in their 
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dealings with the Papacy, for they represented 
anauthority olderthanthe Papacy, alineage which 
included, but did not begin with Constantine, 
who had established the Papacy. On the other 
side of the conflict, a curial concept of translatio 
imperii developed which claimed that it was the 
Papacy who had transferred the imperial dignity 
to Charlemagne, and was entitled to transfer it 
again. 
Leopold von Bebenburg, Bishop of Bamberg 
(1297-1363) is one who worked on this doc- 
trine. In his Tractatus de iuribus regni et imperii 
Romani (written ca 1340) he argued that the 
Emperor's legitimacy as a ruler was based entirely 
on the choice of the Electors, and did not require 
Papal approval; only the special functions which 
placed him above other European rulers, his tasks 
of defending the church and keeping the peace 
among the Kings of Christendom, were con- 
ferred by the translatio under Pope Stephen: His 
praemissis, posset forte dici, quod per hoc, quod 
praedictus Stephanus papa elegit dictos Reges ad 
sedem Apostolicam defendendam, motus fuit dic- 
tus Martinus in praedicta Chronica sua, et alii hoc 
idem dicentes; Quod. idem Stephanus transtulit 
imperium de Graecis ad Germanos. Cum enim 
Imperator teneatur sanctam ecclesiam Romanam 
defendere, et exaltare dominum Papam. > Kon- 
rad von Megenburg (ca 1309-1374) is another 
historian whose name is associated with the doc- 
trine. His Tractatus de translatione imperii is a 
theoretical work which uses the translatio imperii 
concept to reflect on the difference between secu- 
lar and religious power. 

The translatio concept is found in different 
ways in many German chronicles of the eleventh 
to sixteenth centuries, though it is fully developed 
only from the twelfth. An important chronicler 
who has a strong sense of the translation theory is 
> Otto of Freising, whose chronicle is arranged 
in a two-cities structure, tracing the history 
of culture from Mesopotamia via Athens and 
Rome to France, and of monasticism from the 
Egyptian desert fathers to Benedict and the 
Latin West, thus combining the cultural and 
political aspects of the concept. The vernacular 
> Kaiserchronik gives a continuous narrative of 
emperors from Julius Caesar to the contempo- 
rary ruler Conrad III, stressing the direct line of 
Succession with no awarenes of a discontinuity 
at all. Translatio imperii is implicit or expicit in 
> Frutolf/Ekkehard, > Chronica regia Colo- 
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niensis (ca 1200), > Bernold of St. Blasien an 


> Sigebert of Gembloux.

Some writers connected translati imperii wit 
aclosely related idea, translatio studii. This implie 
that with the passage of dominion comes also 
passage of intellectual and cultural life. For exam: 
ple, Iohannes de Garlandia (or Iohannes Anpli- 
cus, ca 1195-post-1272), an English-born Scholar 
active in France, used the idea of translatio studii 
to show how the centre of poetry and philosophy 
had moved from the ancient Orient to Athens, 
then to Rome, and finally to Paris. Translatio stu- 
dii is found in Chrétien de Troyes’s prologue to 
Cliges, butina very ironic tone and with reference 
to chivalry. Similarly it is found in > Froissart’s 
preface, where it applies it to an allégorised figure 
of Prouesse (Prowess or Chivalry), which accord- 
ing to him was in his youth residing in England ` 
(Edward III, Black Prince), but he seems unsure 
where she is going: "I am not sure whether she 
wants to move on or go back" (to France).

1. The Chronicler as Translator 


Throughout the Middle Ages in Europ 
chronicles were translated, usually from Latin t 
various vernaculars, and occasionally, and espe 
cially towards the end of the period, from vernac: 
ular into Latin. Translations between vernacular: 
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ere rare and restricted to areas of overlapping 


languages und cultures and to chronicles ofinter- 


multilingual social groups like crusaders. 

Translation means the oral or written trans- 
mission of information between languages and 
therefore from one cultural context into another. 
Its main effect is the geographical, social and tem- 
oral expansion of knowledge, and the transmis- 


sion of new words, new concepts of thought, new 


stylistic features, and new things to talk about. 


Translations have three basic features. They 


reflect the audience the translator had in mind, 
they signal the presence ofbi- or multilingual, lit- 
erate persons in a given society (the translators), 
and they shed lighton social and cultural tensions 
and their dynamics within societies. 

In the Middle Ages, chronicles never attained 
thelevel of authority that was ascribed to the Bible 
and the Church Fathers. The translators therefore 
did not feel compelled to render the words of their 
source texts as exactly as possible. It is thus diffi- 
cult to distinguish processes of translation clearly 
from processes of "adaptation" or "reworking". 
This inherent problem of definition is exacer- 
bated by the very method of medieval histori- 
ography itself, which was typically compilatory. 
As chroniclers copied, rearranged and strung 
together pieces of other texts, they translated 
other chronicles piecemeal, summarized them 
in another language, or just used the information 
they found for their own purposes. 

Historians seeking to educate and entertain 
their audience were inclined to delve into any 
available source of information, including any 
written in a language different from the main lan- 
guage of their supposed audience. However, they 
chose the language of their own texts with a social 
or political agenda in mind. Many chroniclers 
Pointed out that they decided to write in the ver- 
nacular in order to entertain and educate “learned 
laymen”. An impressive number of chronicles 
Were translated on the order or under the super- 
vision of a ruler. And still other historians chose 
to write in a politically marginal language in order 
to make an ideological statement. 


2. Greek and Latin as Source 
Languages 


Duri ing the early Middle Ages, most chronicles 
m Europe were written in Latin and, in the Byz- 
antine sphere of influence, in Greek. In the fifth 
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and sixth centuries, scholars like + Epiphanius 
scholasticus and -> Anastasius Bibliothecarius, 
among others, were making Greek historiography 
available to the Latin world. In the following cen- 
turies, translations of Greek chronicles, especially 
that of > Eusebius of Caesarea, were instrumen- 
tal for the development of the historiography of 
the Christian East, both in Arabic (Syria) and the 
local vernaculars (Caucasus). A number of chron- 
icles written in Old Church Slavonic are based on 
Greek models, for example the twelfth-century 
Chronicle of Konstantinos ? Manasses or, even 
if the identification of a specific source chronicle 
is disputed, the fifteenth-century > Bulgarian 
Anonymus Chronicle. 

Whilein the East, the Greek vernacular evolved 
gradually from classic Greek, the linguistic devel- 
opment of the medieval West was marked by the 
cohabitation of Latin and the various vernaculars. 
Latin as the older, traditional language of writing 
remained the main source language of transla- 
tions throughout the Middle Ages. The number of 
independent translations, and the number of lan- 
guages a work was translated into, are indications 
for the popularity of a text over.a period of time 
orinageographically expanding area. An obvious 
condition of such an expansion is a subject mat- 
ter that is of interest to a socially and geographi- 
cally broad public. In general, world chronicles, 
encyclopedic works and the Flores-literature with 
their universal scope developed audiences span- 
ning geographical and linguistic divides. 

"This observation applies particularly to the four 
versions of > Martin of Opava's Chronicon pon- 
tificum et imperatorum, which acquired the status 
of an authoritative handbook of European history. 
The popularity of Martin's innovative, schematic 
presentation of the history of the successions of 
popes and emperors is shown by more than 500 
known Latin manuscripts and translations in all 
major European languages—German, Castilian, 
French (by Sébastien > Mamerot), Italian, Eng- 
lish (see > Martin of Opava, English)—as well as 
partial translations in Greek, Armenian and Per- 
sian. The Persian translation was used by Mongo- 
lian court historian > Rashid al-Din. 

Also immensely popular was the Latin universal 
history (Polychronicon) of the fourteenth-century 
Benedictine monk Ranulf > Higden. Translated 
into Middle English by John > Trevisa in 1387, 
it received a partial printing in English as early as 
1480, andagain in 1495. A later example whose dis- 
semination was supported by print from the start, 
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is Werner > Rolevinck's Fasciculus temporum. 
Printed in 1473, it was almost immediately trans- 
lated into Middle Dutch and incorporated into 
a collection of regional chronicles that appeared 
in print in 1480 (see > Fasciculus temporum, 
Veldener version). In addition, German, French, 
Welsh and Middle English translations and adap- 
tations show the importance of this compendium 
of world history in the early modern period. An 
example of successful Florilegia are the various 
books of Bernard Gui. The Latin works of 
this prolific fourteenth-century Dominican 
author, active in southern France, were translated 
several times independently both in French and 
in Provencal, and almost all of them were trans- 
lated by Jean Golein, translator in the service of 
Charles V. 

Translations from the vernacular into Latin 
were rarer than from Latin into the vernacular, 
but the patterns of transmission are similar to 
those described above: they reflect subject mat- 
ters of general interest, signal the presence of a 
multilingual society (Britain, the Crusaders), and 
are motivated by the literary interest of learned 
men. The popularity of the first ever written 
chronicle in German treating ancient matters, the 
the mid-12th century > Kaiserchronik, is under- 
lined by the number of manuscript, several prose 
adaptations, as well as a Latin translation of one 
of the prose versions. From the old French uni- 
versal chronicle > Chronique dite de Baudoin 
d'Avesnes, only the genealogies at its core were 
translated into Latin. In the case of the > Königs- 
berg World Chronicle, a translation of of the Low 
German > Sächsische Weltchronik probably of 
Silesian origin, Latin might have served as agent 
between a vernacular work and a chronicler who 
did not understand this vernacular. This was cer- 
tainly the case when Konrad > Gesselen rendered 
> Wigand von Marburg's middle high German 
history of the Teutonic order into Latin on behalf 
ofthe Polish historian Jan > Dlugosz. The Anglo- 
Norman mythological history of England, > Des 
Grantz Geanz, was translated into Latin prose as 
well as into English prose and verse, while the 
Latin Chronicles of the kings of Alba may have 
originated in a Gaelic text. While > Ekkehard 
IV's Latin translation of > Ratpert's Old High 
German Galluslied attests to the abbey of St. Gal- 
len's famous school, late 15th century historians 
like the royal chronicler > Nebrija, rewrote ver- 
nacular works in Latin in order to improve their 
literary quality and to propagate the importance 












































of their national heritage to the new internationa]. 
community of humanists. 


3. Works in parallel vernaculars 
, 

Translations into more than one languag, 
reflect more than a subject matter of potentially 
broad interest. They also point at an internationa] 
public. This is the case with chronicles aimeq 
at the Paneuropean community of crusaders, 
Unique from the point of view of the languages 
involved, but typical as a chronicle reflecting a 
linguistic situation in a specific political context; 
is the so-called > Chronicle of the Morea. This 
fourteenth-century account of the rule of the 
French family Villehardouin over the western 
part of the Peloponnese (Morea) was written in 
a Greek and an Old French version subsequently 
translated into Aragonese and Italian. A simi- 
lar situation applies in the > Unique Chronicle 
of Sicily, an eleventh-century Greek text on the 
Arab rule over Sicily, which was later translated 
into Arabic. The > Gran Conquista de Ultramar, 
a thirteenth-century crusade chronicle compil- 
ing translations from French and Provengal also 
reflects the close connection between languages - 
and audience, in this case the multilingual group 
of crusaders. The popularity of a work might be 
enhanced by the use of verse. > Nikolaus von 
Jeroschin's German verse translation of > Peter 
of Dusburg's Latin prose chronicle on the history 
of the Teutonic Order was, indeed, more popular - 
than the Latin original (see > Verse and prose). 
Interestingly, it was then retranslated into Latin 
by Konrad > Gesselen, Peter's original presum- - 
ably not being available when a Latin version was — 
required. E 

The early medieval political and linguistic sep- _ 
aration of western Europe into a Germanic and 
a Romance sphere had lasting effects. In contrast - 
to courtly literature that appealed to a Paneuro- 
pean noble class, chronicles with their prevailing 
political subject matter were not translated from 
German to French or vice versa before the si 
teenth century. Translations between vernaculars 
appear only in the late middle ages and were ba: 
cally restricted to areas of cultural cohabitati 
of different linguistic groups. But even in Englan 
where the most popular Anglo-Norman > Pro: 
Brut was translated in English, and in Bohem 
where> Bene ofHotovice translated the Germ 
chronicle of Jakob > Twinger von Kénigshofe 
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n order to incorporate it into his own Czech 
work, such translations are relatively rare. 
However in border countries and in lands 
where languages coexisted or superseded each 
other, it was relatively common for a Latin work 
io be translated independently into neighbouring 
vernaculars. In the Netherlands, the > Flandria 


generosa, a group of thirteenth-century Latin 


enealogies, were translated twice into French 
(see? Flandria generosa, French) and into Dutch 
in the fifteenth century by Jan van > Diksmuide, 
and thus inspiréd independent groups of imita- 
tors in Latin, Dutch, and French. In England, 
3 Geoffrey of Monmouth’s Latin Historia Regum 
Britanniae, written before 1139 (and claiming to 
be a translation from Welsh in the first place) 
was translated into French and retold in verse by 
> Wace in 1155 and by Geffrei > Gaimar, also in 
the twelfth century. In the thirteenth, > Lazamon 
translated and adapted it into English. A Latin 
verse version, the > Gesta regum Britannie, and 
the Welsh complex Brut y Brenhinedd also date 
from the thirteenth century. The immense popu- 
larity of Geoffrey's work is attested by the vari- 
ous Prose Bruts in English and Anglo-Norman, 
and their adaptations. In Bohemia, the so-called 
2 Dalimil chronicle, written in Czech in the 
fourteenth century as a clear political statement 
against the German upper class, was translated in 
1342/46 into Middle High German, thus making 
itavailable to this group. A second German trans- 
lation in the first third of the fifteenth century evi- 
dences of the growing interest in Czech history 
during the Hussite period, while the exact context 
ofa Latin translation, made in Italy around 1330, 
is unknown. It is, however, notable, that this lav- 
ishly illustrated manuscript was made during the 
reign of Charles IV, king of Bohemia and German 
emperor, whose political activities in northern 
Italy were particularly intense. 


4. Translations at the Request of 
a Ruler 


` Of the numerous Latin works that were trans- 


lated in Old and Middle English, Low and High 


German, French, Provencal, Catalan, Castilian, 


Krish, Danish, Polish, Hungarian, Dutch, Italian, 
- Czech, and Scots, and their various dialects, an 


astonishing number were made at the request of 
a ruler, In ninth-century England, King Alfred 
ctively sought to make Latin books available 
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through translation. Among them was > Bede's 
Historia Ecclesiastica, which was turned into Old 
English. In Catalonia, Jaume > Domènec used 
and adapted the Speculum historiale of > Vin- 
cent of Beauvais when Peter IV of Aragon com- 
missioned him, in 1360, to write a universal 
history. Thomas > Ebendorfer translated the 
Latin chronicle of > Leopold von Wien on the 
orders of Frederick III. The fourteenth-century 
chronicle of Johannes de > Beke was translated 
into French and reworked for the Duke of Bur- 
gundy in 1455, while a Dutch version of the end 
of the fourteenth-century, the Nederlandse Beke, 
had already flourished in a series of adaptations. 
Important points of departure for large-scale 
national historical enterprises were the trans- 
lations by Jean > Chartier for the > Grandes 
Chroniques de France, translations of various 
Latin chronicles made by a team of scholars work- 
ing under > Alfonso X of Castile and León for 
the Castilian > Estoria de Espanna and transla- 
tions by Juan > Fernández de Heredia, who, like 
Jaume Doménec, worked for the Aragonese King 
Peter IV “el Ceremoniós”, 





5. Translation by the original 
author 


Once the vernaculars had established them- 
selves as serious written languages, authors eager 
to distribute their works or to appeal to both an 
erudite clerical and an interested lay public some- 
times penned their histories both in Latin and in 
a vernacular language. This is the case for Jacob 
> Twinger of Kónigshofen at the end of the four- 
teenth century, who wrote on the linguistic bor- 
der between French and German and addressed 
his works to laymen and clergy alike. In 1313, Pere 
> Marsili completed a Latin translation from 
Catalan of the Llibre dels feits of King > Jaume 
I of Catalonia and Aragon on the order of the 
king's grandson. No doubt, Jaume II intended to 
use this translation for the publicizing of his fam- 
ily's achievements to a larger audience than that 
able to read Catalan. By the late fifteenth century, 
ranslations usually reflect the newly developed 
appreciation for Latin as a language of communi- 
cation. This coincided with the revival of the world 
chronicle in the humanist era. An example might 
bethe > Andechser Chronik. This late fourteenth- 
century German prose chronicle propagating the 
pilgrimage to Andechs was translated into Latin 
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in 1472. This Latin version was later re-translated 
into German. Butit was becoming more common 
for chroniclers to endear themselves to poten- 
tial patrons by writing simultaneously in Latin 
and their vernacular. Hartmann > Schedel and 
> Albrecht of Bonstetten, both writing at the very 
end of the fifteenth century, are typical examples 
of this procedure. 
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Traversari, Ambrogio 


16 September 1386-21 October 1439. Italy. A 
Camaldolese monk born in Portico di Romagna, 
a small town near Forli (Emilia Romagna). He 
began his studies in the nearby town of Galatea di 
Romagna and continued and completed them at 
the monastery di S. Maria degli Angeliin Florence, 
which had meanwhile become a humanist centre 
of the first order in the Florence of the Medici 
family, and also the seat of the most highly quali- 
fied community of Camaldolese monks. There 
he studied above all Latin under the guidance, it 
would appear, of Emanuele Crisolora, who was in 
Florence at that time, and of Demetrio Scarano, 
a Greek refugee who had retreated to the monas- 
tery in 1416. Traversari was charged with being 
administrator of the goods of the monastery, a 
task at which he excellede. After being elected as 
general of the Camaldoli order in 1431, he moved 
to Camaldoli with the task of cleaning up the situ- 
ation of moral degradation of the monks and the 
convents. He played a major role in the Council 
of Ferrara-Florence (1438-39) and was one of 
the main protagonists in that of Basel following 
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Pope Eugene IV. He lived in and helped to creat 
a culturally flourishing environment and he E 
tivated valuable relations with, among others, the 
sculptor-architect-art writer Lorenzo Ghibe; 
He died suddenly in Florence in the monaste;

The name of Traversari is linked toa collection 
of Epistolae in 25 books and the book of memoirs 
Hodoepoericon or Commentarium (Florence

BN, Conv. Soppr. D 3, 34). An accurate and 
detailed description of a time span and not the 
rewriting of an entire existence, the Hodoepoeri- 
con is a sort of travelogue where the various stops 
along the way to visit the various Camaldolese 
convents following his election as general are 
annotated meticulously and without any particu- 
lar emphasis as regards place. A highlight of the 
work is his description of moral degradation in 
the convents, in relation to which the narrator- 
protagonist is invested with a providential role 
that is also super partes. The narrative is almost 
always concise except when the sentimental 
sphere is touched upon in general, but especially 
when narrating private feelings of friendship and 
brotherly love.

Treckpoel. Peter 


1415-ca 1508. Low countries. Author of two 
chronicles, the Chronyk van Overmaes and the 
niek van Bilzen, and occasionally though 


van Luyk. Born in Beek (near Sittard), Treckpoel 
trained as a priest and sang his first mass in 1469. 
Shortly thereafter, he became chaplain in Geulle 
and (from 1480) in Sittard. In 1492, he accepted 
the position of rector with the sisters of the Third 
Order of St.-Francis in Bilzen (near Hasselt). 
Travelling extensively throughout the region 
of Liège and current Belgian and Netherland- 
ish Limbourg, Treckpoel kept personal notes of 
important events relating to political history and 
to the history of regular and semi-regular com- 
munities from the late 1460s onwards. He began 
compiling his notes shortly after settling in Bilzen, 
and produced his two chronicles there, maintain- 
ing the Overmaes chronicle until his death. Both 
were written in the Limburg dialect of Dutch. 

In 1498, Treckpoel acquired the recently- 
printed > Alderexcellenste Cronijcke van Bra- 
bant, to which he added numerous marginal notes 
relating to the history of his region and to that of 
a number of mostly female monastic and semi- 
regular communities. As an appendix, he added 
63 folios’ worth of historical narrative known 
as the Chronyk van Overmaes (Brussels, KBR, 
Incunables B 1373, fol. 27-63"). This chronicle 
consists of two distinct parts: the first deals with 
the Creation up to ca 1460 and is largely based 
on Die alder excellenste Cronyke, while the second 
deals with the years 1460 to 1508 and is based on 
Treckpoel's own observations and contemporary 
eyewitness reports. The second part has particu- 
lar merit in that it concentrates on the history of 
a region roughly equal to the Dutch-speaking 
northern part of the bishopric of Liége, a region 
poorly served by historians in the period. While 
ill-organized and repeatedly revised by the author 
himself, the final pages of the chronicle contain a 
wealth of information on the foundation and first 


- Years of small female monastic and semi-monas- 


tic houses in the region. The chronicle was first 


- Compiled in the early 1490s and then maintained 


synchronically until the presumed time of the 
author's death. 

In the same years in Bilzen, Treckpoel also 
Tevised a small chronicle written around 1484 by 
a member of the local community of sisters of the 
Third order of St.Francis. The narrative, known 
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as the Kroniek van Bilzen and dated to 1493-99, 
complements an account of the community's first 
two decades with reports of the ravages caused 
by incessant warfare in the immediate vicinity 
of Bilzen. Highly emotional in tone, the narra- 
tive reveals a warm relationship between the rec- 
tor and the sisters and a great deal of empathy 
with the beleaguered population. Preserved in 
what appears to be the autograph (Hasselt, Rijk- 
sarchief, Bilzen Klooster Maria-ter-Engelen, 6, 
fol. 1-23"), important sections of the narrative 
remain unedited. 
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Trevet, Nicholas 


ca 1257/65-1334. England. A Dominican friar, 
Trevet was a biblical and classical scholar who 
studied in London, Oxford and on the Continent, 
returning to Oxford in 1314 to teach. His non- 
historical writings include commentaries on Livy, 
Seneca, Boethius and > Augustine, as well as 
biblical commentaries. In addition, he is known 
for his three chronicles, two in Latin and one 
in Anglo-Norman. The latter was subsequently 
translated into Middle English. 

Trevet’s Annales Sex Regum Angliae was 
composed in the early 1320s. The focus is on the 
Angevin kings; it opens with Stephen in 1135 
and ends with the death of Edward I in 1307. The 
narrative is structured around the events of each 
year and incorporates transcriptions of impor- 
tant documents, letters and treatises. The Annales 
were used by > Higden and > Walsingham. The 
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ext survives, in full and in part, in over fifteen 
manuscripts; full 14th-century versions are found 
in BL, add. ms. 54184; BL, Cotton Otho ms. D.viii; 
London, College of Arms, Arundel 14; and Paris, 
BnF, lat. 4167A. 

The Historia ab origine mundi ad Christum 
natum is dedicated to Hugh d'Angouléme, arch- 
deacon of Canterbury. Organised around the 
first five Ages of Man, the narrative runs from 
he Creation to the birth of Christ. Each section 
includes quotations from the Bible and such his- 
torians as Augustine, > Eusebius of Caesarea, 
> Peter Comestor and > Bede. Other sources 
include Livy, Suetonius, Origen and > Geof- 
frey of Monmouth. Seven manuscripts survive, 
none apparently of English origin: Florence, 
BNC, Conventi G.3.451; Berlin, SB, ms. Phill. 
1846; Klagenfurt, Bischófliche Bibliothek, XXXI 
a 9; BL, Royal ms. 13.B.xvi; and Paris, BnF, lat. 
4949, lat. 16018 and lat. 16019. The chronicle has 
not been printed. 

Trevet's vernacularhistory, the Anglo-Norman 
Les Cronicles, is dedicated to Mary of Woodstock, 
daughter of Edward I and Eleanor of Castile. It 
is not simply a translation of the Historia, but a 
reworked narrative for a different type of reader. 
The text begins with the Creation and runs to 1334. 
While purporting to be a history of the world, 
its focus is primarily on England. There is less 
emphasis on specific dates than in Trevet's Latin 
histories, with more stress on moral instruction. 
Sources used include Bede, the > Anglo-Saxon 
Chronicle, Geoffrey of Monmouth, the > Jacob of 
Voragine, William of Malmesbury and > Vin- 
centof Beauvais. The tale of Constance, central to 
the text, was used by Chaucer in the Man of Laws 
Tale. Nine medieval copies of Les Cronicles sur- 
vive; the earliest is Oxford, Magdalen College, ms. 
45. The text has never been published. 

One 15th-century manuscript of a Middle 
English translation of Les Cronicles survives in 
Cambridge, MA, Harvard University, Hough- 
ton Library, ms. eng. 938. The translation is on 
the whole faithful to the Anglo-Norman text, 
with occasional interpolations and abridgements, 
and is continued seamlessly by materials from 
the English > Prose Brut, beginning in 1327 and 
running to 1417. These chronicles are valuable 
for their scope and didacticism as well as for their 
careful incorporation of sources, both classical 
and medieval, which Trevet was scrupulous in 
acknowledging. 
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There are fourteen complete manuscripts, all 
from the 14th and 15th century: London, BL, Cot- 
ion Tiberius ms. D.vii, BL, Stowe ms. 65, BL, Har- 
ley ms. 1900, and BL, add. ms. 24194; Cambridge, 
Corpus Christi College, ms. 354 and St. John's 
College, ms. 204; Liverpool, PL, f. 909 HIG; Man- 
chester, Chetham's Library, ms. 11379; Glasgow, 
UL, Hunter ms. 367; Aberdeen, UL, ms. 21; Oslo/ 
London, Schayen Collection, 194' (olim Penrose 
12); Princeton, UL, ms. Taylor 6 and ms. Garrett 
151; and San Marino, CA, Huntington Library, 
HM 28561. In 1482, William > Caxton printed 
his own version of Trevisa's Polychronicon, which 
contained a new preface and a Liber ultimus by 
the printer [Fig. 53]. It was reprinted in 1495 
by Wynkyn de Worde in 1527 by Treveris. The 
description of Britain was published separately 
by Caxton and De Worde in 1480 and 1498 


respectively. 
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Trevisa, John 


14th century. England. Scholar, translator and 
priest from Cornwall, who studied at Exeter and 
Queen’s College, Oxford, and served in Glouces- 
tershire, England. Translated the Latin Polychron- 
icon of > Ranulf Higden into Middle English 
(retaining some words and phrases in Latin, Old 
English and French). He also translated Bartho- 
lomaeus Anglicus’s De proprietatibus rerum, the 
Gospel of Nicodemus, Richard Fitzralph's sermon 
Defensio curatorum, William Ockham's Dialogus. - 
inter militem et clericum, and probably Aegidius © 
Romanus's De regimine principum. 

Trevisa produced the English Polychronicon ca - 
1385-87, although he may have begun work on it 
as early as 1377 under the patronage of Sir Thomas — 
BerkeleyIV.Itincludesoriginal contributions: two 
prefaces, a Dialogue between a Lord and a Clerk, a 
dedicatory Epistle to Lord Berkeley, and over 120 
original signed notes interpolated into the text 
that contain Trevisa’s opinions, observations ani 
explanations. These indicate that he anticipated 
wide audience of noble, clerical and lay readers fe 
his work. He may have sought to give historic 
information to lesser educated priests as mate 
als for sermon composition and pastoral care. Hi 
interpolations include anti-monastic sentimen 
and Wycliffite sympathies as well as an argume 
against Higden’s doubts about the truth of Kin 
Arthur’s conquest of much of Europe. 
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Tribbe, Heinrich 
[Heinrich von Sloen] 


ca 1410-64. Germany. Canon of Minden 
Cathedral (Westphalia). Author of the Latin 
episcopal chronicle known as the Jiingere Bis- 
chofschronik and of a description of the town and 
monastery of Minden. He was a member of the 
Tribbe branch of the knightly von Sloen family, 
of which at least five other members were also 
canons at Minden cathedral. Heinrich himself is 
mentioned as canon for the years 1445 and 1450. 
Between 1450 and 1460 he compiled a codex 
of historical content, including the Dortmund 
chronicle by Johannes > Nederhoff (Chronicon 
Tremoniensium), Tribbe's own adaptation of 
Hermann of Lerbeck's Catalogus episcoporum 
Mindensium, and a description of Minden; both 
of the latter date from the same decade as Tribbe's 
compilation. In these he deals with the political 
and religious conditions in the town and the bish- 
opric. He particularly glorifies the earlier bishops 
while criticizing his contemporaries (raptores et 
praedones, bandits and robbers) for their misrule 
and wastefulness. As sources Tribbe used many 
now lost writings from the episcopal archives. 
The text, complete, but not in its original order, 
survives in just one manuscript, possibly the auto- 
graph: Berlin, SB, ms. boruss. quart. 147 (second 
half of the 15th century); in addition, the Lerbeck 
adaptation survived into modern times in two 
other manuscripts, Hanover, Niedersichsisches 
Hauptstaatsarchiv, T 1 (late 15th century) and 
T 2 (17th century), both of which were lost in 1943. 
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Trinity Chronicle 
[Tpouuxas neronucs] 


post 1408, Russia. A prose chronicle in 
Church Slavonic (Russian recension) com- 
piled (according to KLoss) at Trinity Monastery 
in Sergiev Posad near Moscow by Epiphanius 
the Wise, as is suggested by his style of "word 
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weaving". The only (parchment) manuscript 
perished in the great Moscow fire of 1812, but 
had been amply used some years before by the 
historian N. KARAMZIN in his famous History of 
the Russian State. M. PRISELKOV reconstructed 
the text in 1950, basing himself on KARAMZIN's 
direct quotations (and less reliable borrowings), 
deviant readings from the Trinity Chronicle cited 
in the first (incomplete) edition of the > Lauren- 
tian Chronicle (1804), and on hypothetically cor- 
responding passages from the > Simeonov and 
> Rogozskij Chronicles and others. The contents 
of the chronicle appear to go back mainly to the 
protograph af the Laurentian Chronicle, but its 
agenda (pro-Muscovite, in favour of Metropoli- 
tan Cyprian) should be described with more res- 
ervation, since all we have is a reconstruction, a 
situation which has generated considerable meth- 
odological discussion. 
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Trithemius, Johannes 


1462-1516. Germany. Benedictine monk with 
ambitions in humanism, and a prolific author, 
whose work includes monastic histories and a his- 
tory of the Franks. Named from Trittenheim (on 
the Mosel), Trithemius entered the Benedictine 
monastery in Sponheim in 1482, became abbot 
in 1483 and was an important proponent of the 
Bursfeld reform. When he was forced to resign in 
1506, he settled at St. Jakob's in Würzburg. 

Trithemius was a gifted orator and a passion- 
ate bibliophile and had a strong enthusiasm for 
learning throughout his life. This also led him to 
astrological and magical literature, which later 
won him the reputation of a magician, especially 
in Protestant polemics. His historical interests 
brought him into contact with the most impor- 
tant German humanists. His rich oeuvre encom- 
passes theological mystic-ascetic, historical, 
hagiographical, biographical and literary histori- 
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cal works, as well as a number of orations, Of; 
ticular importance are his catalogues of auth; 
De scriptoribus ecclesiasticis (printed Base H 
and Catalogus illustrium virorum Germa 
(best manuscript: Kassel, LMB, 2° cod. theo], 
17-795; printed, Mainz 1495), and the famous 
De laude scriptorum manualium (printed p, 
von Friedberg, Mainz, 1494). 

i Trithemius’ mostly compilatory moriasti 
histories are inspired by the Bursfeld refo 
His Chronicon Sponheimense (main manuscrip 
Würzburg, UB, m.ch.f. 126, 4-124"), was wri 
ten in 1495-1509. It was followed by two works 
on the monastery in Hirsau, first the Chronico, 
Hirsaugiense (1495-1503, Vatican, BAV, cod, ya 
pal. lat. 929, 11-258", editio princeps Basel 1559 
ending in the year 1370. It remained unfinishe 
and was replaced with a two-volume reworkin, 
the Annales Hirsaugienses (1509-14, Munic 
BSB, clm. 703, printed St. Gallen 1690). Boi 
monastic histories run from the fictitious ori; 
to the present, both are annalistic and structuri 
along abbacies. They contain many narrati 
asides, and as the author approaches his ow 
period, also offer many reliable comments oi 
contemporary affairs.

Trithemius first dynastic history was the g

TSCHACHTLAN-DITTLINGER CHRONIK VON BERN 


(ca 1420-93) and Heinrich Dittlinger (ca 1440- 
79), jointly created this chronicle, dedicating itas 
an heirloom of their respective families. The man- 
uscript was therefore privately owned until 1787, 
when it was bought by the town library of Zürich 
(today Zürich, ZB, ms. A 120) [Fig. 65]. 

Authorship of the text is attributed to 
Tschachtlan, while Dittlinger is credited as scribe. 
Tschachtlan entered the greater council in 1448 
and became a member of the minor council in 
1453, where he served his town in various func- 
tions until 1492/3. From 1469 to 1473 he held the 
office of Venner (from the German word Fühnrich, 
ensign), a position second only to the Schultheiss 
(mayor). Heinrich Dittlinger followed a similar, 
albeit much shorter career path. In 1463, he was 
elected to the greater council, He became Umgelt- 
ner (official responsible for consumption tax 
on wine) in 1467, together with Tschachtlan. In 
December 1470, he too was elected to the minor 
council. 

The chronicle shares its sources with the writ- 
ings of Diebold > Schilling Sn., in particular the 
official chronicles written by Conrad > Justinger 
for Berne and by Hans > Fründ for Schwyz. 
The exact relationship between the chronicles 
of Tschachtlan / Dittlinger and Schilling is still 
disputed. However, as the three men knew each 
other intimately as members of the government 
and as members of the patrician society Zum Nar- 
ren und Distelzwang (Jester and Goldfinch), it is 
highly likely that they had access to a common 
stock of documents and exchanged information 
and texts. 

Like its predecessors, the Tschachtlan-Dit- 
tlinger Chronik tells the history of Berne from 
shortly before its foundation in 1191. Itis the old- 
est of the “Swiss picture chronicles”, combining 
word and image in a new way. The artist(s) of the 
230 pictures decorating the approximately 1000 
pages of the paper manuscript are not known, but 
the artistic background is located in the areas of 
the upper Rhine and southern Germany. The last 
picture concerns an event of the year 1468, the 
manuscript itself is dated 1470. 

To the basically finished chronicle, the authors 
added the description of the so-called Twingher- 
renstreit, an important conflict between fractions 
ofthetown's elite that threatened to escalate into a 
large-scale political upheaval. The political career 
of the two authors is closely connected to this 
clash. Dittlinger was elected into the minor coun- 
cil at its height. Tschachtlan’s obviously moderate 
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is shown by the fact that he headed the media- 
rs who managed to abate the conflict in 1471. In 
eneral, and in contrast to the official chronicle 
f Diebold Schilling, Tschachtlan and Dittlinger 
wrote from the standpoint of the town's artisans 

d with the aim of showing the wisdom and 
valour of the old Bernese and God's help against 
e enemy, of praising God and praying that all 
Bernese, now and forever, should have the wit and 
wisdom so to govern land and people that Berne 


would flourish.

15thand 16th century. Germany. Patricianfam- 
ily from Nuremberg, attested from the early 14th 
entury. They owned the Tucher trading com- 
Pany, one of the largest businesses in Nuremberg 
at the time, with branches around Europe (Lyons, 
enice, Geneva, Antwerp). Members of the fam- 
y, whose education was rigorously focussed on 
e family's mercantile tradition, were frequently 
embers of the town council, and held impor- 
fant municipal offices which brought them into 
ct contact with imperial politics. They were 
noted as patrons of the arts, and maintained 
tact with local humanists, especially through 
family relationship with Christoph Scheurl, 
lio for his part made a lasting contribution to 
memoria of the family. 
In the various chronicle-type writings which 
Tuchers produced over several generations, 
ate and public maters mingle to a remark- 
extent.

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runs from 1464 to 1470 with sporadic additions 
to 1475. An official copy prepared for the council 
survives: Nuremberg, Germanisches National- 
museum, Hs Merkel 1, as well as two contem- 
porary transcripts, Nuremberg, SA, Reichsstadt 
Nürnberg, Amts- und Standbiicher Nr. 323 u. 
323 a. The Haushaltsbuch of Anton II from 1507 
to 1517 survives in autograph in Dresden, LB, 
H 79 g. With their pragmatic approach and the 
principle of strict chronological order, these texts 
are clearly in the tradition of private business 
records of the sort which the merchant classes 
had increasingly kept since the late Middle Ages. 
Yet the strong presence ofa narrative also reflects 
a new awareness of self, and of the responsibility 
of the individual for his own actions in the social 
fabric of family and town. 

The early Memorial of Endres I (1421-40), 
which is only known in a corrupted copy of the 
16th century (Nuremberg, Scheurl-Bibliothek, 
Collectaneenband F, 39'-46"), is already located 
on the boundary between autobiography and 
chronicle: the author structures his report strictly 
annalistically, yet at the same time, he chooses a 
decidedly personal style and reports only what 
he has experienced himself or heard first-hand, 
occasionally commenting on the events reported. 
His focus is mainly on the internal affairs of the 
town, which occasionally touch on imperial mat- 
ters, for example in the Hussite campaign of 1421 
which is mentioned in the opening passage, but 
he also gives a full account of his own business 
and private life. 

The Tuchersches Memorialbuch is credited to 
Berthold III, though he had the editing and copy- 
ing done by a nephew, presumably Endres II. It 
marks the beginning of the tradition of the family 
chronicle in the strict sense. The limited circula- 
tion ofthe work suggests that here too the primary 
readership was the family; two independent cop- 
ies of the lost original are transmitted: Weimar, 
Herzogin Anna Amalia Bibliothek, F 86, 59'-64" 
(1502); Nuremberg, Scheurl-Bibliothek, Collec- 
taneenband H (formerly Archiv des Freiherren 
und Grafen Haller von Hallerstein, then in the 
Germanisches Nationalmuseum until 1926). The 
period covered by the Memorialbuch, 1386-1454, 
corresponds to the life of Berthold, who is pre- 
sented as the founding patriarch ofthe family. Even 
more often than in the Memorial of Endres I, 
family and personal history are intertwined with 
contemporary local and imperial history, height- 
ening the sense of the key position of the family in

public life. The tradition is continued in the Grofes 
Tucherbuch, which was commissioned in 1590 as 
an opulent codex, with artwork by major artists of 
the period (Nuremberg, StA, E 29/III Nr. 258). 

The Tuchers also consciously influenced the 
public memoria of the town. For the so-called 
Tuchersche Fortsetzung der stádtischen Jahrbücher 
bis 1469-1499, Anton I, his son of the same name, 
and his nephew Hans VI are known to have pro- 
vided material. The formally uneven report of the 
anonymous author strings together the material 
provided by the family without any recogniz- 
able system. The extensive—though certainly 
not comprehensive—entries on official history 
(especially on the visits of the emperor to Nurem- 
berg in 1471, 1485 and 1487, the description of 
which clearly shows a unified concept of town and 
empire) stand in juxtaposition with family mat- 
ters, from the election of Hans I as Losunger (tax 
officer; 1461) to the death of Hans VI (1491). The 
closeinterweavingoffamily tradition, patristic self 
esteem and historical and political interests which 
typifies this kind of chronicle is also seen in the 
context in which the Fortsetzung is transmitted. 
Of the four surviving 16th-century manuscripts, 
two also contain the family's Memorialbuch. 
Together with the two older series of yearbooks, 
the Tuchersche Fortsetzung became a part of the 
corpus which Heinrich > Deichsler compiled at 
the beginning of the 16th century. 

Because of its particular literary value, the 
report of Hans VI on his journey to Jerusalem in 
1379/80 deserves mention. It became one of the 
most successful travel guides of its time, and cir- 
culated widely. 
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view of the the vividness of these few episodes, we 
can only regret that he did not see fit to write his 
own account. 

The text exists in four manuscripts, three 12th 
century and one 13th, the four all presenting 
slightly differing versions, The editors use Paris, 
BnF, lat. 5135, a 12th'century manuscript which 
they characterise as the most careful version.

Jate 15th century. Catalonia (Iberia). Historian 
and heraldist, belonging to a well-connected Cata- 
lan family. He wrote two works, the Arbre d'honor 
(1471), a wide-ranging and popular handbook of 
chivalric practices, and the Record (completed 
1476), a history of the kings of Aragon and counts 
of Barcelona. The Record is heavily based on Pere 
> Tomic's chronicle, in many places. being an 
exact copy, and like Tomic, Turell sought to exalt 
the comital dynasty. 'There are some notable dif- 
ferences, however, with Turell adopting an inde- 
pendent line on the loss of Spain, the Carolingian

This High 
German prose text, which presents the origins of 
medieval tournaments as an invention of Henry 1 
in the 10th century, is in fact a work of fiction. 
The name Turnierchronik is justified by the medi- 
eval title Cronick/ und verzeichnús/ von Vrsprung/ 
vnd Anfanng/ der Túrnir and also by the chroni- 
cle-like narrative arrangement of some sections, 
though its generic relationship to chronicle- 
writing is tenuous. ULMSCHNEIDER classes it as a 
Turnierbuch, 

The Turnierchronik seems to have to be asso- 
ciated with a general “renaissance” of the high 
medieval chivalry manifest, for instance, in the 
Reichsturniere held in South Germany around 
1479-87. It recounts Henry's victory against the 
Hungarians and depicts his subsequent instruc- 
tions to organise the first tournament, which 
resulted in a detailed Turnierordnung. This first 
tournament then is, according to the chronicle, 
held in Magdeburg in the year 939: Also brach der 
keiser mit seinen fursten hern vnnd gúten Fruon- 
den vff [...] Do Beúalh Er [...] das sie solten lassen 
verkunden und vfriiffen Jm Reych/ wer Thornyren 
Wolt/ Das der Vf Sontag nah der heiligen drey 
kúng tag solt an der herberg sein zú Meydbúrg [...] 
Also auch geschach nach Christi geptirt Netin- 
húndert dryssig vnd Jm Neuonden Jare (So the 
emperor and his sovereigns departed. [...] 
Then he ordered [...] that they should proclaim 
within the empire that everyone wanting to 
take part in the tournament should be in Magde- 
burg on Sunday after Epiphany. [...] And so it 
happened in 939 ap). Even this short excerpt 
shows the fictional status of the text: King Henry 
(erroneously titled keiser) died in fact in 936, 
three years before the imaginary tournament 
takes place in the text. 

The earliest textual witness is a fragment writ- 
ten by Jórg Rugen in 1494 (Munich, Bayerisches 
Hauptstaatsarchiv, Notthafft Lit. 62, 689, 1200), 
though it is unclear whether Rugen is the author 
ofthe whole work. This version seems to have been 
adopted almost literally by Ludwig von Eyb Jr. in 
the first part of his Book of Tournaments in 1519 
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(Munich, BSB, cgm 961, about 1525). An adap- 
tation of Rugen's version of the Turnierchronik 
exists in the form ofa further chronicle of tourna- 
ments printed by Marx Würsung in 1518, used 
as source both for a manuscript of the early 16th 
century (Góttingen, SB & UB, cod. ms. hist. 98) 
and for the first part of the printed Book of Tour- 
naments by Georg Rixner.

Pseudo-Turpin Chronicle 


[Historia Karoli Magni et Rothlandi 
(The History of Charlemagne and 
Roland)] 


ca 1140. France. A fictional narrative in Latin 
(medieval translations include French and Anglo- 
Norman) in the guise of a chronicle, purportedly 
written by Turpin, the warrior Archbishop of 
Rheims in the Chanson de Roland. The real author 
is generally considered to have been a cleric. The 
Latin text was written before 1165, possibly as 
early as 1140. Judging by the number of manu- 
scripts—nearly 300 survive in various languages, 
some 170 of the Latin text alone—it was extremely 
popular. The most important manuscripts of the 
Latin text are Santiago de Compostela, Archivo- 
Biblioteca dela Catedral, ACS CF 14 (Codex Cal- 
ixtinus; Illuminated); Paris, BnF, nouv. acq. lat. 
17656, fol. 28'-47*; BnF, nouv. acq. lat. 14703, fol. 
260-87; London, BL, Harley 6358. 

Turpin, who in the Chanson de Roland is killed 
at the Battle of Roncevaux, survived according 
to the Pseudo-Turpin, although injured, to write 
what was presented as an eyewitness account of 
Charlemagne's campaign in Spain. The author 
brought together a number of legends from the 
chansons de geste, the Old French verse epics, leg- 
ends that focussed on the events of Roncevaux, 
the battle in which the legendary hero Roland, 
paladin at Charlemagne's court, lost his life. The 
Chanson de Rolandis the main source for much of 



















































the narrative. In turn, the Pseudo-Turpin spre 
accounts of Charlemagne's exploits that we 
later incorporated into other chansons de 
Though the content was fictional it was accepted 
as an historical account throughout the Mid, 
Ages and beyond. Indeed, it continued to be used. 
by French historians of the early 17th century 
seeking to construct an ideal of monarchy, though 
by then it was no longer accepted as factual, In 
all versions the Pseudo-Turpin Chronicle com- 
bines the heroic and the pious, fact and fiction, 
narrative and sermonising, with extended pas: 
sages of theological discussion. 

The aims stated in the prologues to some ver- 
sions are explicitly didactic. The text is presented. 
as a positive exemplum of chivalric virtues as S 
embodied in the person of Charlemagne. This 
has been seen as illustrating a growing sense of 
national identity. A key elementis the use of prose 
to emphasise the truth of the narrative, thus giv- 
ing authority to the prose translation. The com- 
plexities of epic characters are often simplified 
to produce a text that apparently sets out ideals 
rather than problematising them. Charlemagne 
no longer exhibits signs of indecision; he is rather 
the very emblem of Christian chivalry and lead- 
ership. Nonetheless, many of the translations are 
very lively in their descriptions, making extensive 
use of direct discourse and using techniques ol 
oral performance borrowed from the chanson de 
geste, suchas apostrophising the audience. Though 
some versions are quite long, others, notably the 
Anglo-Norman version of William de Briane, 
are economically narrated. The most important 
Anglo-Norman manuscripts are: Vatican, BAV, 
reg. lat. 624, fol,14'-31' (later 13th century or early 
14th century); Salamanca, BN, ms. 2631 (illumi- 
nated); Florence, BML, Ashunham 52 (early 14th 
century; richly illuminated); Paris, BnF, fr. 573 
(mid 15th century; illuminated); Paris, BnF; fr. 
124 (14th century; marginal sketches). 

First translated into French around 1202 by 
Nicholas de Senlis for Yolande the Countess of 
Pol and her husband Hugh, it underwent at 
16 further translations into Old French. Many 
these survive as parts of longer chronicles and i 
tories. The Nicholas de Senlis translation was pe 
ticularly important as one of the earliest exam 
of the use of prose asa literary language in Fren

vive of the translation commissioned by Renaud, 
Count of Boulogne, in 1206, a version of what is 


known as the ‘Johannes’ translation. One version 


ofthe Johannes text was preceded by a translation 


of the Descriptio qualiter Karolus magnus clavum 


et coronam e Constantinopoli transtulit by Pierre 
de Beauvais. The Descriptio was later abbrevi- 
ated into a prefatory chapter to form a combined 
Descriptio-Turpin that was to know great success. 
The earliest French versions all come from the 
northern part of France in the opening years of 
the 13th century, a period of great upheaval in the 
region. The very popularity of the French transla- 
tions make this a significant text in the develop- 
ment of vernacular prose historical writing. 

Thechroniclesurvivesinavarietyofforms,both 
the Latin and Old French texts being frequently 
incorporated into longer chronicles; the Latin text 
is most famously found in the Codex Calixtinus 
as part of the Liber Sancti Jacobi. In manuscript 
Vatican Reg. 624 the French text is integrated into 
a history of France from Charlemagne to Philip 
Augustus. The > Anonyme de Béthune incorpo- 
rated the Pseudo-Turpin Chronicle into his Chro- 
nique des rois de France as an integral part of the 
story of Charlemagne. It was also incorporated 
into Philippe > Mousquet's Chronique Rimée, 
the > Grandes Chroniques de France, > Vincent 
of Beauvais’ Speculum Historiale, Jean > Mansel's 
Fleur des Histoires, Jean Bagnyon's Histoire de 
Charlemagne and Nicole > Gilles’ Annales. It is 
the Pseudo-Turpin version of the life of Charle- 
magne that is related in the famous Charlemagne 
window in Chartres Cathedral. 

Bagnyon’s text of 1478, written for his patron 
Henri Bolomier, illustrates well the fusion of the 
Pseudo-Turpin with material from the chanson de 
geste. This prose life of Charlemagne contains in 
the first book an adaptation of part of Vincent of 
Beauvais’ Speculum Historiale; the second book is 
aproseversion ofa chanson de geste, the Fierabras; 





The combat of Roland and the pagan Ferragut 
in the Pseudo-Turpin builds on the tradition of 
Single combats exemplified by that between Char- 
lemagne and Baligant in the Chanson de Roland. 
The Roland-Ferragut combat in turn inspired 
Many others, including that between Oliver and 
Fierabras in the eponymous chanson de geste. 
There are also references in other texts to Fer- 
gut and it is possible that the pseudo-chronicle 
Pired a poem in which this pagan featured. 


PSEUDO-TURPIN CHRONICLE 


The Pseudo-Turpin underwent many transla- 
tions, surviving for example in Old Welsh, Irish, 
Galician and Catalan. A 15th-century Middle 
English prose translation survives in San Marino 
CA, Huntington Library, HM 28561, transmit- 
ted together with > Trevisa's translation of 
> Higden's Polychronicon. It occupies about 12 
folios of the manuscript and was, according to a 
tabula, intended to bea translation of 35 chapters 
of the Historia, but breaks off in mid-sentence in 
chapter 25. The Historia was also mined for moral- 
ising exempla by a number of English writers and 
preachers and material from the Pseudo-Turpin 
is found in the Karlamagnus saga. The Latin text 
was published twice in Frankfurt in the 16th cen- 
tury, by Schardius in 1566 and by Reuber in 1584, 
A version of the chronicle was published in the 
popular 18th-century Bibliotheque universelle des 
romans (Bibliotheque bleue). The complexity of 
the tradition means that some versions remain 
unavailable in critical editions.

Tiisch, Hans Erhart 


15th century. Alsace. Author of a vernacular 
German verse chronicle, the Burgundische His- 
torie, published in 1477, and also of two poetic 
new moon calendars for 1466 and 1482 and a 
two-straphe poem. We know that Tüsch was a 
citizen of Strasbourg at least temporarily, but 
renounced his citizenship in 1460. After 1470 he 
is again attested in Strasbourg; two letters suggest 
an appointment as city clerk or official chronicler. 
In 1475 he may have been among the Strasbourg 
battalion in Burgundy, possibly as an interpreter, 
thanks to his knowledge of French, though this 
skill did notlead to a more objective picture ofthe 
French in his writings. 

His chronicle consists of 639 four-line stro- 
phes with cross rhyme, rather than the more usual 
continuous rhyming couplets. It tells of the wars 
of the Burgundian Duke Charles the Bold until 
his death at the Battle of Nancy (5th Jan 1477). It 
is unclear to what extent Tüsch writes from his 
own experience, although he was a soldier or at 
leasta writer during the campaign. Later, as town 
clerk in Strasbourg, he presumably had access 
to the archives, which would have informed his 
account. The main source for the Burgundische 
Historie, apart from Tüsch's own eyewitness 
observations, might have been the Burgundische 
Legende, an anonymous poetic description of the 
same period. Most commentators judge the work 
interesting on account of a number of otherwise 
unrecorded contemporary events, but its literary 
quality is generally seen as below average. 

The Historie was written for the press and 
published in quarto in 1477 (printer unknown). 
It quickly became so popular that a second edi- 
tion (this time octavo) was published by Heinrich 
Knoblochtzer the same year. It is less a chronicle 
than a propagandistic work reflecting the general 
hatred for the French at the time, which is visible 
in some quite jingoistic German passages. The 
presentation of Charles is a case in point. He is 
depicted as the epitome of the Satanic (Lucifer an 
sym hochmut glich, like Lucifer in his arrogance), 
the despicable, the anti-German, the evil antago- 
nist who must be overcome. The German side is 
of course portrayed in the brightest colours, their 
military setbacks glossed over.

Tylich, Johannes 


d. post-1422. Germany. Augustinian canon 
and teacher of canon law. Tylich seems to have 
begun his career with legal studies, after which he 
was appointed Chorherr at the monastery of St. 
Maurice in Naumburg. While in this position he 
took a doctorate at Erfurt. He was subsequently 
an advisor to Margrave Friedrich von Meißen and 
a lecturer at the University of Leipzig. 

The Chronicon Missnense (also called Genea- 
logia principum saxoniae seu Misnensium and 
De-origine principum marchionum Missnensium 
et Thuringie lantgraviorum) is one of the most 
important chronicles of Meissen. It exists in two 
versions, the first covering 785-1373, and the sec- 
ond, extended to the author's own time, cover- 
ing 785-1420. It is not clear why the first version 
ended so early, but contemporary references make 
clear that all parts of the work were composed in 
the 15th century. This regional and genealogical 
chronicle runs from “Withkind” of Saxony and 
his 30-year war against Charles the Great to Mar- 
grave Friedrich's triumphal entry into Konstanz 
for the council in 1417. 

The shorter version is known in several manu- 
scripts, including Bautzen, StB, Sign.

15th century. Germany. Two short vernacular 
lists of notes on the history of Ulm, which together 
with the > Ulmer Chronik are the only remnants 
of a medieval municipal chronicling tradition in 
the town; in this, Ulm contrasts sharply with the 
far denser tradition of town chronicles in other 
Upper German cities like Augsburg or Nurem- 
berg. However, citations and references in later 
works, especially in the partly autobiographical 
chronicle of the cobbler Sebastian Fischer (mid- 
16th century) suggest that the two works are part 
ofa considerably larger original corpus which has 
notsurvived. The reconstruction of this corpus on 
the basis of a systematic perusal of early modern 
sources remains a desideratum, 

The annals are found in two miscellany manu- 
scripts from the second half of the 15th century, 
Karlsruhe, LB, cod. St. Georgen 71, 147-148" (the 
basis of MoNE's edition) and Vienna, ÓNB, cod. 
2906, 189"-190". These cover the years 1307-1487 
and 1300-1452 respectively, alternating between 
cursory notes on individual events and longer 
narrative sections. In detail, they diverge in both 
content and chronology.

11th century. Sicily. A short text in Greek 
about the history of Arab Sicily, which remark- 
ably is known also in. an Arabic translation. 
From the manuscript tradition we can tentatively 
reconstruct the Greek title, Xpovoypcuptov cp’ 0d 
gioñABov oi Lapaxnvol èv XikeAig. (Chronicle 
beginning at the point when the Saracens had 
entered Sicily). The misleading title Chronicle of 
Cambridge refers to the location of the Arabic 
manuscript, as this was known to scholarship 
before the Greek original. 

The text consists of 64 brief notes on the Arab 
rule in Sicily from 827 to 999, or in the Vatican 
manuscript to 1031. The Arabic translation runs 
to 1023. The chronicle contains some unique 
information unavailable from other sources, 
for instance the exact date of the Arab conquest 
of Syracuse, the Byzantine capital of the island 
(28 May 828). 

The Greek text has been preserved in two differ- 
ent versions: Vatican, BAV, cod. gr. 1912, fol 7-9" 
(11th century) and in the margins of Paris, BnF, 
cod. suppl. gr. 920 fol 1'-3 (11th century). The

It is a valuable witness particularly 
to the internal history of Austria, the Turkish 
invasions (1473-83), the peasants' uprising in 
Carinthia (1477) and the wars between Freder- 
ick III and Matthias Corvinus. The main source, 
especially for the first part of his work, was the 
Chronik von den 95 Herrschaften of > Leopold 
von Wien.

ca 643-712 AD. Arabia. Born in Medina, this 
important and extraordinary scholar was one 
of the "seven jurists of Medina" and founder of 
historical research in Islam. He was the son of 
a cousin of the prophet Muhammad, a nephew 
of Muhammads wife ‘A’isha (died 678) and 
grandson of the first caliph Abü Bakr. His brother 
was the anti-caliph ‘Abdallah ibn al-Zubayr 
(died 692). Because of his family relations ‘Urwa 
had access to people in the immediate entourage 
of Muhammad, 

Excluded, as things turned out, from participa- 
tion in political life, he was one of the pioneers 
who systematically made investigations about 
the prophet's life and words, interviewing the 
prophet's contemporaries and especially his aunt 
“Aisha. His historical accounts contain all the 
great events of the life of Muhammad and served 
later historians as the most important source for 
their reports about the early years of Islam. He 
spread his knowledge giving lectures in scholarly 
circles, especially in Medina and Damascus. Also 
attributed to him are letters to the caliph 'Abd al- 
Malik (r. 685-705) in which he answers specific 
questions of the caliph and gives his opinion con- 
cerning special events of the life of the prophet. 
"Urwa's reports and letters are not preserved in 
their original state but only in transmissions 
attributed to him by later compilers of histori- 
cal and juridical works (from the 9th century and 
later), but many of his reports are transmitted 
independently by several of his students, allowing 
the material attributed to him to be verified. The 
traditions attributed to "Urwa can demand a high 
standard of authenticity. He died near the village 
al-Fur, ca 200 km east of Medina.

Originally from Bury 
St Edmunds, Vale was a servant in the house- 
hold of Sir Thomas Cook (ca 1410-78), Mayor 
of London, and his wife, Elizabeth (d. 1484). His 
brief chronicle of English affairs from 1431-71 
survives in London, BL, add. ms. 48031A, a mis- 
cellany of political manifestos, letters, and tracts 
transcribed by Vale ca 1478-84. Conceivably an 
original composition by Vale, it utilizes the lan- 
guage and political viewpoint of other documents 
in Additional 48031A concerning Henry VI's 
troubled reign, assigning, for example, England's 
mischefes (troubles) and civile bataylis to the 
king's wicked advisors. A 16th-century transcript 
by Stow is found in BL, Harley ms. 545.

Valera, Diego de 


1412-88? Castile. Cronista Real (Royal Chroni- 
cler) to the Catholic Monarchs. Castilian knighted 
in 1435, Valera was an active figure in the courts 
of Juan II, Enrique IV and the Catholic Monarchs, 
Isabel and Fernando, whom he served as a dip- 
lomat (embassies to Denmark, 1442, and France, 
1444 and 1478) and in various political posts. He 
participated in military actions in the campaigns 
against the Moorish kingdom of Granada, and 
also in chivalric jousts and tournaments in several 
European countries, In the royal service he com- 
posed a series of historical works: Crónica abre- 
viada de España, Memorial de diversas hazañas, 
Crónica de los Reyes Católicos, Origen de Troya 
y Roma and Genealogía de los reyes de Francia. 
All are written in Castilian. He was previously

1405/6-57, Italy. Lorenzo Valla was born in 
Rome into a family with close ties to the papal 
a. During his youth, Valla was in contact with 
manists and papal secretaries such as Leon- 
o> Bruni and Poggio > Bracciolini. In 1431, 
à entered the priesthood with high hopes of 
oming a papal secretary himself, but his plans 
not materialize immediately. He taught rheto- 

Piacenza, but he had to leave again in 1433 
cause of a quarrel with local jurists. Two years 
Valla was employed at the court of Alfonso 
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V of Aragon, where he became a prolific writer. 
t is during this time that he finished the first 
draft of his critique of scholastic philosophy, the 
Latin manual entitled Elegantiae linguae Latinae, 
as well as the famous De falso credita et ementita 
Constantini Donatione declamatio. 

In the latter, Valla demonstrated that the text 
known as the Donatio Constantini (or Constitu- 
tum Constantini) was a forgery. The Donatio was 
supposedly a decree by which Constantine gave 
the pope authority over Rome and the western 
part of the Roman Empire, and it had been used 
for centuries by the papacy to legitimize its claims 
o political power. Valla’s main argument was 
that the text of the Donatio contained historical 
inaccuracies, as well as structures and vocabulary 
(terms such as "fief" and "satrap") that would not 
have been used in the 4th century. According to 
Valla, this was a forgery that dated back to the 
8th century. Valla's anti-papal rhetoric quickly 
divided the court, but that did not prevent him 
from questioning even the apostolic origin of 
the Symbolum Apostolicum (Apostles' Creed). 
Valla argued that the hypothesis of the apostolic 
origin rested on a passage from Gratian's Decre- 
tum which, in his opinion, was not entirely reli- 
able. This infuriated even members of the court 
of Alfonso of Aragon, who had to intervene in 
person to rescue Valla from the Inquisition. After 
Alfonso made peace with the Holy See in 1443, 
it was Valla's turn to reconcile himself with the 
Pope in 1447. This is probably the main reason 
why Valla became a scriptor at the Vatican, and 
later a papal secretary. 

Valla also composed a historical work entitled 
Gesta Ferdinandi regis Aragonum, which he com- 
pleted in 1445/46. This text focuses on the reign 
of Alfonso's father Ferdinand I of Aragon, and its 
three books cover the history of Naples between 
1410 and 1416. In the proemium, Valla dwells on 
the importance of history and historical knowl- 
edge which, in his opinion, is sometimes more 
important than other types of knowledge. In the 
first book, Valla focuses on the battles between 
Christians and Moors in Spain and on Ferdi- 
nand's victory against Muslim Granada at the 
battle of Antequera. In the second book, Valla 
evokes the dynastic issues that arose in Aragon 
after Martin I the Elder died without an heir. This 
situation lead to the compromise of Caspe, which 
allowed Ferdinand to become king of Aragon. In 
the third book, Valla focuses on three different 
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issues: Ferdinand's fight against James of Urgel, 
a rebellious pretender to the crown of Aragon; 
Alfonso of Aragon's marriage to Maria of Cas- 
tille; and Ferdinand's complex rapport with anti- 
pope Benedict XIII, whom he eventually agreed 
to depose. Valla may have used another chronicle, 
the Crónica de Juan II, as a source of inspiration. 
There are several 15th-century manuscripts of the 
Gesta: Paris, BnF, lat. 6174 (autograph); BnF, lat. 
6022 & 6022A; Barcelona, BU, ms. 71; Vatican, 
BAV, lat. 1565, fol. 1'-81*. Initially, Valla planned 
to write a sequel focussing on Alfonso V but he 
soon abandoned the project, and the king hired 
Bartolomeo > Facio (author ofthe De rebus gestis 
ab Alphonoso I Neapolitarum Rege commentari- 
orum libri X) and Antonio > Beccadelli (De dictis 
et factis Alphonis regis Aragonum libri IV) to fulfil 
this task. It is also worth mentioning that Facio 
had criticized Valla's historical work, to which 
Valla responded in his Antidotum in Facium. 

Lorenzo Valla's other noteworthy writings are 
the Adnotationes in Novum Testamentum, Defen- 
sio questionum in philosophia, De liber arbitrio, 
De professione religiosorum, Oratio in principio 
Studii, and the Repastinatio dialectice et philoso- 
phie. He died in 1457 and was buried at St. John 
Lateran in Rome.

onrad's two historical works are both 
ribed as libelli: "brief essays”. The first, De 
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duabus seditionibus (Of the two seditions), is a 
partly eyewitness account of the Sicilian rebel- 
lions of 1517, circulated among friends; modelled 
on Tacitus, it studiously avoids political questions 
and concentrates on personalities when appor- 
tioning blame. 

Conrad's second work, De rebus gestis impera- 
toris Henrici VII (Of the deeds of the Emperor 
Henry VII) was commissioned by Charles V; 
apparently unfinished, it was published from 
his papers. It flatters Henry VII (a fellow- 
Luxembourgeois), mentioning the emperor's 
integritas animique magnitudo (honesty and 
magnanimity, $33) and perseuerantia (perse- 
verance, $35), but also criticizes his sometimes 
unwise pertinacia (stubbornness, $21). Although 
Conrad claims originality, he borrows heavily 
(and without acknowledgement) from Giovanni 
> Villani's Nuova Cronica.

ca 1450-1512. Germany. Abbot of the Bene- 
dictine monastery in Ebersberg. Author of the 
Chronicon Bavarorum, a prose-chronicle, written 
by order of the Bavarian duke Albrecht IV for his 
son Wilhelm in 1504/6. In four parts it describes 
the history of Bavarian rulers, not of the Bavarian 
territory, from Roman times to emperor Maximil- 
ian I. Following the imperial history, Veit intends 
a didactic presentation of bona exempla (models 
of virtue), also including a historical legitimation 
of the Wittelsbach dynasty as assumed descen- 
dants from the Carolingian emperors. Relying on 
the library of Ebersberg, Veit compiles his work 
from trusting written authorities, most of them 
notmentioned by name. Two of his favourite cited 
sourcesare > VincentofBeauvaisand > Antoni- 
nus of Florence, but influences of humanism are 
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also noticeable. The Chronicon survives in three 
manuscripts: Munich, BSB, clm 1229, BSB, clm 
1230, and in Vienna, ÓNB, cod. 9234. Clm 1230 is 
the autographical draft. The copies clm 1229 and 
9234 contain an illustrated genealogical tree of 
the Bavarian dukes. 
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Velluti, Donato 


1313-70. Italy. Family chronicler born in Flor- 
ence on 6th July 1313. Originally from Semifonte, 
the Velluti lived in Florence, in the Oltrarno from 
the middle of the 13th century and belonged to 
the business bourgeoisie. Skillful matrimonial 
strategies allowed them to ally themselves to the 
oldest families and, subsequently, to the rich and 
powerful aristocracy, opening the doors to high 
communal functions, After studying Law in Bolo- 
gna (1329-38), Donato di Berto Velluti moved to 
Florence where, for thirty years, he led parallel 
activities, as a man of law and a brilliant politi- 
cian (he was a prior in 1342, 1351 and 1356). His 
physical weakness did not prevent him from being 
chosen for the accomplishment of various diplo- 
matic missions in Siena, Arezzo, Perugia, Prato, 
Bologna, Pisa. He died on 1st July 1370 while he 
was gonfalonier of justice for the second time. 

Between December 1367 and June 1370, he 
wrote his Cronica domestica (Domestic chroni- 
cle) in the vernacular, retracing the history of his 
family from 1244. Donato's lively descriptions 
offer a vivid portrait of the Velluti family and its 
allies for eight generations, while a number of 
pagesare dedicated to the political and diplomatic 
life of Florence, whose secrets he had personally 
witnessed. Between 20th November 1555 and 
6th December 1560, Paolo di Luigi Velluti added 
some information to his ancestor's work, particu- 
larly on his descendants. 

Cronica domestica was first edited in 1731 by 
Domenico Maria Manni on the basis of many 
17th century copies of the apograph manuscript 
to which Paolo Velluti had added his own anno- 
tations (Florence, Biblioteca Riccardiana, ms. 
2033). The autograph manuscript, previously 
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difficult to establish the original text. The most

d. 1469/70. Italy. Traditionally identified as a 
descendant of Guglielmo > Ventura. Notary in 
Asti, and chronicler of the region. In 1441 he was 
nominated fiscal agent for the city and the county 
of Asti by Charles Duke of Orléans. We have a 
document testifying to his appointment as judge 
of the urban taxes, and to his death in office. 

His Memoriale covers the years 1420-57 and 
is based on the memory and the experiences of 
the author. Unlike the previous chroniclers of 
Asti, Secondino does not concentrate his narra- 
tion on the local events of his hometown. In fact 
Asti had lost its political independence since the 
14th century, when the city became a dominion 
ofthe Marquis of Monferrato (1339), the Visconti 
of Milan (1386), and the Duke of Orléans (1407). 
Thus Secondino mainly narrates the activities of 
the regional states of Northern Italy such as the 
conflict for the succession to Filippo Maria Vis- 
. Conti in 1447, He also writes about the imprison- 
ment of Charles of Orléans in England (1415-40) 
and recounts the conflict started by Alfonso V of 
Aragon to conquer the kingdom of Naples against

ca 1250-ca 1322. Italy. Believed to be an ances 
tor of Secondino > Ventura. Guglielmo Ven- 
tura was a citizen of Asti, a merchant of spices, 
and an active member of the Popolo of Asti who 
held several important posts for the Commune. 
He wrote a town chronicle in an often incorrect.

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Vergerio, Pier Paolo 


1370-1444. Italy. Humanist, educational the- 
orist, and church reformer. Wrote Latin biog- 
raphies of the first seven lords of the da Carrara 
family who ruled over Padua in the 14th century. 
Born in Istria, Vergerio spent his most formative 
years, from 1390 to 1405, in Padua, where he was 
a student at the university and tutor to the sons 
of the ruling lord, Francesco Novello da Carrara. 
There he wrote his widely circulated treatise on 
education, De ingenuis moribus et liberalibus 
studiis adolescentiae (On teaching young people 
noble habits and the liberal arts), and composed 
his De principibus Carrariensibus et gestis eorum 
liber (On the Carraresi princes and their deeds), 
a series of lives of the first seven Carrara lords, 
modelled after > Petrarch's De viris illustribus, 
and ultimately > Suetonius and perhaps Plu- 
tarch. 

Vergerio used some local city chronicles but 
relied more on recent biographies of members 
of the family, the Gesta magnifica domus 
carrariensis (Magnificent deeds of the house of 
Carraresi), for his own polished accounts of the 
lives, deeds and personalities of the da Carrara 
lords. Written in elegant (if often complex) Latin, 
the work attempted to bolster the legitimacy of 
the da Carrara rule over Padua by appealing to the 
ancient imperial origins of the family and depict- 
ing the achievements, and occasionally the fail- 
ings, of the first seven Carrara lords, who ruled 
from 1318 to 1355. His biography of Ubertino da 
Carrara (d. 1345) is a telling piece of propaganda, 
depicting the transformation of that lord from a 
reckless, libidinous youth to a just and grave ruler.

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Vergil, Polydore 
[Virgilio, Polidoro] 


ca 1470-18th April 1555. Italy, England. 
Humanist and papal official. Vergil was a native 
of Urbino where he originally served at the ducal 
court. However, he left this employment to pur- 
sue a career in the papal administration. He was 
sent to England in 1502 as subcollector of Peter's 
Pence. There, the first Tudor monarch Henry VII 
entrusted him with the task of writing an exten- 
sive national history of the kingdom. 

Vergil had already received early recognition 
as an author with De inventoribus rerum (Ven- 
ice 1499), a compilation of humanities' creative 
achievements and discoveries since the ancient 
civilizations, which includes an assessment of his- 
torical interpretation. According to Cicero, truth 
and objectivity should be the most important fea- 
tures ofthe historian's work. Vergil tried to realize 
this guideline in his major work, the Anglica his- 
toria (History of England), on which he worked 
for nearly thirty years. It was finally published by 
John Bebel (Basel 1534) with subsequent editions 
in 1546 and 1555. Two manuscripts in Vergil's 
own hand datable to 1512 and 1513 are extent 
(Vatican, BAV, Cod. Urb. Lat. 497 and 498). 

The author indicated in the dedication to his 
patron's son and successor Henry VIII that the 
project was intended to be a fresh and origi- 
nal approach to its subject. The Anglica historia 
begins with a description ofthe topography ofthe 
British Isles, continues in a chronological pattern 
until the Norman Conquest (1066) and then con- 
siders the lives of English monarchs up to 1509 
(continued to 1538 in the 1555 edition) against the 
background of political as well as cultural devel- 
opments during their reigns. Intensive research 
into the available sources revealed to Vergil that 
English history as told by -> Geoffrey of Mon- 
mouth tends to lack reliability and he rather pre- 
ferred the accounts of more ancient writers such 
as > Gildas. This suspicion of established medi- 
eval historiography induced him to doubt the 
true existence of the legendary kings Brutus and 
Arthur—a viewpoint that provoked a controversy 
with contemporary English historians.

1295-1312. Portugal. Chronicle of Iberia in 
Galician-Portuguese.

The first, from Ramiro I to Vermudo III, 
translates a text similar to that contained in the — 
royal manuscript of the > Estoria de Espanna. 
The second is a translation of the Crónica 
de Castilla, to which was added a translation of 
the > Crónica particular de San Fernando. It 
includes both data and epic and traditional mate- 
rials drawn from alfonsine and post-alfonsine 
histories, which are thus conveyed to the subse- 
quent western chronicles which used it as source: 
the Crónica de 1344 of > Pedro Afonso, Conde 
de Barcelos and the > Crónica de 1404. It is _ 
therefore an important stage in the transmission 
of alfonsine chronicles in the west of the Penin: 
sula. Two manuscripts of this text remain, dating 
from late 13th and early 14th century. The older * 
and complete version (265 fols), is in Madrid 
BNE, ms. 8817, while Salamanca, BU, ms. 2497 
is a later copy containing only the first part of the 
chronicle (137 folios). 
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Verse and prose 


Modern readers are often surprised to discover 
that medieval chronicles may sometimes be writ- 


- [en in verse. Metrical forms, which some might 


rd as a sign of either a reflective poetic muse 


no such implications in the Middle Ages. The ori- 
ins of verse are believed to be far older than writ- 
ing: in the primary oral cultures of pre-historic 
Europe, rhyme and rhythm were cultivated not 
only because they were pleasing, but also because 
they aided the process of memorizing data, which 
ina pre-literary society is the only way to preserve 
the records ofa community. Thus even before the 
transition to a chirographic culture, there would 
have been an assumption that verse was the appro- 
priate form for historical narrative. From the 
very beginning of vernacular writing, verse was 
the usual form for expanded narrative, and it may 
be assumed that the verse chronicle stands in the 
same prestigious tradition as the the verse epic. 

Nevertheless, only a minority of medieval 
chronicles are in verse. Of the 2500 authors and 
anonymous works discussed in this encyclopedia, 
only around 180 are in verse, that is, about 796. 
Since verse requires both care and skill, one would 
not expect to find it in hastily prepared notes 
or purely functional records. It is not found in 
monastic annals nor in family chronicles, where 
the milieu would not require it. On the other hand, 
verse is common in works which were written 
with the intention that they should be circulated 
to a wider readership. Typically verse chronicles 
originate in the court or the town. 

Latin chronicles are overwhelmingly in prose. 
Fewer than a quarter of all verse chronicles are 
in Latin: German alone has more, which is quite 
remarkable when one considers that the Latin 
chronicle tradition predates any of the Western 
vernaculars by half a millennium and is vastly 
greater. What's more, if we look more closely at 
the works concerned, we find that a considerable 


- Bumber of Latin verse chronicles are only partly 
— In verse, or are written in prosimetrum, suggest- 


ing only a half-hearted commitment to the verse 
form, Verse chronicles only appear in Latin rela- 
tively late, as though—in a reversal of the usual 
Pattern of influence—the Latin tradition is here 
merely mimicking the vernacular. This impres- 
Sion that Latin chroniclers are less interested in 
Verse is reinforced by the observation that when 
Chronicles are translated, no matter whether the 
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direction of translation is into or out of Latin, we 
frequently find pairs of texts in which the Latin 
version is in prose while the vernacular chronicle 
is in verse; there appear to be no examples of the 
opposite pattern. Verse chronicles are therefore 
primarily a vernacular phenomenon. 

Two reasons can be suggested for this. Firstly, 
where the Latin chronicle has to be seen in con- 
tinuity with classical Roman historical writing, 
which did not use verse, the vernacular chronicle 
began in the court, and the courtly chronicle was 
influenced by the chivalric romance. Secondly, 
since Latin was seen as the language of scholar- 
ship, authors who wrote serious material in the 
vernacular languages often felt the need to justify 
a choice which seemed to undermine their intel- 
lectual authority; it is possible that the use of verse, 
as a more sophisticated kind of vernacular, was a 
form of compensation. 

The strong tradition of verse chronicles in the 
Dutch and German languages begins in the world 
chronicle tradition. All the early German world 
chronicles were in verse with the sole exception 
of the -> Sächsische Weltchronik, which has a 
verse prologue. A decisive impulse was given by 
> Rudolf von Ems (Weltchronik, ca 1250), one of 
the most renowned German courtly poets, who 
gave the genre a literary sophistication which 
others copied throughout the following century, 
culminating in the vast compilations of the four- 
teenth century (see > Heinrich von München). 
For Dutch, > Jacob van Maerlant (Spiegel histo- 
riael, begun 1282) had a similar seminal rôle. Like 
Rudolf he was a writer of courtly romances who 
employed the same skills and methods in chron- 
icle writing. Meanwhile, in 1216-18 Eberhard 
von Gandersheim wrote the first monastic foun- 
dation history in German and in 1270 Gottfried 
Hagen produced the first northern Euro- 
pean town chronicle, a history of Cologne, both 
of which were in verse and thus set the tone for 
subsequent German writing in their respective 
sub-genres. Nevertheless, there were German 
writers who took a different view. > Gert van der 
Schüren discusses the relative merits of verse and 
prose in his prologue, but opts for prose on the 
basis of its superior veracity. 

In France, the tradition was somewhat less 
strong. Although there are a number of important 
verse chronicles in French, especially in the four- 
teenth century, the weightiest chroniclers wrote 
in prose. > Jean le Bel explicitly rejected verse 
as untrustworthy, and although there is evidence 
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that Froissart's first, lost attempt at a chronicle 
was in verse, he reworked this in prose and never 
returned to the verse form. However there are 
quite a number of French crusading chronicles in 
verse, and > Jean d'Outremeuse is a significant 
verse chronicler from what is now French-speak- 
ing Belgium. 

In England, if we discount Lazamon, who is 
unique in his use in a chronicle of the old Ger- 
manic alliterative forms, verse chronicles appear 
first in Anlgo-Norman and only from the four- 
teenth century in English. Major chroniclers who 
wrote in verse include > Pierre de Langtoft, Rob- 
ert > Mannyng, > Robert of Gloucester, John 
> Hardyng and John > Lydgate. 

Other areas of Europe produced verse chroni- 
cles in smaller numbers. There are only four Byz- 
antine verse chronicles, two in a refined classical 
Greek and two in fifteenth-century vernacular. 
The Slavia Orthodoxa, which is strongly depen- 
dent on the Byzantine tradition, has no chroni- 
cles in verse; and even the Catholic parts of the 
Slavonic world, the Slavia Romana, have very 
few, though the Czech > Dalimil is a fine speci- 
men. The Iberian languages have no tradition of 
verse chronicles; Pablo de > Santa María is a rare 
exception. However there is a small but respect- 
able tradition in Italy. 

It is important to note that the boundaries 
between verse and prose are sometimes a little 
fluid. Many chronicles—especially in Latin—mix 
verse with prose (prosimetrum), or include verse 
passages in chronicles which are substantially 
prose works. Ranulf -> Higden is an example of 
a major prose chronicler who almost on a whim 
switched to verse for one chapter, on the history 
of Wales. The > Anglo-Saxon Chronicle is like- 
wise a prose chronicle which contains verse pas- 
sages, most famously the Battle of Brunanburh. 
> Dietrich of Nieheim wrote a prose which occa- 
sional rhymes. Prose chronicles which cite snip- 
pets of verse are of course relatively common; 
two significant examples from the Czech Lands 
are the > Cronicon Aulae regiae and > Francis 
of Prague, In the Hebrew and Arabic tradition we 
find chronicles in rhyming prose asa compromise 
form which allows some of the aesthetics of verse 
without the rigidity which might compromise 
content for the sake of form.

A verse chronicle 
Anglo-Norman starting with the Anglo-Saxo 
and Norman kings and ending with the reign 
Henry III. An incipit indicates that the Original 
chronicle began with Brutus and the Britons, but 
the surviving manuscripts record only the later 
history. The chronicle consists of 3227 lines of 
somewhat irregular octosyllabic couplets. Srg-

Cotton Cleopatra ms. A.xii; and MICHEL the final

Victor of Tunnuna 


6th century. Africa. Bishop of Tunnuna in Pro- 
consular Africa, Victor died ca 570. His date of 
birth is unknown. Due to his unfailing support 
of the Three Chapters, eastern works associated 
with Nestorianism which had been anathema- 
tised in 544 by an edict of Justinian I, Victor was 
exiled to the Balearic Islands and later imprisoned 
in Madracium, Alexandria, Canopus and finally 
Constantinople, where he probably died. Accord- 
ingto > Isidore of Seville (De uiris illustribus 25), 
Victor's prose Chronicon ran from the creation of 
the world to the first year of the reign of Justin II 
(565/6). However, the workin its extant form pres- 
ents itself in Madrid, Biblioteca Complutense, ms. 
134 (13th century) and also in some later manu- 
scripts as a continuation of the Epitoma chronicon 
of ? Prosper of Aquitaine, covering the period 
extending from 444 to 566. The Chronicon is the 
main local source for the Vandal occupation of 
sixth-century North Africa. It is also of particular 
interest theologically for its heavily partisan cov- 
erage of the Three-Chapters controversy. > John 
of Biclar continued the Chronicon down to 590. 
The editio princeps was published by Henricus 
Canisius (Ingolstadt 1600). 
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Versus Lubenses 


14th century. Silesia (Poland). A 47-line Latin 
verse chronicle of the Cistercian monastery in 
Lubiaz, Silesia, written soon after 1371, the Ver- 
sus Lubenses depicts the legendary beginning of 
the town (which it attributes to Julius Cesar) and 
ofthe foundations of the Benedictine and Cister- 
cian monasteries, and the transformations of the 
country under the influence of the Cistercians. The 
work propagandistically emphasizes the primi- 
tive state of Silesia before the appearance of the 
German settlers. Only one complete manuscript 
of Versus Lubenses has been preserved: Venice, 
BNM, cl X 188, before 1466; there are also two 
fragmentary copies. 
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Victor of Vita 


ca 440-post-484. Africa. Possibly bishop of 
Vita in the North African province of Byzacena. 
Author of a Historia persecutionis Africanae 
provinciae. The Historia is Victor's impassioned 
contemporary account of the persecution that 
his fellow Catholic (Nicene) Christians in North 
Africa endured at the hands of Vandal Arian 
occupiers. Modern editors divide the work into 
three books, the first of which deals with the reign 
of Geiseric (428-77). The second and third books 
give a mostly eyewitness account of the grisly 
atrocities inflicted by Geiseric's eldest son and 
successor, Huneric (477-84), whom Victor poi- 
gnantly demonizes as a heretical arch-villain. The 
Historia contains certain otherwise inaccessible 
documents, such as the confession of faith (Liber 
fidei catholicae) addressed by Nicene bishops to 
Huneric at an ecclesiastical conference in 484 (it 
is inserted at Hist. 2.56-101). Two works falsely 
attributed to Victor have been transmitted with 
the Historia and are appended to itin modern edi- 
tions: Passio beatissimorum martyrum qui apud 
Carthaginem passi sunt sub impio rege Hunerico 
(die VI. Non. Julias 484) and Notitia provincia- 
rum et civitatum Africae. 'The Historia survives in 
over two dozen manuscripts, the earliest of which 
(Bamberg, SB, Hist. 6; Paris, BnF, lat. 2015) date 
to the 9th century. 
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Victor, Sextus Aurelius 


4th century. Pannonia (Serbia), then Italy. 
Born in Africa, Victor became governor of Pan- 
nonia secunda and eventually reached the office of 
Prefect of the City of Rome. In Sirmium (Sremska 
Mitrovica) in 361 he wrote the Historiae abbrevia- 
tae, a short set of epitome biographies of Roman 
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emperors from Augustus to Julian. His work 
was written for political promotion at the time 
of Julian's usurpation and he relied chiefly on 
the  Kaisergeschichte as a source, though other 
written sources were also employed. His work is 
very didactic and filled with his own opinions and 
judgments. It was virtually lost in the centuries 
after its composition and survives today in only 
two manuscripts of the 15th century in Oxford 
and Brussels (Bodleian, ms. canon. class. lat. 131; 
Brussels, KBR, 9755-9763). 
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Villani, Giovanni 


ca 1276-1348. Italy. Author of an Italian-lan- 
guage chronicle locating Florence in universal 
history, Born in Florence to a wealthy merchant 
family, Villani was a successful banker and a busi- 
nessman for most of his life. He first joined the 
Peruzzi company, one of the leading trading and 
money-lending firms in the city. In 1300 he visited 
Rome for the Jubilee as an agent of Peruzzi at the 
Papal court. Between 1302 and 1307 he travelled 
widely in Flanders and represented his company 
in Bruges. He served an itinerant apprenticeship 
in international commerce and banking until, in 
his early thirties, he had acquired the means to 
establish himself in his native city and to devote 
himselfto civic affairs. Around 1322 he moved his 
investments to the rival firm of the Buonaccorsi, 
but the bankruptcy of this family in 1338 reduced 
him to the debtors' prison. He died of the plague. 

Conceived in Rome in 1300, and not commis- 
sioned by the Florentine government (Villani 
was not an ‘official’ chronicler like the Genoese 
> Caffaro), his lengthy Cronica was written dur- 
ing the 13205-30s. The text reflects the position 
of the Gueiph political Party (of which Florence 
was one the Italian and European leaders) and of 





















































the Popular rule of the Tuscan city. Following 
tradition of the Latin world chronicle, the author 
aims to recount events in Florence, Italy, Eur 
and the Middle East from the Tower of Babe to 
1346. The text is arranged in twelve books (th 
teen in the most reeent critical edition), of which 
the first six are mainly devoted to ancient and les: 
recent history, the remainder to events from the 
author's own lifetime. For the earlier periods hi 
followed classical historians (Livy, Dares ph 
gius, Orosius), medieval authors (> Paul the 
Deacon, > Martin of Opava), and Florentine 
narratives. Villani is interested in the economic S 
life of his contemporary city: he records loca 
population statistics, the cost of provisions and 
the organization of children's education, and 
provides details of the finances of the city-state 
(Comune). His originality rests in his blending : 
of local tradition with historical narration, and is 
coloured by the typical view of the international 
merchant and experienced financier. 

111 manuscripts of the Cronica survive, the 
most important being: Florence, Biblioteca Ric- 
cardiana, Ricc.

Matteo's chronicle was in turn continued by his 
son, Filippo > Villani. 

Like Giovanni, Matteo was born into a well- 
to-do Florentine merchant family as the son of 
Giovanni di Stoldi di Bellincione. We first hear 
of him as a partner of the Buonaccorsi company, 
which he represented in Naples between 1319 and 
1325, in Avignon between 1333 and 1335, and 
again in Naples between 1340 and 1341 (the com- 
pany went bankrupt in 1342). For a short period 
of time, he was also involved in civic affairs. In 
1337-38, we find him negotiating an alliance with 
Venice and various Lombard states on behalf of 
the city of Florence. After the 1340s, Matteo was 
marginalized politically for allegedly harboring 
Ghibelline sympathies. He was married twice, 
both times to women from the Florentine upper 
class: in 1341 he married Lisa, daughter of Monte 
del Buondelmonti, and in 1361 Monna, daughter 
of Francesco dei Pazzi. 

Matteo's continuation begins with an account 
on the Black Death, and the overall tone of the 
chronicle is rather gloomy. The author tends to 
focus on the darker side of contemporary soci- 
ety, such as the fragility of humankind when 
faced with epidemics, political tyranny, or moral 
and economic degradation. Matteo, too, died of 


- bubonic plague in 1363. 


There are several surviving manuscripts, 
mostly in Florence, including Biblioteca Ric- 


- Cardiana, mss, 1529 & 1531, both 15th century. 


The first four books of the chronicle were pub- 
lished for the first time by Lorenzo Torrentino in 
1554, The chronicle was reprinted with additions 
y Giunti in 1562, 1577, 1581, and 1596. A more 
complete edition was published by Muratori 
(RIS XIV) in 1729. 
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Villani, Philippo 
[Filippo] 


ca 1330-ca 1405. Italy. Humanist and histo- 
rian, son and continuator of Matteo > Villani, 
and nephew of Giovanni > Villani. We first hear 
of him as a law student in Florence in 1358. A few 
years later he was awarded a doctorate, and soon 
after became a lecturer in law, Unlike his father 
and uncle, Filippo did not engage in commercial 
activities. After his father's death from bubonic 
plague, he continued his chronicle up to the year 
1364. In 1375, he negotiated with the Genoese 
cloth merchants to resolve the conflict with their 
Florentine counterparts. He then became chan- 
cellor of Perugia from 1376 to 1381. After his 
resignation, he returned to Florence where he 
composed his famous Liber de origine civitatis 
Florentie et eiusdem famosis civibus (On the ori- 
gins of Florence and on its famous citizens). 

In the first part of this book, Filippo deals with 
the legends regarding the foundation of Florence. 
For this section, he obviously drew inspiration 
from the chronicle of his uncle. In the second 
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part, he included biographies of notable Floren- 
tines, focussing primarily on intellectuals, artists, 
and scientists, rather than politicians. This work 
was held in high esteem and was endorsed by 
Filippo's friend, the humanist Coluccio Salutati. 
The most reliable manuscripts are the 14th-cen- 
tury autograph Florence, BML, 942, and Vatican, 
BAV, Barberini XXXIII 130 (olim 898), It was 
later adapted in vernacular by Antonio Manetti 
(Florence, BNC, 1501. G.2). 

Later in his life, Filippo devoted considerable 
time to the study of Dante, work which culmi- 
nated in the Exposito seu comentum super "Come- 
dia” Dantis Allegherii. In 1391, the University 
of Florence appointed him to succeed Giovanni 
> Boccaccio as a lecturer on the Divina Comme- 
dia, an office which he held until 1404. He died 
shortly after this date, probably in 1405. 
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Villola, Pietro and Floriano 


14th century. Italy. Presumed authors of the 
so-called Cronaca Villola, the oldest extant chron- 
icle of the city of Bologna. The sole manuscript 
(Bologna, BU, ms. 1456) is acephalous and gener: 
ally considered to be an autograph. A note in the 
codex added by an 18th-century hand attributes 
it to Pietro and Floriano Villola, and most histo. 
rians have agreed on this authorship, identifying 
them with two stationers (father and son) attested 
in Bologna in the 14th century. Less univocal are 
attempts to identify their respective contributions 
to its compilation and the stages it went through. 

The chronicle relates the events which hap- 
pened from 1163 to 1376 mainly in Bologna. Its 
sources were presumably old chronicles written 
in Latin, now lost, known both to the Villolas and 
to Matteo Griffoni (see > Griffonibus, Matthaeus 
de). It was exceptionally popular in its day also 
because it was written in the vernacular. a

vincent of Beauvais 


[Vincentius Bellovacensis] 


13th century. Northern France. Dominican 


- encyclopedist whose Speculum maius, includes 


a Speculum historiale. Vincent probably entered 
the Couvent des Dominicains in Paris soon after 
its foundation in 1218. By 1246 he was sub-prior 
at the Monastery of Beauvais and lector at the 
abbey of Royaumont. He later became a friend 
of King Louis IX, Queen Marguerite of Provence 
and other members of the royal family who com- 
missioned many works from him. He died at 
Beauvais in 1264. 

: Around 1235, probably at the request of the 
prior of the province of France, Hugh of St. Cher, 
he started his major work, the Speculum maius, 
a vast compilation of all that was known in the 
middle ages, divided into three parts (Speculum 
naturale, Speculum doctrinale, Speculum histori- 
alc). The aim was to provide library copies for the 
education of those Dominican brothers who did 
not go to university. The first version, contain- 
ing only two of the parts (naturale and histori- 
ale), appeared around 1244. The large number of 
patristic quotations (later reduced) seems to have 
limited its diffusion as only three manuscripts are 
known for the historical part, including Brussels, 
KBR, 18465. This part was revised around 1254 to 


- make it more favourable to the Capetian dynasty. 


_ By 1260 the new three-part version, marked by 
scholastic features, was enjoying a wide diffusion. 
Vincent is a perfect example of a medieval ency- 
clopedist, learned rather than intellectual, who 
with the aid of a team of Dominicans classified a 





__ Yast repertoire of facts and ideas gathered by writ- 


ers in previous centuries. An avid reader, he often 
inserted word for word extracts from his sources 
into the well-ordered structure of the Speculum. 
Despite his claims to be a mere compiler, trans- 
mitting the teaching of the Parisian masters of the 
first third of the 13th century (John of La Rochelle, 
Nicolas of Paris, William of Auvergne, Hugh of 
St Cher, he nevertheless includes his own 
oughts and sentiments, marking them with the 
Ord auctor.

ased on Biblical and imperial dates rather than 
€ rigid annalistic format, and running from the 

ulsion of Adam and Eve to the end of time. 
€ first edition must have been finished by 1244, 
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the second by 1253. The framework is provided by 
> Eusebiusand > Jerome, > Prosper of Aquita- 
ine, > Sigebert of Gembloux and his continua- 
tions. Vincent's religious historical sources are 
> Rufinus, > Cassiodorus, > Hugh of Fleury, 
> Augustine, > Orosius, > Peter Comestor and 
> Hélinand of Froidmont. For shorter, more lim- 
ited periods he used Julius Caesar, > Suetonius, 
Justin, > Gregory of Tours, > Pseudo-Turpin 
and Oliver Scholasticus. Details of contemporary 
history are provided by the royal historians of St, 
Denis such as > Rigord and > William of Brit- 
tany, or by Dominicans like > Giovanni di Piano 
Carpini, Simon of St. Quentin and > Gerald Fra- 
chet. The historical also becomes hagiographical 
with more than 500 lives of saints. Vincent's fre- 
quent quotations make his work a sort of florile- 
gium of classical authors (Cicero, Seneca, Aulus 
Gellius, Ovid) but more importantly of Christian 
authors (Cassian, Bernard of Clairvaux, who has 
a whole book to himselfl, > Hugh of St. Victor, 
Richard of St. Victor, Gregory the Great, Jerome 
and Augustine). 

The success of the Speculum historiale can be 
judged by the fact that some 220 manuscripts of 
the whole text survive (e.g. Douai, BM, 1624), 
as well as florilegia. Several translations were 
made, starting with the rhymed Flemish ver- 
sion of > Jacob van Maerlant in 1283. There is a 
Catalan version by Jaume > Domènec. Around 
1333 > Jean de Vignay translated the first books 
into French for the queen Jeanne de Bourgogne, 
entitling it Miroir historial. In the 1320s John of 
Hautfuney (d. 1358) compiled an alphabetical list 
of the contents which survives in some 15 manu- 
scripts. Vincent's work was used not only by later 
Dominicans (Giovanni > Colonna, > Bernard 
Gui, + Ptolemy of Lucca, > Antoninus of Flor- 
ence) but also by writers not of the order (> John 
of St. Victor and the compilers ofthe > Estoria de 
Espanna). The Speculum maius was published in 
Strasburg in 1474-6, and five more times before 
the end of the century, while the Speculum his- 
toriale appeared separately in Augsburg in 1474. 
There is no modern edition. 
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Vincent of Kielcza 
[Wincenty z Kielczy] 


ca 1200-70. Poland. Poet, musical com- 
poser and author of two Latin biographies of St. 
Stanislaw of Kraków. Wincenty's life is scarcely 
documented. He was chaplain of the bishop 
of Kraków (1222), cathedral canon (1227-35), 
Dominican friar, and member of delegation sent 
to Modena in 1237 for the relics of Bishop Iwon 
Odrowaz; he was active in Racibórz (1258-60) 
and later travelled to Italy. He wrote the patriotic 
poem Gaude Mater Polonia. 

Wincenty's Legenda or Vita Minor S. Stanislai 
(after 1252), and the expanded version Vita Maior 
(before 1257-61), are hagiographical works 
coloured with national history. Sources include 
> Gallus Anonymus, Wincenty > Kadlubek 
and oral tradition. These vitae popularised the 
belief that the loss of the crown and the division 
of the kingdom was a divine punishment for the 
murder of Stanislaw by Boleslaw the Bold (Vita 
Minor), and the prediction that the crown would 
be restored to the Piast dynasty and that the coun- 
try would be reunited just as the quartered body 
ofStanislaw had miraculously been rejoined (Vita 
Maior). 

Both works were frequently copied and exist 
in numerous variants. The Vita Minor (known 
11 manuscripts) is best represented in Kraków, 
Biblioteka Kapituly Katedralnej, ms. 147. For the 
Vita Maior (20 manuscripts), the closest to the 
original was Warsaw, Biblioteka Narodowa, ms. 
lat. fol. I 363, which perished during World War 
II. Of the remaining materials the most impor- 
tant are Kraków, Biblioteka Kapituly Katedralnej, 
ms. 101; Kraków, Biblioteka Jagiellońska, ms. 
1617, and Wroclaw, Biblioteka Uniwersytecka, 1

15th-16th century. Italy. Born in Collebrin- 
cioni, near L'Aquila, he wrote a chronicle of this 
town from 1476 to 1529. Nothing is known about 
his life and status in society. The chronicle begins 
with the assassinations of certain eminent people 
in 1476, and it continues from 1485 with the nar- 
ration of the most important political events. It 
ends with the suppression of the revolt of L'Aquila 
against the Spanish army, by the Prince of Orange 
in 1529. The chronicle was continued by Simone 
Caprini until 1563. Vincenzo di Basilio wrote this 
chronicle in a very simple style, almost annalistic 
and without passing any judgement on the facts 
he narrated. The original manuscript and the cop- 
jes made by Francesc' Antonio Cesura and Giovan 
Felice Rizii in the 17th century are lost.

Vincent of Prague 


fl 1140-70. Bohemia. Notary and canon of 
Prague cathedral. Eyewitness to imperial affairs in 
Italy while travelling in the entourage of Bishop 
Daniel of Prague ca 1154-60. Vincent provides 
a chronological account of the reign of Vladislay. — 
H from his enthronement as duke of Bohemia in 
1140 to his coronation as king in 1158, and on 
to 1167. Fully a third of the text is devoted to the 
imperial campaign in Lombardy in 1158, in which 
Vladislav, Daniel, and Vincent all participated, 
Vincent claims he himself wrote Milan's surren- 
der privilege, and describes how the res gesta he 
was writing survived a fire in Daniel'stentin 1159, 
The work is dedicated to Vladislav and his wife 
Judith of Thuringia, and was apparently begun 
about 1156, three years after their marriage. The 
events of the 1140s are reported from hindsight; 
from 1157 onwards the account is dense and con- 
temporary. After Vincent’s return to Prague in 
1160, he gives equal attention to Bohemian and 
Italian affairs. The chronicle breaks off abruptly 
in 1167 because the end is missing, as is part of 
the report on 1162 and all of 1163. It survives 
in a single manuscript (Prague, Strahovska kni- 
hovna Kláštera premonstrátů v Praze, DF III 1), 
which includes the continuation by > Jarloch of 
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Visual anachronism 


In its common and most obvious sense, visual 
anachronism refers to the representation of per- 
sons, objects, or events from one era in the dress 
and environment proper to another. However, if, 
as GEORGES DiDI-HUBERMAN argues, "the his- 
tory of images is a history of objects that are tem- 
porally impure, complex, overdetermined" (42), 


Milevsko. how much more so is the history of images in the 
m medieval chronicles which are textually, visually, 
Bibliography and strategically "temporally impure, complex, 
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overdetermined"? 

The illuminated medieval chronicle has a com- 
plex temporal structure, in particular as we con- 
template and analyze it from the standpoint of 
- Our own time. Thus, the notion of anachronism 
- Must be nuanced, combining the time(s) narrated 
_ by the text and inhabited by its protagonists; the 
time(s) of the textual, conceptual, and even visual 
_ Sources gathered and deployed in it; the time(s) in 
or from which the text narrates, in which it is cre- 
ated and which is inhabited by authors, patrons, 
Scribes, > illuminators and binders; and the time 
ofa “long” present to which belong all its readers. 
Tn addition, the script and page layout may well be 
anachronistic, in order to appear more authentic 
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or to garner antique authority as in the Renais- 
sance use of "Roman" minuscule scripts. 

In the context of the medieval chronicle, visual 
anachronism can also refer to other dislocations 
of linear, sequential time by means of the com- 
pression of narrative time in the symbolic rep- 
resentation of an event or person. The medieval 
habit of including various moments of a visually 
narrated event within the same frame may serve 
to remind us ofa richer notion of temporality, but 
is notan example of anachronistic representation 
as considered here, and can be distinguished from 
what is discussed below as the folding of time. 

In the reception (including our own) of such 
texts, various forms of anachronism can come 
into play: using the primary material for purposes 
foreign to the possibilities of its text or time; ana- 
lyzing or judging the text according to concepts 
that did not exist or were no longer current when 
the work was created; or failing to realize that con- 
temporary sources may in fact not be relevant. In 
all these aspects, there is a chronological disloca- 
tion, for some purpose or out of ignorance. 

Thus, the remainder of this article will focus, 
first, on the displacement of representation gen- 
erally into the artist's present (a kind of naturaliz- 
ing of the content), and, secondly, on dislocation 
or compression of time (a kind of folding). As the 
phenomenon of anachronism is pervasive, the 
examples selected are necessarily arbitrarily cho- 
sen and should be taken as exemplary. 

The chronicle as a genre recounts history, 
and generally even local or "national" chronicles 
(rather than universal ones) include a recapitula- 
tion of historical origins in biblical and classical 
antiquity, creating an opportunity for anachro- 
nistic representation in a miniature or historiated 
initial. Sometimes these figuresappearindressand 
surroundings of the manuscript's era of produc- 
tion. For example, in the Alfonsine manuscript of 
the > Estoria de Espanna at the Escorial (RMSL, 
Y.1.2), Hercules appears in classical garb and his 
tower erected at Cádiz has no features of mozara- 
bic or gothic architecture and is thus not situated 
in the 13th-century context of its creation and 
making (see DOMÍNGUEZ Ropnícuzz). In con- 
trast, in Philip III's manuscript of the > Grandes 
Chroniques de France (Paris, Bibliothéque Sainte- 
Geneviève, ms. 782, fol. 2"), Priam, Paris, Helen 
and the Greeks are represented as 13th-century 
French nobles (HEpEMAN). In the 15th century 
narrative Genealogía de los Reyes de España (orig- 
inal Latin version ca 1450; illuminated Castilian 
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version, ca 1460, Madrid, Biblioteca de Palacio 
Real, 11/3009), of the 82 miniatures, ranging in 
subject matter from remote antiquity through the 
15th century, only those figures contemporary 
with the author and illuminator are represented 
in harmony with what would be their actual his- 
torical moment. 

Ifwe assume anachronism to be motivated and 
purposeful and not simply to occur out of histori- 
cal ignorance, we can discern a range of possible 
purposes (seealso > Visual propaganda). Chiefly, 
using dress and surroundings that are anachro- 
nistic in relationship to what is represented but 
are naturalized to the time of the image's pro- 
duction communicates the position and signifi- 
cance of the persons and events represented more 
effectively in the visual vernacular contemporary 
to its creators/readers. For example, an image of 
Aristotle dressed in the garb of a 15th-century 
academic clearly signals his role and identity to 
a reader of the 15th century. Thus, this kind of 
anachronism makes history come alive. 

"The juxtaposition in one scene of figures from 
widely disparate times can function to validate or 
qualify the more recent figure, for example, in a 
15th-century book of hours made originally for 
Charles VIII (Madrid, Biblioteca Nacional de 
España, Vit. 24-1), Charlemagne (in 15th-cen- 
tury imperial garb holding a globe) stands behind 
a praying Valois king (originally Charles VIII but 
modified with thehead of Louis XII), emphasizing 
the continuity of both dynasty and efficacy of rule. 

This sort of compression of time and natural- 
izing of the past may well have been indebted to 
the meditative practices of the devotio moderna 
which encouraged the practitioner to engage in 
imaginative reconstruction of and participation 
inthe passion of Christ, an imaginative projection 
that probably tended more to the visualization of 
those events in scenes familiar to the meditator, 
than in "authentic" dress and scenery of Jerusa- 
lem at the time of Christ. 

Anachronism can also consist of a kind of 
folding of time, as in the miniature ofthe birth of 
Philip Augustus, "Dieu donné", as a small child 
who is both presented by the hand of God and 
crowned at a far younger age than is historically 
accurate (Bibliothéque Sainte-Geneviéve, ms. 
782, fol. 280). In many ways, representations of 
saints with the vestments and signs of their later 
offices and fates, like Jerome with a cardinal's hat 
or St. Lawrence with his grill, perform a similar 
anachronistic folding of time.

At 
the same time, they point ahead to another 
moment implied in the representation of Richard 
IT's abdication: that is, Henry IV’s waging of the 
Hundred Years’ War and continued claims to the 
French throne.

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- Visual propaganda 
Propaganda is the calculated and program- 
matic shaping or manipulating of people’s 
thoughts and actions by some syfhbolic means. 
Tt represents and promotes a worldview, philoso- 
phy, or ideology in which groups or persons (as 
tokens or representatives of those groups) are 
given specific roles and values, positive and nega- 
even up to and including their humanity. 
Propaganda is political discourse, constructed by 
those who wish to acquire or retain power. Many 
images especially in chronicles are propagandistic 
in origin and intent. 
Visual propaganda in the Middle Ages was 
deployed in all contexts of visual art: decorative pro- 
rammes in civic, ecclesiastical, and monastic build- 
ings; dwellings, dress, arms and armour, heraldic 
insignia, rites and pageantry of the nobility; pub- 
lic performances including sermons, music, and 
minstrelsy; and even in coinage and seals. 
Propaganda as world view and justification of 
power is very common in the medieval chronicle. 
Indeed, sometimes we might anachronistically 
consider the medieval chronicle not so much 
“history” in the contemporary sense, but “merely” 
propaganda, legitimating the status of family or 
monastery by placing its origin in antiquity and 
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The chronicle's visual propaganda is often 
expressed in the programmes of illumination 
within medieval traditions, since chronicles them- 
selves were part of visual propaganda in the use of 
historical and epic images and personae, just as 
medieval pageantry, ritual, and even decorative 
and sartorial objects ranging from tapestries to 
jewelry could be propagandistic. The purpose of 
— Such visual propaganda was to represent the roles 
of the various elites and to provide not only an 
accounting of how ruling elites came to power but 
_ also how they do or do not remain in power (i.e. 
religious and moral lessons), and where the vari- 
. Ous sectors of society belong and what is proper to 

m. Thus the boundaries between "chronicle" 
and "mirror of princes" genres were in fact quite

merchants—we may presume that such images 
were not widely nor constantly available to the 
lower estates, although we need not assume com- 
plete lack of exposure, as servants in high house- 
holds would be at the very least in the presence 
of such materials for their private perusal or per- 
formance. 

Illuminations in legal documents and cartu- 
laries also often encode political positions and 
legitimate the claims made by such documents, 
whether genuine or forged. Further, the often lav- 
ishly illustrated legal texts of the Middle Ages (like 
the Decretum Gratiani or > Alfonso X's Siete 
partidas) also encode history as theory and pro- 
paganda. Books of hours and other illuminated 
documents of devotional practice also contain 
cycles of decoration that encode and display pro- 
paganda, legitimating the status of their owners 
and their owners' networks of power. 

As HEDEMAN (1991) has shown, the manu- 
script traditions of the Grandes Chroniques de 
France from the late 13th through the 15th cen- 
tury, include programmes of illuminations com- 
municating the political ideology of the House of 
Capet from Louis IX onward through the Valois 
kings, and fomenting the religion royale among 
the French nobility. While the illustrations of 
some royal manuscripts, like that of John le Bon 
(London, BL, Royal 16 G VI) are geared toward 
providing living history as models for kingship, 
courtly illustrations produced at the historical 
moment of the failure of the Capetians to produce 
male heirs emphasize dynastic continuity with 
the Carolingians. Illustrations in copies destined 
for noble owners farther from the center of power 
tend to emphasize the reactions to a past observed 
rather than shaped by readers, who may nonethe- 
less have participated in specific events. 

In certain cases of royal and courtly manu- 
scripts of the Grandes Chroniques, in particular in 
that of John the Good, readers' annotations show 
that the images were seen as integral to reading 
the text and understanding the stories behind 
them, and were read in response to the political 
events ofthe period, in particular the dynastic shift 
from Capetians to Valois, the subsequent English 
challenge to that succession, and the Hundred 
Years’ War. 

A similar historiographical project was under- 
taken in Spain in the court of Alfonso X, the Wise 
(reigned 1254-84), who was, in fact, a cousin of 
Louis IX. The scriptorium of Alfonso X is well 
known for the lavish programmes of illumination 
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produced in a much more secular milieu (the 
Alfonsine court in Seville and Toledo) in contrast 
to the French texts that originate at the monastery 
of Saint-Denis. Nonetheless, the historical manu- 
scripts from the Alfonsine scriptorium have rela- 
tively limited illuminations, whether by design or 
because they were never completed, as is the case 
with the manuscript of the Estoria de España or 
Primera crónica general at the Escorial (RMSL, 
Y.L2, probably from after 1280), for which only 
6 miniatures are completed of the more than one 
hundred spaces left for illumination. 

While much has been written on the uses of 
propaganda by Isabella I and Ferdinand, it would 
be of considerable interest to trace the illumina- 
tions of chronicles, and indeed of other Iberian 
histories both classical and vernacular, as HEDE- 
MAN has done for the Grandes Chroniques, from 
the time of Alfonso X through the works of Juan 
> Fernández de Heredia (1310?-96) and on to 
the historical narrative of Alfonso de > Carta- 
gena (1384-1456). 

The analysis of visual propaganda in the con- 
text of the chronicle requires attention to the 
text as well as the illuminations, along with deep 
familiarity with the social, political and historical 
contexts, In attending to illuminations, the vari- 
ous kinds and levels of decoration must be con- 
sidered—size, disposition on the page, technique, 
relation to the text illustrated—as well as their 
content, Further, marginal decoration should 
be considered in order to determine whether it 
reinforces or destabilizes the more central illu- 
minations. In addition, the script and page layout 
have potentially propagandistic uses, suggesting 
authenticity or the authority conferred by a dis- 
cursive community. 

In terms of content, attention to detail is cru- 
cial, as demonstrated by HgDEMAN's reading of 
the Parisian source of John le Bon's manuscript 
ofthe Grandes Chroniques from the detail that the 
top of St. Dionysius' head is missing in a minia- 
ture illustrating a vision of the saint. The canons 
of Notre Dame held a relic said to be the top of 
his cranium, a claim contested by the monks of 
St. Denis. 

ANA DOMÍNGUEZ RODRÍGUEZ reads at a simi- 
lar level of detail the presentation scene repre- 
sented in the first miniature of the > Estoria de 
Espanna (Escorial Y.1.2), in which the book held 
by Alfonso X is closed as the monarch presents it 
to the prince, unlike in most other similar scenes 
in works from his scriptorium. This suggests,

and other textual evidence confirms, that this 
manuscript might have been illuminated under 
the direction of Sancho IV after Alfonso's death 
although executed in the Alfonsine style, Perhaps 
propaganda indicating his own continuity with 
his father's reign and therefore the legitimacy of 
his assumption of the throne. 

The display of images of historical, epic, and 
mythical kings and nobles to one another and tg 
the great mass of their subjects cuts across the fic: 
tive and non-fictive narrative genres in ways that 
defy modern definitions of chronicle as a “histori: 
cal” text. Thus visual propaganda is to be expected 
in vernacular epic, chivalric narrative, romance; 
ballad, as well as the classical genres that parallel 
these: epic, Byzantine novel, annals, chronicles, 
and lives.

Vita abbatum Orti Sancte Marie 





[Vita Sibrandi, larici et Ethelgeri] 


13th century. Low Countries. Monastic chron- 
icle of ca 22 double-columned manuscript pages 
in Latin prose, describing the lives and deeds 


of three abbots of Ortüs Sancte Marie (Marién- 


gaarde) at Hallum, the first Premonstratensian 
monastery in the Frisian lands, which had been 
founded in 1163 and incorporated in the order 
as a daughter of Steinfeld shortly before 1175. As 
such it covers the period 1230-59. 

The text has come down to us in a 15th-century 
manuscript (Brussels, KBR, 6717-6721, fol. 101'- 
122") together with the Vita Fretherici and the Vita 
Siardi. Unlike these hagiographical biographies of 
the first and the fifth abbot of Mariéngaarde, the 
Vita Sibrandi, larici et Ethelgeri does not have the 
holiness of the abbey leaders as its central theme. 
It is clearly not conceived as three separate vitae 
but as a uniform text by one author covering the 
government periods of three successive abbots. It 
focuses on the history of the monastery and its 
rivals in their Frisian surroundings and pays some 
attention to political developments in a wider 
perspective, and thus is closer to the major part 
of the chronicles of > Emo, > Menko and their 
continuator. 
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Vita Basilii 
ca 948-50. Byzantium. This Greek life of the 
Byzantine Emperor Basil I (867-86) is the fifth 


Book of the collective chronicle > Theophanes 
Continuatus (Vatican, BAV, vat. gr. 167). The 


a authorship of Basil's Life is disputed, though in 


the prologue the writer identifies himself with the 
Protagonist's grandson, the emperor Konstanti- 


- Dos VII Porphyrogennitos. Konstantinos may not 


have been the actual author of his grandfather's 
Life, but it was certainly he who commissioned it, 
and determined its content. 

The Vita Basilii isa propagandistic work whose 
main aim was to conceal Basil’s assassination of 
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the previous emperor Michael III. It is not a his- 
torical narrative, and it differs both in style and 
structure from the previous four books of Theo- 
phanes Continuatus, which were also commis- 
sioned by Konstantinos. In fact, the Vita Basilii 
is a generic mixture containing elements of vari- 
ous genres, such as the Basilikos Logos (imperial 
encomium), the biography, and the saint's Life. 
The Vita Basilii narrates the protagonist's life 
both before and after he becomes an emperor. 
Between the narration of his life before and his 
life after ascending the throne, his predecessor's 
life is also described in detail. Michaelis portrayed 
as an impious and wicked emperor whose reign 
proves disastrous for the empire, which is saved 
when Basil ascends the throne following God's 
will. Interestingly, even though the Vita Basilii 
does not belong to the genre of chronicle, it is part 
of a chronicle, and it exercised a great influence 
on later Byzantine historical narratives. 
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Vita Edwardi secundi 


14th century. England. An anonymous Latin 
prose account of the reign of Edward II of Eng- 
land (d. 1327) from his accession in 1307 to the 
end of 1325. Probably composed contemporane- 
ously to the events it relates, it is noted for its con- 
centration on the personalities of the reign and 
its reflections on kingship, resistance and treason. 
Allusions to the Bible, civil and canon law, and 
classical and contemporary history fuel its homi- 
lies on vices such as pride and avarice, which the 
author associates with the downfall of key figures. 
The author's close knowledge of affairs at court 
signals his proximity to the people and events. He 
was initially thought to be a monk from Malm- 
esbury Abbey where the manuscript containing 
the Vita originated but due to this concern with 
secular affairs, he is now thought to have been a 
teacher, or perhaps the royal clerk and treasurer 
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John Walwayn (d. ca 1326), canon of Hereford 
and of St. Paul's. The Vita survives in a transcript 
(Oxford, Bodleian Library, ms. Rawl. B 180) made 
by Thomas Hearne in 1729, before the original 
manuscript was destroyed in a fire in 1737. 
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Vitae of Thomas Becket 


12th century. England. The Vitae of St. Thomas 
Becket were written by several authors, many of 
whom knew him or relied on contemporary 
accounts of his life and murder. Sources for the 
life and death of Becket are copious. There was 
an immediate and profound response to his mur- 
der in the cathedral at Canterbury in 1170 by his 
friends, associates, and religious communities 
who had an interest in upholding his resistance 
to royal control of the ecclesiastical foundations 
in England. The most significant lives of Becket 
within fifteen years of his death are the Vitae by 
> John of Salisbury, Edward Grim, William of 
Canterbury, William Fitzstephen, Herbert of 
Bosham, Alan of Tewkesbury, Guernes of Ponte- 
Ste-Maxence and two anonymous writers, and 
also the Passio by Benedict of Peterborough. 

These works can be divided between those who 
personally knew the archbishop and those who 
knew of him through others. John of Salisbury, 
William fitzStephen and Herbert of Bosham were 
clerks and close familiars of Becket. John and 
William witnessed his murder, while Herbert was 
with Becket at most major events of his career but 
was not at the scene of his death. Anonymous I 
was a clerk for Becket 1164-6 but little is known 
of him. Edward Grim and William of Canterbury 
witnessed Becket's murder but were not familiars 
of the archbishop. Anonymous II, Guernes, Wil- 
liam of Canterbury, and Alan of Tewkesbury may 
not have been close to Becket, but they reflect con- 
temporary oral traditions about the archbishop 
that developed immediately following his death. 
All of these writers exchanged materials and 
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experiences, which have captured in detail Onég 
the most significant issues debated in the Middl 
Ages concerning the limitations of authori 
between the Church and the State.

(True chronicle of Scotland) 


1464. France. This anonymous short chroni- 
de in Old French traces the history of Scotland 
from its origins to December 1464. The text sum- 
marises: Greek and Egyptian antecedents of the 
Scots; settlement in Portugal and Ireland; migra- 
tion to Scotland; arrival and expulsion of the 
Picts; Scottish claims to the English throne; key 
events in Anglo-Scottish relations (notably the 
succession dispute between John Balliol and Rob- 
ert Bruce); and historical examples of French sup- 
port for the Scots against the English. The author 
seems to have known the Chronicles of > John of 
Fordun and possibly of Walter > Bower. The text 
is essentially a briefing note for French diplomats 
preparing for negotiations with the English in 
1464. It remains neutral on key issues of Scottish 
history and identity, reflecting the waning impor- 
tance of the alliance with Scotland for the French 
king Louis XI. 

Of the four manuscripts, Brussels, KBR, 
9469-70 was in the Burgundian ducal library in 
1467; Paris, BnF, nouv. acq. fr. 20962 belonged 
to Jacques d'Armagnac, duke of Nemours; BnF, 
nouv. acq. fr. 6214 is of unknown provenance. 
These manuscripts also contain Pour ce que plu- 
sieurs, written for the same negotiations, refuting 
English pretensions to the French throne. Accord- 
ingtoa note in Geneva, BPU, ms. fr. 166, this copy 
ofthe Vraie Cronicque was given to Bérault Stuart, 
3rd seigneur d'Aubigny, by the Scot John Ireland 
- (ca 1440-95), a successful theologian and diplo- 
mat. Even if Ireland is the author, however, the 
. text gives a pro-French bias to Scottish history. 
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Vorncken, Wilhelmus 
[Willem Vornken] 


1373-1455. Low Countries. One of the first 
chroniclers of the Devotio moderna. Born in 
Utrecht, Vorncken joined the Canons Regular 
of Windesheim in 1398. A year later he became 
Prior of the newly-founded monastery of Enge- 
lendaal in Leiderdorp, and in 1408 he led the 
monastery of Sint-Agnietenberg near Zwolle. - 
During the years 1425-55 he served as Prior of 
the monastery of Windesheim; at the same time ` 
he held the position of prior superior of the Chap- 
ter of Windesheim. 

During his tenure as Prior of Windesheim 
Vornken wrote his Epistola de prima institutione 
monasterii in Windesem (1430-55), also known - 
as the Narracio de origine Moderne Devocionis. — 
He was the first to describe the Devotio moderna 
as a coherent movement, whereby he made use of _ 
> Thomas a Kempis’ Dialogus noviciorum. Note: 
worthy is the fact that he chose to cast this histo 
cal work in the form of a letter to an anonymous 
recipient. The Epistola was not particularly 5 
cessful—only two manuscripts remain, the b 
being The Hague, KB, 70 H 74. But it did serve 
a partial model for Johannes > Busch' Chronic! 
Windeshemense. 
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Vriesche Aenteyckeninge 
(Frisian notes) 


15th century. Low Countries. Short annalis- 
tic chronicle in Frisian and Dutch, with a Latin 
insert. The authorship and origin of the Vriesche 
Aenteyckeninge are subject to debate. Some con- 
sider it to have been compiled by two or more Fri- 
sian authors, who wrote around 1430 and 1460 
and added information from different chronicles 
to their own notes, Others see the work as a com- 
pilation of chronicles of diverse origin. The short 
items treat mostly Frisian history, with details on 
Holland and Utrecht. 

In its most extended version, in Leeuwarden, 
Tresoar, Collectie Von Richthofen no 5, fol. 1717- 
181" (ca 1530), it fills 20 pages and covers a period 
of 781-1463. The allegedly oldest version runs to 
1421 and was handed down through the edition 
of Winsemius (Franeker 1622). The text is closely 
related to the > Sneker Kroniekje and the short 
Kroniek van Friesland, a very short list of annalis- 
tic items on the history of Friesland, only known 
through a 16-century copy.

Wace 


ca 1105-ca 1175. France (Normandy). Clerc 
lisant at Caen, then canon of Bayeux cathedral; 
personally acquainted with kings Henry I, Henry 
Il and Henry the Young King. Author of three 
hagiographical poems (La Vie de sainte Margue- 
rite, La Vie de saint Nicolas, and La Conception 
Nostre Dame), and two major chronicles, the 
Roman de Brutand the Roman de Rou, all in Anglo- 
Norman verse. 

The Roman de Brut, completed in 1155, is a 
translation/adaptation of -> Geoffrey of Mon- 
mouth's Historia regum Britannie in 14866 octo- 
syllabic lines, rhyming in couplets. It was based 
on the Variant version of the Historia, with addi- 
tional elements from Geoffrey's text and a variety 
of minor sources, including oral ones. It covers 
the early British kings from Brutus to the loss of 
sovereignty to the English and includes the first 
ever reference to Arthur's Round Table. On the 
whole, Wace preserves the structure and content 
of his main source, though the Arthurian section 
is privileged (especially Arthur's war with Rome). 
Some 30 manuscripts and fragments survive, the 
oldest being Durham, Cathedral Library, ms. C 
IV 27 (12th century). Wace's Brut was translated 
into English alliterative verse by > Lazamon 
(early 13th century) and was the major source 
for the British history in the 14th-century Eng- 
lish chronicle of Robert > Mannyng of Brunne. 
It was adapted and continued by the Anglo- 
Norman > Prose Brut (late 13th century). 

The Roman de Rou is a history of the dukes 
of Normandy in mixed verse, from the Viking 
Rou/Rollo, founder of the dynasty, to Henry I of 
England. Wace started it ca 1160 and completed 
it ca 1174. It comprises: 1) Chronique Ascendante, 
an ascending genealogy from Henry II to Rou/ 
Rollo in monorhyme stanzas (315 lines of twelve 
syllables); 2) the Premiére Partie, 750 octosyl- 
labic lines in rhyming couplets recounting the 
adventures of the Viking Hasting, which is con- 
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Wahb ibn Munabbih 
[Abū “Abd Allah] 


34-109 AH (654/55-728 AD). Yemen. À native 
ofDhimar in Yemen, but of Persian extraction, he 
- isone of the earliest historians of Islam. A series 
of works is ascribed to him which can be divided 
into three different sections: first the biblical nar- 
rationsand commentaries, second the Pre-Islamic 
period and third works with Islamic content. 

His Kisas al-anbiyd' (Story of the Prophets) 
comprises the history from the creation until the 
arrival of the Prophet and is cited in authors like 
Ibn Qutáyba, al-> Tabari and others. Parts of his 
work are preserved in a papyrus datable to dated 
229 AH (844 AD) which is now in the Heidelberg 
collection: Heidelberg, UB, papyrus Arab 23. 


sidered by some to be a discarded first redaction 
of the Rou; 3) Deuxiéme partie, 4425 lines long, 
in the same metre as the Chronique Ascendante, 
and covering the reigns of Rou/Rollo, William 
Longsword and the youth of Richard |; and 
4) Troisiéme Partie, in octosyllabic couplets, from 
the maturity of Duke Richard I to the defeat of 
William Courtehose at Tinchebray (11440 lines). 
"Ihe most important sources were > William of 
Jumiéges's Gesta Normannorum ducum, supple- 
mented with-> Dudo of St. Quentin's De moribus — 
et actis Normannorum for the reigns of the early 
dukes, and > William of Poitiers's Gesta Guillelmi 
ducis, > Orderic Vitalis's Historia Ecclesiastica 
and > William of Malmesbury's Gesta Regum 
Anglorum, from the reign of William the Con- 
queror onwards. Wace also drew on local and 
family tradition. Surviving manuscripts: London, 
BL, Royal ms. 4.C.xi (early 13th century); Paris, 
BnF, fr. 375 (late 13th century); BnF, nouv. acq. 
fr. 718 (end 14th century); and BnF, Duchesne 
79 (18th century). The Duchesne copy is the only 
manuscript witness preserving the entirety of the 
Roman de Rou; the three medieval manuscripts - 
preserve only the Troisiéme Partie. While com- 
posing the Rou, Wace appears to have lost the 
favour of Henry II who turned the project over 
to Benoit de Sainte-Maure. The Rou is now 
accepted as an important source for the history of 
late 11th-century Normandy. 
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Wahraus, Erhard 


1375/80-1454/55. Germany. Author of a 
chronicle of the years 1126-1445 (continued 
anonymously to 1462). Wahraus was a mem- 
ber of the town council of Augsburg from 1442 
(probably earlier) and belonged to the guild of 
the salt-traders. His chronicle is prefaced by a cal- 
culation of the chronology of biblical events and 
persons, which is missing in the edition. For the 
period before the 14th century, Wahraus seems 

to use the > Chronik aus Kaiser Sigmunds Zeit 
- (or their common source), but sometimes pres- 
ents more details. These records are listed very 
briefly and not always chronologically, with some 
Incorrect dates. The actual history of Augsburg 
Starts only in the 14th century with key political 
£vents, records of weather conditions, epidem- 
Ics and corn-prices. Wahraus speaks of being an 
Eyewitness to a duel in the city: Ich erhart wah- 
Taus ?tund an der ?chrancken gewapnet dar an 
(L Erhard Wahraus, was standing armed there 
at the barrier), It also includes records of occur- 
Fences in Bavaria and Germany, and the councils

of Konstanz and Basel. Wahraus' chronicle was 
used by several later historians, including Hector 
> Mülich, but is transmitted in only one manu- 
script (Munich, BSB, cgm 379, directly after the 
Chronik der Stadt Augsburg von 1368-1406), 
which presents a very corrupt text. 
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Waldau, Hieronymus 


ca 1427-95. Prussia (now Poland). Scribe and 
clergyman, author of historical notes written in 
Latin. Waldauservedthe Teutonic Orderasascribe 
to the commander of Christburg (Dzierzgoñ). 
In 1454 he became a scribe to the governor of 
Baysen (Bazyny), and held this position until 
1462, when he became a minister in Neuteich 
(Nowy Staw) near Marienburg (Malbork). In 
1466 he accepted a position at the Hauptkirche 
in Thorn (Toruñ); he was later also an official 
of the dioceses of Ermland (Warmia) and Kulm 
(Chetmno), and worked for the bishop of Kulm. 
From 1476 to 1484 he was also active in n Danzig 
(Gdañsk) as collector of the Peterspfenning, a tax 
to help pay for the construction of Saint Peter's 
in Rome. 

Waldau is best known for a series of notes writ- 
ten in Latin in a printed copy of the Familiares 
epistole ad diversos of Eneas Silvius > Piccolo- 
mini now in Gdansk, PAN, Rkp. 1385. These notes 
deal mainly with Waldau's own experiences, but 
also discuss events in Bohemia, Austria, and Hun- 
gary. Unfortunately, the notes are difficult to sort 
out, both in terms of chronology and the system 
guiding their preparation, as they had to fit into 
the space left in a printed book, and their value is 
therefore somewhat debatable.

WALDEN ANNALS 


Walden Annals 


15th century. England. These Latin annals 
begin with a brief 6-folio chronicle from the 
beginning of the world, after which they pres- 
ent an abbreviated account of the foundation of 
the Benedictine monastery of Walden (Essex), 
probably based on the early part of the > Liber 
de fundatione cenobii de Waledena, and then tell 
of local and national events to 1462, the begin- 
ning of Edward IV's reign. The text is preserved 
on fols. 68-91" of London, BL, Cotton Titus ms. 
D.xx (15th century). There is no edition. 
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Walsingham, Thomas 


ca 1340-1422. England. Benedictine monk of 
St. Albans and for a time a prior of Wymondham 
Abbey in Norfolk. Walsingham saw himself as 
a successor to historians who had gone before 
him, primarily -> Matthew Paris and Ranulf 
> Higden. In St. Albans and Wymondham he 
was ideally placed both to research history and 
to observe current events. His writings are wide- 
ranging and well-documented. His popularity 
and the fact that no two surviving manuscripts 
are identical has led to misattribution of works 
to him; various 20th and 21st-century scholars 
have worked to clear up the confusion of previ- 
ous editors. 

Walsingham's Chronica maiora, begun in 
1376, was intended to be a continuation of Mat- 
thew Paris' chronicle of the same name. The most 
authoritative surviving manuscripts are BL, Royal 
ms. 13.E.ix, extending to 1392, and Oxford, ms. 
Bodley 462, extending to 1420. The Chronica 
maiora is mainly insular in focus and conserva- 
tive in tone. Walsingham includes praise for those 
whom he sees as worthy, such as Henry V, and 
invectives against those whom he sees as flawed, 
such as Edward II. He is notably hostile toward 
John Wyclif and his followers. His text is nar- 
rative in structure and particularly valuable for 
its description and discussion of contemporary 
events. The two St. Albans Chronicles are con- 
tinuations of this work. (Confusingly, the Chron- 
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pRAITH, The St. Albans Chronicle 1406-1420, 
-.1937 [parts of Chronica maiora omitted in RS].

ica maiora has itself been published under the title 
St. Albans Chronicle.) = 

What is now known as his “short chronicle" 
was variously labelled in 19th-century Rolls Seri, 
editions as Chronicon Angliae and Historia Angi 
cana. GALBRAITH and CLARK have tried to clear 
up this confusion. The text, perhaps intended 
as a continuation of > Higden’s Polychronicon, 
opens in 1327 and runs to 1419. It has never been 
published in its entirety. THOMPSON thought that 
the part he published as Chronicon Angliae Was 
not by Walsingham, and some may still question 
Walsingham's authorship of this text. The most 
representative version is found in Cambridge, 
Corpus Christi College, ms. 7, which also con: 
tains a portion of the Chronica maiora. 

Walsingham's Gesta abbatum monasterii Sancti 
Albani is a continuation of Matthew Paris' text of 
the same title. It focuses on events at St. Alban's 
from 1308-93, but opening with a passage going 
back to the time of the founding of the abbey by 
Offa, king of Mercia. The main focus of the textis - 
Abbot Thomas de la Mare. It is particularly valu- 
able for its transcriptions of documents interwo- 
ven into its narratives. Authoritative texts survive 
in BL, Cotton Claudius ms. E.iv and Cambridge, 
Corpus Christi College, ms. 7. 

The Ypodigma Neustriae (complete history— 
literally 'totality'—of Neustria), dedicated to 
Henry V, is a mix of English and Norman his- 
tory. Its opening passages are based on the Gesta 
Normannorum of > William of Jumiéges and 
it states its intention to overview the history of 
the Normans from the conquest of Neustria to 
the conquest of England. Much of the narrative 
actually focuses on events following the Norman 
Conquest. The detailed text incorporates material 
from other sources, including > Ralph of Diceto, 
Henry > Knighton and Nicholas > Trevet. The 
most representative version survives in Cam- 
bridge, Corpus Christi College, ms. 240. 

Walsingham's later influence was limited by 
the rise of the vernacular > London Chronicles. 
His histories were continued in the St. Albans 
Chronicles, and were used by Thomas > Otte 
bourne and John > Capgrave, and post-medi 
antiquaries.

Walter of Coventry 


fl. 1293. England. Possibly a Benedictine monk 
of St. Mary's Abbey in York. Said to be the com- 
piler of the Latin chronicle found in Cambridge, 
Corpus Christi, ms. 175, which bears the heading 
Memoriale Fratris Walteri de Coventri. The text 
displays a clear Northern connection. It is deriva- 
tive of > Geoffrey of Monmouth, > Henry of 
Huntingdon, -> Marianus Scotus, > John of 
Worcester, and > Roger of Howden. Part 1 isa 
brief summary from Brutus to Edward I and is 
closely linked to the Short Latin Chronicle of 
Durham Abbey; Part 2 is fuller, from 1002 to 1225. 
Itis similar to the > Barnwell Chronicle, but Kay 
_ has argued that it is derived from the Chronicle of 
> Croyland Abbey found in BL, add. ms. 35168 
rather than from Barnwell.

Walter of Guisborough 
[of Hemingford, of Hemingburgh] 


fl. 1290-1305. England. Augustinian canon of 
St. Mary of Guisborough. His early 14th-century 
Latin prose chronicle begins with the Norman 
Conquest and, depending on the manuscript 
consulted, ends at 1297, 1300, 1307, 1312 or 
1346 (although the latter represents a continu- 
ation). The text is mainly a compilation, relying 
most heavily on William of Newburgh's His- 
toria Rerum Anglicarum. Other possible sources 
include the > Historia Saxonum sive Anglorum 
post obitum Bedae, itself a compilation of the 
chronicles of > Symeon of Durham, > Henry of 
Huntingdon, Martin of Opava, and Pierre 
de Langtoft. Walter's discussion of Anglo-Scot- 
tish affairs from 1291 to 1300 shares features with 
the text of the > Short Latin Chronicle of Durham 
Abbey. Where his sources were scarce, Walter 
resorted to an annalistic style; where they were 
plentiful, he wrote expansively. This results in a 
text which is uneven, and which contains numer- 
ous inaccuracies. The text was published by Gale 
in 1697 and again by Hearne in 1731. ROTHWELL, 
the modern editor, believes that the chronicle was 
written rapidly. While not a historically reliable 
text, this chronicle is valuable for its focus on 
Northern issues and its contemporary interest 
in Anglo-Scottish interactions. The appellations 
"Hemingford" and "Hemingburgh" are post- 
medieval.

Walter of Whittlesey 


d. after 1329. England. Benedictine monk 
in the abbey of Peterborough. His date of birth. 
cannot be determined with certainty, but he was 
born in the town of Whittlesey. Walter never held 
a major office. His Latin Historia Coenobii Bur- 
gensis covers the period 1246-1321 and survives 
in one autograph manuscript, BL, add. 39758. 


WALTER OF WHITTLESEY 


It is chronologically preceded by the accounts 
of Hugh Candidus from the founding of 
the abbey (656) to 1175-77 and that of Robert 
7 Swaffham for 1177-1245, and it is followed by 
an anonymous continuation until 1338/39. Wal- 
ter's chronicle incorporates the rule of six abbots, 
starting with abbot Walter Hotot and ending 
with the death of abbot Godfrey de Croyland. It is 
especially valuable for its accounts of fines paid to 
the King and various barons during the civil war 
and the manors belonging to the abbey, as well 
as the annual expenditures of abbot Godfrey. The 
citation in RepFont of W.T. MeLLOwS' edition of 
the chronicle of Hugh Candidus as also being an 
edition of Walter of Whittlesey is incorrect: MEL- 
Lows does not include the continuation written 
by Walter for 1246-1321.

Walter the Chancellor 


[Galterius cancellarius] 


fl. 1114-22. Palestine. Chancellor of Antioch. 
Wrote the Latin Bella Antiochena (Antiochene 
Wars). Walter is known only through the the 
text of this work. He apparently had a close rela- 
tionship with Roger of Salerno, ruler of Antioch 
(1113-19), and was eyewitness to the two wars 
against the Selcuk Turks, 1114-15 and 1119-22. 
His narrative account is the most detailed source 
forthe region of Antioch for the early Latin settle- 
ment period. There are seven extant manuscripts; 
the oldest and best is in the Grassegals codex, 
Paris, BnF, lat. 14378, from which the other six 
were copied. Walter was used as a source by 
2 William of Tyre.

Warkworth Chronicle 


ca 1425-1500. England (North and East Mid- 
lands). A continuation of the English > Prose 
Brut once thought to have been written, ca 1484, 
by John Warkworth. The continuation covers 
English history, particularly affairs in the North of 
England, from 1461-74, It survives in two manu- 
scripts (Cambridge, Peterhouse 190 and Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, Hunter ms. 83), which also 
contain copies of the Brut to 1419 and continua- 
tions from 1419-61 based on > Caxton's Chron- 
icles of England (1480 or 1482) and Polychronicon 
(1482) (s.v. > Higden, Ranulf). The previous 
attribution to Warkworth, master of Peterhouse, 
Cambridge (1473-1500), is now believed to be 
erroneous and stems from his ownership of the 
Peterhouse 190 Brut, which he presented to the 
College in 1481 before the continuations were 
incorporated, The discovery of Hunterian 83 led 
MATHESON to conclude that its owner composed 
and added both continuations ca 1484. Whilst the 





Tian 83 soon after its composition, doubtless with 
Warkworth’s consent, MATHESON proposes that 


WASSENBERCH, JOHANN 


Roger Lancaster (ca 1456-1502) or Thomas Met- 
calf (ca 1458-1503), both Peterhouse fellows, are 
more likely to have authored it. Although dis- 
orderly at the start, the history contains unique 
information and is a valuable resource for schol- 
ars studying the Wars of the Roses. Despite its 
compassion for Henry VI and censure of Edward 
IV’s administration, it adopts a relatively impar- 
tial tone and is useful for corroborating details 
in more biased contemporary texts dealing with 
the 1460s and 70s, such as The > Chronicle of the 
Rebellion in Lincolnshire 1470 and The > Historie 
of the arrival of King Edward IV. 
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Wassenberch, Johann 


1454-1517? Germany. The tin-founder's son 
sometimes called Johann Tynenmecher (tin- 
maker), but who referred to himself as ick broeder 
Johann Wassenberch, was a chaplain in the house 
of the Order of St John of Jerusalem in Duisburg. 
His chronicle, begun in 1507 in Low Rhenish 
German, covers local town history between 1474 
and 1517 in annalistic form. In den vurschreven 
jar ("in the year just mentioned”, viz. 1474, the 
starting point of his account) Johann entered the 
monastery. In 1517, the last year of the chronicle, 
an epidemic hit Duisburg, to which he possibly 
fell victim. Alongside his interest in local affairs, 
Johann included events of a wider significance, 
especially when connected to his order. He men- 
tions the Turkish Wars, the earthquake of Con- 
stantinople and the discovery of America. Thanks 
to his connections to members of the town coun- 
cil and municipality, Johann offers profound 
insight into the local politics of Duisburg, without 
any explicit salvation-historical or moral perspec- 
tive. His sources are his own observations, docu- 
ments, historical songs, leaflets and broadsheets. 
Sometimes he includes proverbs and rhymes. The 
autograph survives in the Bibliothek Haus Ruhr 
in Senden (cod. 99). 
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Wauquelin, Jean 


15th century. France. Translator of a series of 
Latin chronicles and pseudo-historical works. 
The Picardy-born Wauquelin established an 
important bookshop in Mons (Bergen, modern 
Belgium) around 1441. In 1444-5 he produced 
for Antoine de Croy a French prose translation 
of the Historia regum Britanniae and Prophetiae 
Merlini of > Geoffrey of Monmouth. Also in 
1445, for Philip the Good of Burgundy, he recast 
the epic Girart de Roussillon as a prose chronicle 
legitimizing the duke's expansionist ambitions. 
The next year Philip, through the offices of Simon 
Nockart, commissioned a French translation of 
> Jacobus de Guisia's Annales... Hannoniae 
(Annals of Hainault). Wauquelin's three-vol- 
ume Chroniques de Hainaut survives in at least 
19 manuscripts, the most important of which is 
Brussels, KBR, 9242-44. Galliot du Pré (Paris) 
produced a printed edition in 1531-32. 

Around 1447 Wauquelintranslated into French 
> Emond de Dynter's Chronica ducum Lothar- 
ingie et Brabantiae (Chronicles of the Dukes of 
Lotharingia and Brabant) as the Chronique des 
ducs de Brabant, which is partially preserved 
in three 15th-century copies (Brussels, KBR, 
10229, 10418, 10420). He also compiled the prose 
romances Chroniques d'Alexandre, Manekine 
and Belle Héléne de Constantinople and translated 
Gilles de Rome's De regimine principum (On the 
Government of Princes).

Waverley Annals 
[Annales de Waverleia] 


late 12th-late 13th century. England. The Latin 

annals of the Cistercian abbey of Waverley, near 

Farnham, in Surrey, run from the Incarnation to... 
1291 (in BL, Cotton Vespasian ms. A.xvi). They 
form partofa group ofworks descended fromalost 
Winchester chronicle (s.v. > Winchester Annals) 
including the > Hyde Annals (Oxford, Bodleian 
Library, ms. Bodley 91, to 1277) and the version 
found in BL, Cotton Vespasian ms. E.iv (to 1285, 
a text with Waverley material but several annota- 
tions pertaining to Reading Abbey (s.v. > Read- 
ing Annals). With brief entries through the 10th 
century (41 pages in print), the chronicle there- 
after offers an extensive and detailed narrative 
(240 pages), with interest in national and inter- 
national, as well as local and ecclesiastical, affairs. 
Parts, especially the mid-13th-century sectioris, 
appear to be original and composed roughly con- 
temporaneously; earlier portions draw on such 
sources as the > Anglo-Saxon Chronicle and 
Ralph of Diceto. The house suffered greatly 
under King John, and the chronicle displays par- 
ticular relish in telling of his folly and tribulations 
(with several documents interpolated). Decided 
baronial sympathies also inform its account of 
the Barons' War. A close but not identical ver- 
sion of the text served as the basis for much of 

the chronicle of the Praemonstratensian house - 
of Barlings in Lincolnshire (see > Barlings and 
Hagneby Chronicles), a close analogue of which 
was the main source for the final portion of the 
Oldest Version of the Anglo-Norman > Prose 
Brut chronicle. Widely diffused through the 
Anglo-Norman and subsequent Middle English 
> Prose Brut chronicles, the matter of the annals 
of Waverley thus formed the foundation for the 
most widespread vernacular accounts of the mid 
11th to the mid-13th century in England.

Weichard von Polheim 


1263-1315. Austria. Possible author of a con- 
tinuation of the 2 Annales Sancti Rudberti Salis- 
burgenses. Attested at the cathedral of Salzburg 
as canon (1292) and dean (1307); elected arch- 
bishop there in 1312. According to a brief note of 
the Annales, Weichard continued this work from 
the death of Ottokar II of Bohemia (1278): qui 
(Weichhardus) supplevit ea que neglecta fuerant 
in presenti cronica, a tempore interfectionis regis 
Boemie Otokkari. This leaves some doubt whether 
he himself was the author as Pez believed, or only 
commissioned the continuation. However, there 
are also 16th-century records naming Weichard 
astheauthor ofa Chronicon Austriae or a Chronik 
der Herren von Osterreich, which may be identical 
with the Continuatio. On this basis WATTENBACH 
separated the years 1280-1307 in his edition, call- 
ing them Continuatio Weichardi de Polhaim. For 
text-internal reasons KLEBEL preferred to end the 
Continuatio at 1310. Most of the material used in 
the Continuatio is taken from > Eberhard von 
Regensburg, which makes 1304/05 a terminus 
post quem for the Continuatio. Weichard's text 
is found in three manuscripts of the annals: Salz- 
burg, St. Peter, cod. a VII 45; Vienna, ÓNB, cod. 
364 (originating in Klosterneuburg); and Vorau, 
Stifisbibliothek, cod. 389.

Weichbildchronik 


(Town law chronicle) 


pre-1250/61. Germany. Anonymous world 
chronicle in German prose. The prevalent version 
covers the history of the world from Noah to the 
reigns of King William of Holland (d. 1256) and 
the Magdeburgian bishop Ruprecht of Querfurt 
(1260-66). The Weichbildchronik is usually trans- 
mitted in combination with Saxonian legal books. 
(Weichbild derives from wic ‘town’ + bilede 'law'.) 
Atfirstitseemsto haveservedasanintroduction to 
the Magdeburger Schóffenrecht but it can be found 
at a very early point of transmission in combina- 
tion with the Weichbildrecht of Magdeburg. The 
oldest textual witnesses reflect either the dialect of 
the city of Magdeburg (Middle Low German) or 
the language of many of the cities under Magde- 
burg's jurisdiction (Central German). Its nucleus 
is a chronicle from emperor Otto I to Friedrich II 
(purest version in Naumburg, StB, ms. 33, Oprrrz 
no. 1154, 14th century). Up to 1130 the report of 
the chronicle resembles, but seems to be inde- 
pendent of, appendix VII of the > Süchsische 
Weltchronik (C version), a short chronological 
table. It also draws on a lost list of the bishops 
of Magdeburg and the aforementioned imperial 
chronicle. As an introduction to mostly legal texts 
the Weichbildchronik aims at a stylisation of the 
Magdeburgian and Saxonian law as imperial and 
Christian, and at an integration of the legislative 
process in Saxonia into a universal historical con- 
text. It describes the Sachsenspiegel as a privilege 
given by the emperor Constantine the Great and 
confirmed by Charles the Great and characterizes 
the Weichbildrecht as a donation of the emperor 
Otto Il. More than 50 manuscripts from the 
14th to the early 16th century survive, the oldest 
is probably Kraków, Biblioteka Jagiellońska, 169 
ca 1308), cf. OPPITZ no. 845. 
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WEIHENSTEPHANER CHRONIK 
Weihenstephaner Chronik 


1430s. Germany. This Bavarian prose chroni- 
cle in Early Modern German combines a world- 
history to 1433 with an extensive fantastic life of 
Charles the Great. The historical account starts 
with the beginnings of Rome and initially deals 
with episodes which can be found partly in the 
world-chronicle of > Jans der Enikel, but also in 
the Gesta Romanorum and the Legenda aurea of 
> Jacob of Voragine. From the times of Christ 
the Chronik follows closely the > Flores tempo- 
rum, adopting their division into papal and impe- 
rial history, which are alternately presented in 
sections of a hundred years. From the later 14th 
century, events from the local history of Munich 
and Bavaria are inserted, yet imperial history is 
never completely omitted. The connection tolocal 
tradition is also evoked by the embedded vita of 
Charles, which makes up about two fifths of the 
text. This locates the tale of the intrigue against 
Charles' mother Berta, who had to bring up her 
son in a mill, near the monastery of Weihen- 
stephan, where the chronicle was first discovered. 
The vita also deals with Charles’ battles and his 
alleged necrophilia. Its sources include Stricker's 
Karl and the world chronicle of Jans. 

Besides two manuscripts which only transmit 
the vita (Munich, BSB, cgm 315; Paris, Biblio- 
théque de l'Institut de France, ms. 3406), three 
copies of the complete ensemble are preserved: 
Munich, cgm 259; Vienna, ÓNB, cod. 2861 (fol- 
lowing a shortened version of Heinrich von 
Veldeke's Eneit); Wolfenbüttel, HAB, Cod. 38.28 
Aug. 2" (combined with an adaption of the Evan- 
gelium Nicodemi). Each of the manuscripts con- 
tinue independently until the third quarter of the 
15th century.

fl. 1461-96. Pomerania. Citizen of Gdańsk and 
author of a German-language Danziger Chron 
(Gdańsk city chronicle). Caspar names himself 
as the author of this, chronicle which is primarily 
concerned with theaffairs ofthe Hanseatic League. 
Although not a member of the Gdansk Patriciate, 
he was clearly involved in civic life, Prompting 
Hirscu to identify him as a member of a we]: 
documented merchant family. The chronicle coy. 
ers a vast array of local and international evenis 
of the years 1461-96 with an emphasis on those - 
which had a direct bearing on the shipping trade 
such as the War of the Roses, relations with the 
Polish crown, piracy and the weather. Caspar's 
entries are usually brief and unconnected, but 
they are in chronological order and mostly accu- 
rate. His interest in international developments of 
the 1470s, particularly those in Flanders, suggests — 
that he lived abroad during this decade. After 
1480, descriptions of the civic and political life in - 
Gdańsk, some of which are based on the notes of 
the city's chronicler Christof Beier, become more _ 
frequent and detailed. They are particularly inter- 
esting for their information about the social life 
of merchants and local building work. The chron- 
icle survives in a 16th century handwritten and.

J.M. LAPPENBERG, had access to six manuscripts 
and, inconceivably for us today, collated them to 
create one uniform edition. 

The earliest manuscript (Hanover, LB, Sam- 
melhandschrift Chronica des hertichdoms Sles- 
vig, ms. XXI, 1283), written by Cordt van Hagen 
and completed in 1543, contains a text cover- 
ing the history of Lübeck, Hamburg, Lüneburg, 
Denmark, and Holstein only from 1420 to 1532 
with a gap for the years 1475 to 1499. The second 
(Schwerin, Landesbibliothek Mecklenburg- 
Vorpommern, Neuzeitl. Hs. 32), written by a 
variety of chroniclers, comprises the years 801 to 
1532, but it is also marred by a gap for the same 
years, including 1500. 

A third version closely resembles Hanover 
XXI, 1283, but adds details for the years 1533 and 
1534 and emphasizes the history of Hamburg. 
The title in the manuscript is Eyne korte Cronike 
dusser wendeschen Stede unde lande sheffte belan- 
gende [840-1534]. This exists in two manuscripts: 
Hamburg, Stiftung Hanseatisches Wirtschaft- 
sarchiv, Safebestand Commerzbibliothek, $/333, 
and Copenhagen, Kongelige Bibliotek, Ny Kon- 
gelig Samling 285, fols. 125-185). 

A fourth version survives in just five folios in 
a late 18th-century copy (Hanover, LB, ms. XXI; 
1219), under the manuscript title Kurze Chronik 
von Stiftung des Archiepiscopats tho Hamborg an 
bis 1535, Despite its brevity, it contains a number 
of important details for years ignored in the other 
manuscripts, such as 1200, 1284, 1326, etc. The 
information for the period from 1400-68 is iden- 
tical with that contained in the other manuscripts, 
apart from a series of gaps for individual years. 

Another late manuscript (Hamburg, Stiftung 
Hanseatisches Wirtschaftsarchiv, Safebestand 
Commerzbibliothek, S/213) was copied at the 
end of the 17th century covering the years 801 to 
1530, entitled Chronick der wendschen Lande und 
Stede, kort begrevende von den tiden Caroli dess 
Groten wente an dyt Jar 1530. It closely follows the 
chronicle contained in the Schwerin manuscript. 

The last manuscript (olim Hamburg, lostin the 
Second World War) was apparently written by 
the proconsul Matthias Rheder and completed in 
1719. Three transcriptions of this exist in Copen- 
hagen. Here we are provided with most important 
data for the years 1534 to 1553. This version at 
first follows the third version (Hamburg, $/333), 
but also the fifth (Hamburg, S/213); moreover, 
there are additional remarks for the years 1484, 
1501, 1509, and 1519. With the year 1521 new

(Werl rhymed chronicle of the Soest 
feud) 


before 1463 (death of Archbishop Dietrich of 
Cologne). Germany. Authorand patron unknown. 
Written in Soest in Westphalia, Germany (there is 
also a Soest in the Netherlands), this High Ger- 
man chronicle is an important source for the 
Soest feud, and is based on official documents, let- 
ters and oral information. It describes the events 
of 1433-49, Werl was involved in the Soest Feud 
as an ally of Archbishop Dietrich, and the par- 
ticipation of Werl is particularly highlighted. The 
chronicle sides against Soest in explicit commen- 
taries, invocationsand moral disparagements. The 
account of the negotiations between the Archdio- 
cese of Cologne and the town of Soest prior to the 
outbreak of hostilities is particularly important 
for historical research, as the text includes cop- 
ies of letters between enemies and allies. Only one 
manuscript exists: Paderborn, Erzbischófliche 
Akademische Bibliothek, Pa 71, Perg. (36 folios). 
The chronicle seems to have had a very limited 
reception, though Hermann Brandis used it as a 
source for his town history of Werl in 1673.

De primordio survives in three contemporary 
manuscripts, one (Oxford, Bodleian Library, ms.

Another manuscript, the Red Book (Liber Ruber) 
of Durham, now London, Lincoln's Inn, Hale 
114 (15th century, first quarter), was based on 
a revised draft of the version in Laud Misc. 748, 
Until CRASTNER identified the Lincoln’s Inn Hales 
manuscript as the Red Book, scholars thought that 
the Red Book had been the only medieval copy of 
the chronicle and that it had been lost. The third 
manuscript, BL, Cotton Claudius D.iv, fols. 1-87 
(15th century), containing the final version and 
decorated with the arms of the monastery and 
Prior Wessington, seems to have been the pre- 
sentation copy for the conventual library. Wil- 
liam Dugdale published excerpts from the Laud 
manuscript covering 685-1085 and 1066-1283 
in Monasticon Anglicanum, vol. 1 (1655), 38-46, 
vol. 2 (1661), 845-47.

Braunsberg (Braniewo). Theologian at the uni. 
versity of Leipzig (1463 baccalaureus and senten:

Westminster Chronicle 
[Chronicon Westmonasteriense] 


ca 1386-97. England. An anonymous Latin 
chronicle covering the years 1381-94, the late 
14th-century chronicle composed at Westmin- 
ster is a principal source for the reign of Richard 
II. It appears to have been written by two anony- 
mous Benedictine monks, whom HARVEY ten- 
tatively identifies as > Richard of Cirencester 
(d. 1400) and Richard Exeter (d. 1396/97). 'The 
first (Cirencester?) covered events from 1381-83, 
whilst the second (Exeter?), wrote the remainder 
of the work from 1383-94. Whoever the chroni- 
clerswere, they had privileged accessto parliamen- 
tary records and other official documents, which 
they incorporated into their history alongside 
eyewitness accounts. Of special interest are the 
authors' recollections of contemporary responses 
to events such as the Peasants' Revolt and the 
Merciless Parliament of 1388, which provide an 
extraordinary insight into the attitudes and ide- 
ologies of late medieval society. The text survives 
uniquely in Cambridge, Corpus Christi College, 
ms. 197A, after John Malverne's continuation 
of Higden's Polychronicon, and appears to have 
been copied by the second chronicler.

(The battle of the weavers) 


late 14th century. Germany. An anonymous 
rhymed text in German about the rebellion of 
the guilds in Cologne in 1369-71, headed by the 
weavers, against the patriciate in 1369-71. It was 
written before 1396, but the oldest surviving man- 
uscript is from 1440 (Frankfurt am Main, StB & 
UB, ms. germ. oct. 26), where it follows the Reim- 
chronik der Stadt Kóln by Gottfried > Hagen. The 
480 lines of text are only a fragment, but the con- 
tinuation is related in prose in the > Cronica van 
der hilliger Stat van Coellen of 1499, which also 
contains 40 lines of verse, probably the end of the 
Weverslaicht. The author's sympathy was with 
the patriciate, although it is not certain if he was 
actually an eyewitness of the conflict. The text is a 
typical sample of the written language in Cologne 
at the time, with some traces of Dutch and Low 
German influence.

completed ca 1430. England. Latin compila- 
tion from the Cistercian Abbey of St. Mary's 
Whalley (Lancs.), in BL, Harley ms. 3600. Con: 
tains > Higden's Polychronicon to 1340, followed 
by the common "(A)" continuation of the Poly- 
chronicon to the beginning of Richard IPs reign. —

` Whalley's narrative of Richard's aborted reign 
includes details not found in most chronicles 
produced in Lancastrian England and may have 
drawn on pro-Ricardian sources from Chester, 
Richard's base of power. One passage (f. 232") says 
thatwhen Henry of Lancasterhad returned to Eng- 
land in 1399 and Richard fled to Chester, Richard 
was lured into giving himself up by a promise of 
safety, but Henry broke the oath and imprisoned 
him until he would resign to him the crown. This 
is followed by a story, paralleled nowhere else and 
inserted out of chronological order, relating that 
in 1387-88 the Lords Appellant deposed Richard 
at the battle of Radcot Bridge, and "for three days 
he remained uncrowned" (mansit discoronatus);

Whethamsted, John 
[Whethamstede, Wheathampstead; 


John Bostock] 


1392-1465. England. Benedictine monk; 
prior studentium, Gloucester College, Oxford, 
1414-17 (incepted); abbot of St. Albans, 1420-40 
and 1452-65. Evident author of two Latin regis- 
ters (from each of his abbacies) including letters, 
speeches, and poems: BL, Cotton Claudius ms. D i 
and London, College of Arms, Arundel 3. He also 
produced four compendia, three of which survive: 
the Granarium (in two parts: BL, Cotton Nero ms. 
C vi and BL, Cotton Tiberius ms. D v; excerpts 
in Oxford, Bodleian Library, ms. Bodley 585), an 
encyclopedia of historians, historical figures, and 
historical topics dedicated to Humphrey, duke of 
Gloucester; the Palearium (BL, add. ms. 26764), 
an encyclopedia of classical poetry and mythol- 
ogy; the Pabularium poetarum (BL, Egerton ms. 
646), an anthology of classical poets; and the lost 
Propinarium, which he presented to Oxford Uni- 
versity. The registers refer to lost companion vol- 
umes, evidently presenting further documents in 
the tradition of > Matthew Paris's Liber addita- 
mentorum. 

Whethamsted’s registers record St. Albans’ 
seemingly endless conflicts with local lords, 
nobles, Lollards, unruly tenants, and malfeasant 
clerics, widening to follow his and his abbey's 
encounters with events and persons occupying a 
larger stage, such as Whethamsted's journeys to 
and from the Council of Siena (1423-24), pro- 
ceedings at parliament, frequent entertainment 
and cultivation of Duke Humphrey, penetrating 


= glimpses of Henry VI, and vivid accounts of the 
_ two battles of St. Albans (1455, 1461). 


; One of the first Englishmen to be directly 
inspired by Italian humanism, Whethamsted 
Possessed a wide knowledge of ancient literature: 
he is, Summer observed, the only late-medieval 
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English writer to cite Petronius's Satyricon. The 
poems, speeches, and letters present him as a for- 
midable orator on his abbey's behalf, with a flair 
for invective. Acknowledging his connections and 
intellectual ambitions, historians such as Weiss 
spurned his humanist credentials and “sense 
of the antique", but as CLARK has recently 
shown, St. Albans cultivated classical education, 
and CARLSON describes Whethamsted's worldly 
principles of justice and rhetoric as Cicero- 
nian. Humanist aspirations and administrative 
demands probably prevented him from writing 
national history like his great predecessors at St. 
Albans, Matthew Paris and Thomas > Walsing- 
ham; instead, his registers display a life dedicated 
to cultivating internationally fashionable virtuos- 
ity and wielding it in his monastery's many legal 
and financial battles. 
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Widmer, Beatus 


1475-ca 1533. Southern Germany. Notary at 
the episcopal court in Konstanz at the onset of 
the Reformation. His German-language chroni- 
cle records current history during the lifespan of 
Emperor Maximilian I (1459-1519), including 
politics, natural phenomena and religious and 
social turmoil, as well as crimes and scandals, 
mainly in Southern Germany, the Swiss Con- 
federacy, France and Northern Italy. His most 
importantsourceisJohannes > Nauclerus' world 
chronicle and its continuation by Nicolaus Basel- 
lius, which Widmer translates partly literally into 
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German, converting it into a text of a different 
character. Furthermore, Widmer uses Petermann 
> Etterlin and Gallus > Ohem’s Cronick des got- 
zhus Rychenowe, especially for a catalogue of the 
bishops of Konstanz. The chronicle also includes 
some of Widmer's own eye-witness accounts, 
e.g. his experience of the Swabian War of 1499. 
The chronicle provides local news from Konstanz 
during the late 15th century, and is the only con- 
temporary source from this time. The text is also 
theonly chronicle written by a Catholic author, in 
contrast to the rich tradition of Protestant histori- 
cal writing in Konstanz. 

The main manuscript is Stuttgart, WLB, Stut- 
tgart. The ms. HB V 32 is apparently a draft for 
printing and contains sketches for a second part of 
the chronicle, which concerns the life of Emperor 
Charles V. Part of the chronicle—the catalogue of 
the bishops of Konstanz and the founding of the 
city—survives as a revised version in Karlsruhe, 
Generallandesarchiv, 65/11229).

Widukind of Corvey 


fl. 942-73. Germany. Monk at Corvey, West- 
phalia. Author ofa Saxon history, Rerum gestarum 
Saxonicarum libri tres. The text of the Res gestae 
is divided into three books. Book one describes 
the origins of the Saxon gens, the early history of 
the Liudolfing/Ottonian dynasty, and the reign of 
King Henry I (919-36). The second book centers 
on the reign of Otto I, ending with the death of 
Queen Edith (946). Book three considers events 
between 946 and 967/73. Widukind's history was 
much read and exploited by later authors, most 
notably the Annales Quedlinburgenses and 
-> Thietmar of Merseburg. Modern historians 
value it as the primary testimony for events such 
as the royal election of Henry I (919), Otto Ts 
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coronation at Aachen (936), and the battle of the 
Lechfeld (955). 

Widukind's Res gestae exists in three yer. 
sions. Version “A” is based on a presumed work: 
ing text that extended to the year 968. To this 
working text, version "A" adds a dedication and 
other material addressed specifically to Abbess 
Mathilda of Quedlinburg (d. 999), daughter 
of King Otto I (936-73). Widukind continued 


work on his original text (“B”), which lacked the — 


Mathildine material, adding new chapters (IIT, 
70-76) and extending coverage to 973, the year 
of Otto T's death. A third version of Widukind’s 
text (^C") covers the same material as "B", but 
includes revisions absent from both “A” and “B”. 
The “A” version of Widukind's text survives in a 
single manuscript: Dresden, Sáchsische Landes- 
bibliothek, ms. J.38. The extended text survives in 
several manuscripts of which the sole medieval 


copies are BL, Additional 31109 (12th century), — = 


Montecassino, Archivio della Badia, 298 (ca 1050), 
and Berlin, SB, Latin octavo 198 (ca 1250). 
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Wielant, Philip 
[Filips] 
1441/2-1520. Low Countries. Legal scholar. 
Oneofthe most important French-language wr! 
ers and chroniclers ofthe county of Flanders. Bort 
in Ghent, he studied law in Leuven, and enjoyed 
a career in service of the princes of Burgundy and 
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the house of Habsburg. During his career as civil 
servant of the Burgundian state, Wielant wrote 
many treatises on Law and one chronicle. He was 
mayor of Mechelen, where he died in 1520. 

Wielant probably started his chronicle, the 
Recueil des antiquités de Flandres, when he was 
appointed as Master in the Parliament of Malines 
in 1473. One autograph manuscript shows that he 
was still working on it in 1498-1500; he finished it 
ca 1512. Wielant's legal training, which is appar- 
ent in the surviving catalogue of his library, is 
reflected in his own writings, especially in his trea- 
tises, but also in his chronicle. It is divided in three 
major parts: 1. The dynastic history of the counts 
of Flanders; 2. The history of Flemish institutions 
and the rights of the Flemish; 3. Foreign policy of 
Flanders with regard to France, the Holy Roman 
Empire, Hainault, Holland, Brabant, Tournai and 
England. Wielant also treats the origins, language 
and customs of the Flemish people. 

The Recueil des antiquités marks a completely 
new approach to historiography in the Low 
Countries. It contains much information about 
institutional, juridical and monetary policy and 
the (representative) institutions of Flanders. In 
particular the second part of this chronicle shows 
a level of abstraction and analysis that is most 
often unknown to medieval chroniclers. Wie- 
lant made extensive use of the knowledge he had 
acquired during his career. Many charters were 
inserted in the Recueil. He also used the chroni- 
cles of > Alberich of Troisfontaines, > Jean de 
Langhe (John of Ypres), Adrian de> But, Jan van 
? Diksmuide and many others. 

In the 16th century the Recueil des antiquités 
was used by Jacobus Meyerus in his Rerum Flan- 
dricarum (1531). In the second half of the 16th 
century, it was translated into Dutch. Important 
manuscripts are: Brussels, KBR, 20642-68 (auto- 
graph); Brussels, KBR, 19148; 25417; Cambrai, 
BM, 701; Courtrai, BM, 151; Douai, BM, 901;

Wierstraet, Christian 


15th century. Germany. City scribe of Neuss 
near Cologne. Created a rhymed verse chronicle 
in Low German about the failed siege of the city 
by Charles the Bold (1474-1475). Wierstraet, who 
originated from Düsseldorf, had worked as a pub- 
lic notary in Neuss since ca 1471/4. The chronicle 
was completed shortly after the siege had ended, 
on 20th December 1475. Wierstraet had direct 
access to the relevant documents pertaining to the 
siege and used them intensively for his chronicle, 
which concludes with a meticulous account of all 
damages, losses and costs, and offers advice on 
how to cope with future sieges. He strove for as 
much objectivity as possible, giving credit to the 
enemy whenever this was due. 

Wierstraet used a variety of verse forms and 
arranged thetextinblocksof(usually) eight verses. 
The initial letter of each block is highlighted, thus 
forming an > acrostic running throughout the 
first 2691 lines, and a larger decorated letter indi- 
cates where a new word in the acrostic begins. 
This, probably the longest acrostic in any chron- 
icle, reads as follows: Christianus Wierstraat 
dictavit anno domini millesimo qvadrigentesimo 
septvagesimo quinto et complevit in profesto Beati 
Thome Apostoli ad honorem Domini Nostri Ihesw 
Cristi et gloriose Virginis Marie ac Beati Martiris 
Sancti Qwirini necnon ad perpetuam rei memo- 
riam o felix Colonia o pulchra Nwssia hec vobis 
mittit dictamina. 

The chronicle was printed in 1476 (Cologne: 
Arnold Therhoernen), the first of its kind, and 
reprinted in 1497 (Cologne: Johann Koelhoff Jr.). 
A High German version appeared in 1564, prob- 
ably transcribed by Wilhelm Kirchhof. 
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WIGAND VON MARBURG 


Wigand von Marburg 


fl. 1409. Germany. Author of a Middle High 
German rhymed chronicle on the history of the 
Teutonic Order in the 14th century Wigand, 
whose home is generally supposed to be Marburg, 
though Maribor in Slovenia has recently also been 
proposed, is documented in the Tresslerbuch (a 
list of the Order's expenditures), which records 
that in 1409 he acted as a herald in the service of 
the Teutonic Order. Presumably the Grand Mas- 
ter Konrad of Wallenrod commissioned Wigand's 
chronicle; the principal source is the > Chronica 
Olivensis, embellished with material gathered 
orally and Wigand's own experiences. Only ten 
fragments of the German text survive, just 645 
lines of an original 16500-17000, but a shortened 
Latin translation made in 1464 by Konrad > Ges- 
selen for the Polish historian Jan 2 Dlugosz pro- 
vides a good impression at least of the contents 
of Wigand's work. As far as the fragmentary tra- 
dition allows us to judge, Wigand's forte is the 
liveliness of his narrative style, achieved not least 
because the military conflicts reported by him not 
only form the pivotal points in his concept of his- 
tory, but also represent the self-sufficient central 
aim of his account. Wigand is not interested in 
bringing out the interrelations between and the 
background of the events. The fragments, which 
represent two closely related manuscripts, are 
distributed between three libraries: Vienna, ZDO, 
Hs. 565; Munich cgm 5249/24m; Karlsruhe, LB, 
Don. A III 9a, 9b and 10. 
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Wigmore Abbey Chronicles 


13th/14th century, late 14th century and 15th 
century. England. Three chronicles in Anglo- 
Norman and Latin, written at and for the Augus- 
tinian Abbey of Wigmore in Herefordshire, 

1) The Anglo-Norman Wigmore Abbey Chronicle 
is a rare narrative of the lengthy foundation 
and early endowments of a 12th-century reli. 
gious house; it also contains much information 
on the Mortimer family who were the Abbey's 
main patrons. The account ends in the mid-13th 
century, and it is bound with extensive Latin 
Mortimer genealogies in the sole surviving late 
14th-century manuscript, University of Chicago 
Library, ms. 224. The Anglo-Norman chronicle 
and the genealogies were first published in Dug- 
dale's Monasticon Anglicanum (vol. 2 [1661], 
213-29), which still offers the only printed edition 
of the Mortimer genealogies. (Also see > Genea- 
logical Chronicles in Anglo-Norman.) 

2) An important continuation of > Higden's 
Latin Polychronicon written at Wigmore after 
1377 survives in one manuscript, Dublin, Trinity 
College, E. 2. 25. 

3) Unedited but historically valuable 15th- 
century Wigmore annals are found in Man- 
chester, John Rylands Library, ms. Latin 215.

fl. 1455-60. Germany. Otherwise unknown 
author of a Hessische Chronik (Hessian Chrom 
icle). Wilhelm names himself as the owner of 
now lost manuscript containing devotional tex 
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and annalistic notes for the years 1455-60 written 
in the margins of the first and last pages (Metz, 
BM, ms. 599, olim H 34, fol. 2-4" and 284*-286"). 
The notes, written in Latin and German, are not 
in chronological order. As the cities Kassel and 
pransfeld are mentioned, it can be assumed that 
they were written in this area. Opening with an 
account ofan infestation of mice, they clearly con- 
centrate on local problems such as'floods, famines 
and other natural phenomena while treating 
larger political events cursorily.

fl. 1445-1507. Germany. Author of a world 
chronicle in German. Born probably around 1445 
in Huissen (near Arnhem), he studied (already as a 
clericus) in Leuven and Cologne (no academic degree 
known). According to Johannes > Trithemius' 
Catalogus. illustrium virorum, the main source 
for Wilhelm's biography besides Rutger Sycam- 
ber (1456-1514?), he later became Augustinian 
canon at Frankenthal and parson at Dirmstein 
(near Worms). Trithemius praises him as a phi- 
losopher, an astronomer and a writer of broad 
literary output. However, nothing of this has sur- 
vived except for the Kleines Empyreal, which con- 
tains the chronicle. 

"The Kleines Empyreal is an encyclopaedic com- 
pendium in seven books. It was written around 
1491/1493 and is known from only one manu- 
script (Góttingen, SB & LB, 8" cod. ms. theol. 294 
cim.). The fifth book gives a kurtze historie nach 
Cristi gebortt (short history of the times from 
the birth of Christ, fol. 158") to the 15th century. 
Wilhelm kept company with the great human- 
ists of his time, including Konrad > Celtis and 
Johannes Reuchlin, as well as probably with 
Trithemius himself. A letter printed in the Cata- 
logus dated 12th August 1507 is his last sign of life. 
The anonymous Latin translation of the Kleines 
Empyreal (Vatican, BAV, pal. lat. 1379) was made 
per auscultacionem et emendacionem Guilhelmi 
Veldici (under the auspicies and with the cor- 
rections of Wilhelm, fol. 123"). 


WILLEM OF BERCHEM 
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Willelmus Procurator 
[Willelmus Jacobi] 


ca 1295-1335. Low Countries, Chaplain to the 
Brederode family, after 1322 monk and procura- 
tor in the monastery of Egmond (North Holland). 
Author of an annalistic chronicle, a continuation 
ofthe > Annales Egmondenses from 1168 to 1332, 
in Latin prose, with some epic verse recapitulating 
the events. The style of the prose is idiosyncratic, 
with much rhyme, though the author's ineptitude 
in rhyming often makes it difficult to understand. 

Willelmus uses the chronicle of > Martin of 
Opava (until 1277) as an important source, and 
illustrates his chronicle with several tales to com- 
ment on moral issues. Other sources are not easy 
to track, but because of the position of the author 
in the monastery of Egmond the chronicle has 
much information about the correspondence 
of, for example, the count of Holland and of the 
bishop of Utrecht. This information seems to be 
correct, and some unique letters are reproduced, 
The chronicle is transmitted in a single manu- 
script, probably an autograph: Hamburg, SB & 
UB, cod. hist. 17. The chronicle presents an edu- 
cated man's view on the history of his own time, 
in the first place by the inserted moral tales.

Willem of Berchem 


ca 1415/20-post-1481. Low Countries. Priest 
from Guelders, who wrote several Latin chronicles 
about Guelders, Brabant, Holland, Liége, and some 
noble families. Born in Nijmegen, Willem studied in 
Cologne during the 1430s. From 1452 onwards he is 
mentioned as a priest of the church of St. Steven

(the parish church of Nijmegen), as a notary, and 
as a priest of the parish church of Niel and Cuijk. 
In 1475 he became canon of the St. Steven. 

The Gelderse kroniek is Willem's most impor- 
tant work. Together with the chronicles of the 
group > Beginsel des lantz van Gelre, the Gelderse 
kroniek is at the base of the Guelders historio- 
graphical tradition. Willem is the first author to 
explain the origin of Guelders with the story 
about two brothers who would have killed a beast 
that cried ‘Gelre, Gelre’. The chronicle has come 
down to us in two editions. Gelderse kroniek I 
was probably written around 1465. It covers the 
period from the supposed foundation of the castle 
of Nijmegen by Julius Caesar until 1465. While 
the description of the period 1402-65 in the first 
edition is very brief, the second edition, finished 
after 1481, is very detailed about the 15th century. 
This Gelderse kroniek II is written from a firm, 
anti-Burgundian point of view. Willem has scru- 
pulously used a great variety of sources, including 
charters, Johannes de > Beke's Chronographia, 
and the > Chronicon Tielense. The most impor- 
tant manuscript is: Nijmegen, Gemeentearchief, 
Collectie handschriften no 31, fol. 4-96". 

A second Guelders chronicle by Willem is the 
Cronica brevis illustrium ac magnificorum princi- 
pum domus Geldrie, written around 1480, trans- 
mitted in Arnhem, Gelders Archief, voorl. inv. nr. 
120. The Cronica brevis focusses on the genealogy 
of the subsequent “prefects”, counts and dukes of 
Guelders, starting with the above mentioned story 
about the killing of the beast. In contrast to the 
Kroniek van Gelre, the Cronica brevis offers a con- 
tinuous genealogy. In order to do this, Willem has 
used genealogical information from chronicles of 
the group Beginsel des lantz van Gelre, which was 
only available after 1477, and combined it with 
information from his own Kroniek van Gelre. 
Willem's authorship is controversial, because the 
content of the Cronica brevis is in some respects 
inconsistent with the Gelderse kroniek. 

The remaining work of Willem van Berchen 
has come down to us in an autograph compila- 
tion which the author made between ca 1465 
and 1480: Brussels, KBR, 8037-8050, autograph. 
This compilation consists of a chronicle of Bra- 
bant, two chronicles of Holland, a chronicle of 
the bishops of Liége, five chronicles concerning a 
number of noble families from the border region 
between Guelders and Holland, and a history of 
Troy. Some ofthese works are very short. Perhaps 
the rise of the Burgundian power in the Nether- 
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lands, even in Guelders, inspired Willem to write 
these chronicles. The most extensive chronic], 
of the compilation is the Cronica Brabantigg 
written in the early 1470s. It deals with the his: 
tory of Brabant from Noah and Priamus on tg 
the year 1470. Among other things, the chronicle 
recounts the legend of Silvius Brabon. The sources 
are directly or indirectly: the Genealogie van 
Godfried met den Baert, > Jan van Boendale'y 
Brabantsche Yeesten, the > Chronica de origine 
ducum Brabantiae, and the > Chronicon ducum 
Brabantiae. 

The chronicles on Holland are: De primeva 
origine comitatus Hollandie et Zelandi ac civitatis 
Traiectensis and the Cronica comitum Hollandie, 
Zelandi aut dominorum Frisie. Both are written 
between 1473-78. The very short first chroni- 
cle, concerning the period from the fall of Troy 
until Willibrord, functions as an introduction to 
the second one, that covers the period from the 
alleged institution of the county of Holland by 
Charles the Bald in 863, until the year 1478. The 
last part of the Cronica comitum Hollandie con: 
sists of the so-called Historia captivitatis Adolphi 
on the conquest of Guelders by Charles the Bold, 
The Historia captivitatis is afterwards inserted in 
the second edition of the De nobili principatu 
Gelrie et eius origine. The sources of the two chron- 
icles are directly or indirectly: the > Goutsch 
Cronijxcken, the Overoude tafelen,-> Theodericus 
Pauli's Chronicon Hollandiae, and the > Chroni- 
con Tielense. 

The chronicle on the bishops of Liége is entitled 
Cronice breves ecclesiarum Tungrensis, Traiect- 
ensis et Leodiensis, written ca 1475. It covers the 
period from Maternus, the alleged first bishop. 
of Tongeren, who would have lived in the first 
century AD, until 1430. Little is known about this 
chronicle. 

The chronicles on the noble families, all written - 
around 1475, are entitled: Cronica brevis domi- 
norum Egmondensium (with an addition from 
ca 1486); De dominis de Arkel, De origine et domi- 
nis dominii de Culenborch, De origine dominii — 
de Huesden et de Althena. These chronicles 
show similarities with the work of Theodericus 
> Pauli. Parts of the first two chronicles, about 
the families of Egmond and Arkel, are inserted 
into the Gelderse kroniek II. Perhaps Willem 
wrote these to add lustre to dukes of Guelders 
who were descended from the families of. Egmond 
and Arkel. The Arkel-chronicle is dedicated to 
Willem van Egmond, the brother of duke Arnold 
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of Guelders. According to Willem, the dynasty 


i of Egmond was descended from the Frisian king 


Ra dbod; the dynasty of Arkel descended from the 
Trojans. Finally, the compilation contains a very 


short history of Troy, also written around 1475. 
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William of Apulia 
[Guglielmo di Puglia] 


late 11th, early 12th century. Southern Italy. 
Author ofa Latin verse history of Norman activi- 
ties under Robert Guiscard. Nothing is known 
of William's background or social status, though 
he was probably from Apulia. He began the Gesta 
Roberti Wiscardi at some point between 1088 
and 1098, and finished writing before 1111. This 
five-book epic, written in Latin hexameters, deals 
with early Norman history, beginning with the 
arrival of the first Norman pilgrims in South- 
ern Italy and ending with the death of Guiscard. 
The book is dedicated to Duke Roger Borsa, and 
to Pope Urban II, who had encouraged William 
to write. 

Besides the oral reports of contemporaries of 
Guiscard, William's main sources were the His- 
toria Normannorum of > Amatus of Monte- 
cassino, the > Annales Barenses, the > Anonymi 
Barensis Chronicon and the Annales of > Lupus 
Apulus Protospatharius. The aim of the Gesta was 
to provide a panegyric depiction of the Guiscard's 
conquests, his investiture as duke of Apulia and 
Calabria, the Apulian uprising and the campaign 
against the Byzantine Emperor Alexios I Komne- 
nos (1081-1118). 

William's work circulated in Normandy in 
two medieval manuscripts, one of which survives: 
Avranches, BM, ms. 162. 
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William of Brittany 
[Guillaume le Breton, William Brito, 
Guillelmus Armoricus] 


ca 1165-post 1226. France. Author of Latin 
histories in praise of Philip-Augustus. Born in 
the diocese of St. Pol de Léon, William moved to 
Mantes at the age of twelve. After attending school 
in Paris where he met Gilles de Paris, he joined the 
entourage of Philip-Augustus (Philip H of France) 
before the end of the century, eventually becom- 
inghis chaplain. He accompanied him at the siege 
of Cháteau-Gaillard (1203), in Flanders (1213) 
and at the Battle of Bouvines (1214). He was fre- 
quentlysentto Rometo obtain the pope'sapproval 
for the divorce of Philip-Augustus from Inge- 
borg of Denmark. Afterwards he was entrusted 
with the education of the king's illegitimate 
son Pierre Charlot. In 1219 he was named among 
the canons of Senlis, and he also appears to have 
been a canon of St. Pol de Léon. 

William wrote two important histories of the 
king, a proseaccountofhisreign, the Gesta Philippi 
Augusti, and a verse Philippeis. The former was 
undertaken after the battle of Bouvines, between 
1216 and 1220, as a reworking and continuation 
of > Rigord’s little-circulated and somewhat 
critical account of the king. William toned down 
the criticism of Rigord, shortened his text, added 
a preface concerning the origins of the Franks 
and continued the account up to 1220. (Rigord’s 
text, interrupted by his death in 1206, had been 
continued up to 1208 by an anonymous monk.) 
After William's death the monks of St. Denis 
used his notes to continue the account up to the 
end of Philip’s reign (1223), the most important 
addition concerning the siege of Chateau-Gail- 
lard. Six manuscripts survive, the most reliable 
being Vatican, BAV, ottob. lat. 1472, The text 
was first printed by P. Pithou, Historiae Franco- 
rum ab anno Christi DCCC ad ann. MCCLXXXV 
scriptores, 1596. 

The Philippeis, a poem of more than 9000 lines, 
was inspired by Walter of Chátillon's Alexandreis, 





and originally copied its ten-book construction; 
Written in three years, sometime between 1214. 


and 1219, it was reworked and corrected by wil: 
liam between 1224 and 1226. A third and final 
version was dedicated to Louis VIII and his half: 
brother Pierre Charlot before 1226, William 
allowed himself some poetic digressions, discuss: 
ing the geography, produce and activities of the 
regions mentioned in the prose account. He also 
invented long harangues for the English kings 
Richard 1, and John, Renaud de Dammartin, Otto 
of Braunschweig, with Philip's measured, sober 
replies. The first version is extant in Vatican; 
BAV, regin. lat. 1383, the second in Paris, BnF, 
lat. 5952, the third in London, BL, add. ms. 21212; 
A medieval French translation is to be found in 
the Chantilly-Vatican compilation: BAV, regin; 
lat, 624 & Chantilly, Condé. 869. The text was first 
edited by Pierre Pithou. 
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William of Glastonbury 
[William Glastynbury] 


fl. mid-15th century. England. Benedictine 
monk and chronicler of the priory of Christ 
Church, Canterbury, who became fourth prior, 
as he notes in the entry for 1438. His Latin annals 
(1419-48), preserved in a 15th-century manu- 
script (Oxford, Corpus Christi College, ms. 256), 
cover much of the same period as those of his fel- 
low monk at Christ Church, John > Stone, but 
there is little duplication. The chronicle also con- 


tains descriptions of the church building, particu- 


larly scenes in the twelve choir windows. It has 
the overall appearance ofa diary or commonplac 
book, intended for private use. 
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william of Jumiéges 
[Guillelmus Calculus, monachus 
Gemmeticensis] » 


11th century. Normandy. Monk of the abbey 
of Jumiéges. Nothing is known of William of 
Jumiàges except that about 1050 he started his 
Gesta Normannorum Ducum, a seven-book his- 
tory of Normandy from the earliest Viking leaders 
to William the Conqueror, to whom he addressed 
the dedicatory epistle. Books 1-4, dealing with 
Hasting, Rollo, William Longsword and Richard 
I, are an abridged version of > Dudo's De mori- 
bus. Books 5-7 recount the reigns of Richard II, 
Richard III, Robert the Magnificent and William 
the Conqueror, based largely on oral sources and 
eyewitness accounts. After 1067, probably at the 
request of Duke William, he added a few chap- 
ters on the conquest of England. The survival of 
48 manuscripts testifies to the great popularity of 
the work: The earliest and best (late 11th-early 
12th century) is Oxford, Bodleian Library, ms. 
Bodley 517. Various anonymous redactors revised 
the text, but the most important changes were 
made by two 12th-century historians, > Orderic 
Vitalis and > Robert of Torigni, the latter mak- 
ing many additions, including a final book on 
Henry I. 
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WILLIAM OF MALMESBURY 


William of Malmesbury 


ca 1095-ca 1142. England. Benedictine monk 
of Malmesbury, Wiltshire. William was a prolific 
writer of chronicles, who worked from a wide 
range of sources. In his earlier works he strove to 
remain neutral as a scholar, favouring neither the 
Normans nor the English during a time of heated 
debates, as he systematically cited and collated his 
source texts, carefully noting the connections and 
disparities between them. He revised his writings 
over the course of his career, showing a lifelong 
interest in scholarship. He was influenced not 
only by histories of his own land, including those 
by > Gildas, > Nennius, and > Bede, as well as 
the > Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, but also by Euro- 
pean historians, such as > Suetonius, > William 
of Jumiéges, and > William of Poitiers. Wil- 
liam of Malmesbury's writing is by no means dry 
annalistic history; he incorporates vivid descrip- 
tions, telling dialogues, and witty humour into his 
Latin prose texts, 

The Gesta Regum Anglorum, also sometimes 
called De Gestis Regum, covers English history 
from the arrival of the Romans under Julius Cae- 
sar to 1120. The first version was completed ca 
1125, while the revised second and third versions 
were completed ca 1135-1140. The arrangement 
of the textis mainly by regnal histories, with eccle- 
siastical and legendary materials interspersed 
throughout. The first book covers the Romans 
and the Saxon kingdoms; the second, the West 
Saxons to the Norman Conquest; the third, Wil- 
liam the Conqueror; while the fourth and fifth 
extend to 1120, including an account of the First 
Crusade. While the majority of his sources are 
still available today, some, including a version of 
the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle and a life of Athelstan 
have been lost, making these parts of the Gesta 
Regum Anglorum particularly valuable, At least 
25 medieval manuscripts of the chronicle sur- 
vive, testifying to its widespread popularity in the 
Middle Ages. The text was published by Sir Henry 
Savile in his collection Rerum Anglicarum Scrip- 
tores post Bedam (1596). 

The Historia Novella, as its name indicates, 
was meant as a continuation of the Gesta Regum 
Anglorum. Dedicated to Robert, Earl of Glouces- 
ter, the son of Henry I, it is structured in three 
books running from the later part of the reign of 
Henry I to 1142, It is particularly valuable for its 
depiction of the struggles between King Stephen 
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and Empress Maud, and ends with Maud's escape 
from Oxford in 1142. There is an indication in the 
text that the history would be continued, but it was 
not, suggesting that the date of composition was 
1142. Unlike William's other works, the Historia 
Novella eschews overt description, dialogue and 
humour, focussing instead on the events of the 
civil war, displaying a clear affinity toward Maud 
and Earl Robert. While the chronicle is patchy in 
places, it is valuable as a point of contrast with the 
histories of > Henry of Huntingdon, the > Gesta 
Stephani, and other contemporary texts. 

Wiliams Gesta Pontificum Anglorum cov- 
ers the ecclesiastical history of England from the 
conversion to Christianity until 1125. It contains 
five books, moving geographically through- 
out the country, providing descriptions of both 
religious institutions and their leaders as well as 
interspersed hagiographical accounts. The first 
book discusses the archbishops of Canterbury 
and the bishops of Rochester. The second book 
moves from London to the East Saxon and East 
Anglian bishops to Wessex, Winchester, Wells, 
Glastonbury, and other houses in the surround- 
ing areas. The third book concentrates on the 
North, discussing the archbishops of Yorkand the 
bishops of Lindisfarne and Durham. The fourth 
book shifts its attention to Worcester, Hereford, 
Lichfield, and Ely. The fifth book is dedicated to a 
lengthy life of Saint Aldhelm, the co-founder of 
Malmesbury Abbey. Throughout the text William 
provides geographical descriptions of towns and 
cities, along with many detailed biographical nar- 
ratives. The text was reproduced and dispersed 
throughout England, surviving in at least 19 man- 
uscripts. The autograph copy, Oxford, Magdalen 
College, ms. 172, is small enough to have been 
carried about as a travel guide. 

Two other works of lesser importance are also 
attributed to William: the De Antiquitate Glaston- 
iensis Ecclesiae (s.v., > John of Glastonbury) and 
a Life of Saint Dunstan. Willliam's influence as an 
historian was widespread; his writings were used 
as sources by > Geoffrey of Monmouth, > Ralph 
of Diceto, > Gervase of Canterbury, Symeon 
of Durham, > Roger of Howden, > Walter of 
Coventry, Roger of Wendover, > Matthew 
Paris, > Vincent of Beauvais, > Ranulf Higden, 
John of Glastonbury, the author of the > Eulo- 
gium historiarum, and numerous post-medieval 
writers. 
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William of Newburgh 
[Wilhelmus Neubrigensis] 


1136-ca 1198. England. Canon of the Augus- 
tinian Priory of Newburgh in Yorkshire. The 
author of the Latin prose Historia Rerum Augli- 
carum, William of Newburgh is respected as a 
critical writer of history. His Historia, which, 
according to his opening letter, Ernald Abbot of 
Rievaulx asked him to write, covers the period - 
in English history from the Norman Conquest 
to ca 1198. William's prologue praises > Gildas 
and > Bede for their truthful histories of Britain, 
but delivers a stinging criticism of > Geoffrey of 
Monmouth's Historia, in which he sees no schol- 
arly value. Rather, William sees Geoffrey's text as 
hyperbolic and fantastical, observing that profecto 
minimum digitum sui Arturigrossiorem facit dorso 
Alexandri Magni (he certainly makes Arthur's 
little finger broader than the back of Alexander 
the Great). Thus, William firmly sets himselfupin — 
an opposing camp to the highly popular Geoffrey 
and his followers. : 

He begins the historical part of his chronicl 
with a brief overview of events from the Norman 
Conquest to 1135, before devoting 29 chapters to 
thereign ofStephen. His treatment of history after 
1154 is comprehensive, addressing not only th 
English rulers, but also the Scóttish leaders and 
their people, events in Wales, and ecclesiastical 
affairs. William's focus is not limited to the Bri 
ish Isles; he also writes about the Crusades and 
the Holy Land. His discussions of anti-Jewish 
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biases in England during the Crusades paint 
vivid pictures of the prejudices of his time. Wil- 


sources include > Symeon of Durham, 
> Henry of Huntingdon, Jordan > Fantosme 


and the > Itinerarium Peregrinorum et Gesta 


Regis Ricardi. He also relies on personal accounts 
from fellow monks, and provides valuable details 
on the histories not only of Newburgh but also 
of other houses in his area, including Rievaulx, 
Fountains and Byland and interweaving material 
on the archbishopric of York and the bishopric 
of Durham. Thus, his text is particularly valuable 
as a contemporary record of Northern history. 
His ability to describe famous figures with clear 
details, often in the form of an obituary, shows 
William’s skill as a writer. While he is, for the 
most part, impartial and scholarly in his presenta- 
tion of historical events, his writing does reveal a 
bias against the English governmentand, at times, 
against the Scottish people, Despite his stated dis- 
taste for fantastical narratives, he does include 
tales of the unnatural. 

Though less influential than Geoffrey's chroni- 
cle, William's was used by later historians, includ- 
ing John > Rous and Polidoro > Virgilio. An 
autograph manuscripthas not survived; BL, Stowe 
ms. 62, which was copied just before or shortly 
after William's death and held at Newburgh pri- 
ory, contains the oldest surviving version of the 
chronicle. London, Lambeth Palace Library, ms. 
73 (13th century) provides text for leaves which 
arenow missing in the Stowe manuscript. At least 
two other, later, copies, survive. William's chron- 
icle was published by Silvius (Antwerp 1567), 
Picard (Paris 1610), and Hearne (Oxford 1719). 
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WILLIAM OF PUYLAURENS 


William of Poitiers 
[Guillaume de Poitiers; Guillelmus 
Pictaviensis] 


1020?-post-1087. Normandy. Cleric close to 
William the Conqueror. Author of Gesta Guil- 
lelmi ducis Normannorum et regis Anglorum. 
> Orderic Vitalis informs us that William of 
Poitiers was born into a noble Norman family, 
and was educated at Poitiers before embracing 
an ecclesiastical career, first as chaplain to Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, then as archdeacon of the 
diocese of Lisieux. Just before 1071 he composed 
the Gesta Guillelmi, a biography of the duke-king, 
covering the period 1035-67. In a Latin prose style 
that owes much to his classical models, Caesar, 
Cicero and Sallust, William first treats the main 
exploits of the duke during the pacification of the 
Duchy of Normandy and then the conquest of 
England. The work is both history and panegyric. 
The author uses his own eyewitness knowledge 
of events and the oral accounts of eyewitnesses, 
while astutely resorting to rhetoric to justify the 
Conqueror's claims to the throne of England. Two 
lost manuscripts were used by Orderic, > Wil- 
liam of Malmesbury and > Robert of Torigni. 
One of these, lacking the first and last folios, was 
the basis for Duchesne's 1619 edition. 
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William of Puylaurens . 
[Guillelmus de Podio Laurentii] 


ca 1200-ca 1276. France. Born in Toulouse. 
Rector of the church of Puylaurens 1237-45, offi- 
cial of Bishops and Count of Toulouse 1238-49. 
His purpose was to record Catholic efforts to 
eliminate heresy in southern France over a period 
of nearly seventy years. Much of his information

is derived from his own experiences or from key 
figures whom he knew personally. He also used 
the accounts of ? Petrus Vallium Sarnaii and of 
the two authors of the > Chanson de la Croisade 
contre les Albigeois, as well as official documents. 
He daes not provide a detailed narrative of the 
wars, but his thematic and chronological range 
is much greater than that of these predecessors. 
Moreover, since he was still writing in 1274, his 
perspective was framed by a much longer-term 
view. His value is that of a well-informed ortho- 
dox observer, much less partisan than other con- 
temporaries, and thus able to offer insights into 
the attitudes of the parties involved, including 
Simon de Montfort, the counts of Toulouse, the 
French kings, the bishops, the inquisitors, the 
local nobility and the heretics. The text is com- 
plete in the Paris manuscript, (BnF, lat. 5212, 
early 14th century) and large portions were cop- 
ied by > Bernard Gui in his Flores Chronicorum 
and Comites Tolosani. Further copies are extant 
from the 16th century. 
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William of Rubruck 
[Guillelmus de Rubruquis] 


ca 1215/20-1293. France, Asia. Franciscan 
author ofa Latin account of attempt to Christian- 
ise the Mongols. Born in Rubrouck (Southern 
Flanders), William joined the Crusade in 1248, 
probably in the entourage of St. Louis. He stayed 
in St. Jean d'Acre until 1253 when the report ofa 
Mongolkhan'sconversionto Christianity inspired 
him to spread the Gospel among his people. With 
aletter of recommendation from Louis, he went to 
the Great Khan Móngke in Karakorum, but failed 
to receive the latter's approval. On his return to 
St. Jean d'Acre in the spring of 1255, William 
delivered the threatening reply of Móngke, who 
wanted Louis to become his vassal, along with a 
detailed account of his journey, the Itinerarium 
fratris Willelmi de Rubruk de ordine fratrum mino- 
rum ad partes orientales. The work contains pre- 
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feit obliged to conform. William also remarks on 
the favourable opinions of Peter the Venerable 
and St. Bernard. 

In the final book the text becomes closer to a 
chronicle. Appointed to rule the country while 
the king was on Crusade, Suger put down any 
Jawlessness caused by the king’s absence. The 
upkeep of the royal residences and the salaries of 
the guards were financed with his own money, 
since the taxes raised were either sent to the king 
or banked for him.

When 
the king’s brother returned from the Crusade 
there was an attempt by his followers to usurp the 
throne, but William states that he will not name 
those involved. Suger quelled the plot. He wanted 
to organise a new Crusade, but was prevented by 
ill-health and was reduced to providing finance 
for it. Attached to the Vita is the letter William 
sent around the country announcing Suger’s 
death, accompanied by a verse epitaph. The text 
is extant in a unique 12th-century manuscript, 
Paris, BnF, lat. 14192.

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William of Tyre 
[Guillelmus Tyrius, Guillaume de Tyr] 


ca 1130-85. France and Palestine. Born in the 
Latin Kingdom of Jerusalem of French or Italian 
stock. After a lengthy period of study in France 
and Lombardy (ca 1146-65), he returned to the 
East where he rose to prominence as a churchman 
(Archdeacon of Tyre, 1167; Archbishop of Tyre, 
1174) and royal servant (Chancellor, 1174-85) 
in the reigns of Amalric 1 (1163-74) and his son, 
Baldwin IV (1174-85). William's Chronicle of 
2 the Latin Kingdom was commissioned by Amal- 
ne Tin the late 1160s. Written in Latin prose, it is 
divided into 23 books, each, except the last, sub- 
divided into 20 to 30 or more chapters. A lengthy 
Work, it extends to nearly 1000 pages in the most 
recent scholarly edition and covers the history of 
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the Crusades and of the Latin East from the ante- 
cedents of the First Crusade up to the year 1184, 
at which point (Book 23, 1) it breaks off abruptly. 
The exact year of William's demise (1184, 1185 or 
1186) is uncertain. 

The chronicle, known as Historia rerum in 
partibus transmarinis gestarum (History of event 
across the sea), is an account of the first cru- 
sade and of the subsequent political history of 
the Kingdom of Jerusalem, designed in the first 
instance for the information, entertainment and 
edification of William's contemporaries and suc- 
cessors in the East. In the course of writing, how- 
ever, he sought also to address the wider audience 
of Latin Christendom, though his readership 
would necessarily have been restricted to the cler- 
ically educated. He respects the facts, but he is not 
impartial; his agenda is to celebrate past achieve- 
ments and to promote a sympathetic understand- 
ing of the Latin East, favouring its lay leadership 
and criticising pilgrims, immigrants and the Mili- 
tary Orders. 

The Latin text survives in seven manuscripts 
and a fragment, the best of which are Vatican, 
BAV, lat, 2002 (ca 1200); Paris, BnF, lat. 17801 
(before 1207); and London, BL, Royal ms. 14.C.X 
(first half, 13th century). The London manuscript 
belongs to a group which Huygens describes as 
“a medieval critical edition". An editio princeps by 
Poyssenot appeared in Basel in 1549, 

Some time between 1205 and ca 1234, to judge 
from internal evidence, William's chronicle was 
translated into Old French by a western cleric 
who had visited the Holy Land. This version is 
known as the Eracles after the name of the sev- 
enth-century Byzantine emperor, Heraklios in 
the opening sentence. The translator adapted 
William's chronicle to suita western lay audience, 
possibly the Capetian court and the nobility of 
north-central France. He may have worked from 
a now lost manuscript of the Chronica and may 
also have drawn on the > Chanson d'Antioche 
and the chronicles of > Raymond of Aguilers, 
> Fulcher of Chartres and > Albert of Aachen. 
His work celebrates the feudal, knightly ethos and 
has been likened to a prose epic. 

The manuscript tradition attests to the popu- 
larity of the Eracles: 51 manuscripts of the trans- 
lation dating from before 1500 are extant in 
public collections. In only six manuscripts does 
the translation stand alone, ending where William 
broke off in 1184; in the remainder it has a variety 
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of continuations, added cumulatively by anony- 
mous compilers throughout the 13th century, 
and extending to 1232, 1261 or beyond to 1275 
or 1277. Asa historical source, the continuations 
should be treated with caution because of their 
distance in time from the earlier events that they 
recount, and the unknown agenda of their vari- 
ous compilers. The manuscripts with texts closest 
to the original translation are Paris, BnF, fr. 2627, 
2826 and 9081 (with no continuation); London, 
BL, Henry Yates Thompson ms.12 and Paris, BnF, 
fr. 67 (with continuations to 1232); and Baltimore, 
Walters Art Gallery, ms. 142 (with the “Rothelin” 
continuation to 1261). The established classifica- 
tion of the manuscripts is based on the end-date 
of the continuations, but this grouping does not 
take account of the fact that the different textual 
elements form constantly shifting patterns, so the 
relationship between manuscripts changes from 
one section of text to the next. A significant group 
of illustrated manuscripts was copied in the East 
before the fall of Acre in 1291 and is of particular 
interest to art historians. 

In 1481, William > Caxton published an Eng- 
lish version, translated from the French rather 
than the Latin. 
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orary historians such as Eneas Sylvius > Pic- 
colomini, Marcantonio Coccio > Sabellico, 
Flavio > Biondo and Robert > Gaguin. Impor- 
< tant parts ofthe historical research had been done 
- some time earlier on Wimpfeling's proposal by

Rather than presenting a history, the Epitome, 
a rather short work for its scope, aims to glorify 
the cultural achievements of the Germans and to 
construct a common German history from antiq- 
uity to Wimpfeling’s own time. In the tradition of 
the ancient res gestae it praises nobilitas, fide, con- 
stantia et veracitas and the ingenious spirit of the 
Germans. Wimpfeling also presents the German 
Empire as the legitimate heir and successor of the 
Ancient Roman Empire. In this context, Wimpfel- 
inginsertsshortbio-bibliographical notesonsome 
early German humanists and Catholic reformers 
such as Nicholas of Kues (Cusanus), Gabriel Biel, 
Rudolph Agricola, Johannes Regiomontanus and 
Heinrich Friso. The text was first published 1505 
by Johann Prüss. There is no modern edition. 


Williram of Ebersberg 


died 3rd January 1085. Germany. Monk ang 
scholar at the Benedictine monastery of Ebers- 
berg in Bavaria. Williram is best known for his 
immensely influential Old High German transla- 
tion and commentary on the Song of Solomon; 
but he also wrote a life of St. Aurelius, some 
poetry, and probably a chronicle and cartulary of 
his monastery, all in Latin. 

The authorship of the short Chronicon Eber- 
spergense [antiquius] is not undisputed, but the 
consensus since Hunat’s edition of the cartulary 
sees the allegorical elements and the wording ofa 
complaint about illiterate clerics as distinctively 
Williram's. The chronicle, which covers the years 
880-1045, is followed in the manuscript by the 
cartulary, to which it is obviously a historical pref- 
ace aimed at securing the rights of the monastery, 
It links the history of the monastery to that of the 
family of its founder, in particular to Ulrich von 
Ebersberg (d. 1029). The sole manuscript is the 
lith-century Munich, Bayerisches Hauptstaat- 
sarchiv, KL Ebersberg 2. 

Some time after 1246, the text was reworked in 
the Chronicon Eberspergense posterius, covering — 
the years 900-1045.

1450-1528. Germany. Poet and rector of the 
University of Heidelberg. His Epitome Rerum 
Germanicarum are considered as the first printed 
history of the Germans as a nation. Wimpfeling 
starts with a brief description of the five legen 
ary Germanic tribes mentioned by Pliny. Other 
sources are the > Annales Mettenses Prior 
> Otto of Freising and printed works of conte! 
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the holograph of the Chronica chronicarum, 
Cambridge, Corpus Christi College, ms. 157, 
pp. 29-34). The main interest of this section lies 
in what it reveals of the influence of the chrono- 
logical theories of > Marianus Scotus in 12th- 
century England: the years of the Lord are here 
specified according to the revised AD dating 
of Marianus as well as the more usual dating 
of Dionysius Exiguus.

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Winchester Annals 
[Annales de Wintonia] 


13th century. England. Latin prose annals 
from 519-1277; based in part upon Richard 
of Devizes' De rebus gestis Richardi primi and the 
> Hyde Annals. The Benedictine cathedral priory 
of St. Swithun’s, Winchester, maintained the core 
of what is now the Winchester Annals. Two man- 
uscripts survive: Cambridge, Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, ms. 339 and London, BL, Cotton Domitian 
ms. A.xiii. The Corpus Christi manuscript con- 
tains annals to 1139, followed by the autograph 
of Richard’s De rebus gestis. The Cotton manu- 
script may have been written at nearby Hyde 
Abbey. It begins with a brief, separate sequence 
of annals (1-594) and then presents the Win- 
chester Annals from 519-1277. These agree with 
the Corpus Christi manuscript through 1066,

draw independently from William of Malm- 
esbury for 1066-1139, and continue from 1139 
to 1190 and 1196 to 1202. A different hand pro- 
vides a further continuation to 1277, after which 
(as in the Corpus Christi manuscript) Richard's 
De rebus gestis follows. DENHOLM-YouNa has 
shown that the 1202-77 material in the Cotton 
manuscript derives from the unedited chronicle 
in Oxford, Bodleian Library, ms. Bodley 91, pro- 
duced at Hyde Abbey and itself indebted to the 
> Southwark Annals. Although the Cotton man- 
uscript's Winchester text is written in one hand 
from 519 to 1202, APPLEBY suggests that Richard 
of Devizes wrote the Winchester segments from 
519 to 1066 and from 1196 to 1202. GRANSDEN 
believes it is difficult to be certain of this, since 
Richard's chronicle is a narrative history, stylisti- 
cally different from the brief notes in the annals. 
Nevertheless, her observations do not preclude 
the possibility of a composite undertaking, partly 
Richard's and partly a reviser's, 

The title Winchester Annals (but with a differ- 
ent Latin form: Annales Wintonienses) is also used 
fora short 12th-century work covering 741-1179, 
surviving in BL, Cotton Nero ms. A.viii & C.vii. 
Most of the 12th-century entries are a continua- 
tion written at St. Augustine's, Canterbury. Some 
Latin entries from these annals were also added 
to the manuscripts of the E and F versions of the 
> Anglo-Saxon Chronicle. 

Annales Wintonienses can also refer to the lost 
chronicle that was used in the compilation of the

ca 1380-1440. Germany. Born to a patrician 
family from Mainz, Windeck (or Windecke)

Windeck wrote a book of memories g 
Sigismund entitled Buch von. Kaiser Sigismund 
compiled from various sources including doc 
ments, letters, chronicles and literary texts, The 
book was finished about 1438, one year after 
Sigismund's death. Thanks to Windeck’s proxim. 
ity to Sigismund, it provides interesting insights 
into his reign, as well as the civilization of his 
time. The events presented in the monograph are 
generally arranged in a chronological order com: 
bining associative references to the past with out- 
looks for occurrences in the future. At the same 
time, Sigismund's deeds are linked to the author's 
biography. 

Inthe 19th century Windeck'sbook wasconsid- 
ered a world chronicle or chronicle of the Emper- - 
ors (ALTMANN). Today, however, it is regarded 
as an innovative example of the "genre memora- 
bilia" which "in every respect is an exception in 
late medieval historical writing" (JouaNEK). Of 
several surviving manuscripts, good examples are - 
Vienna, ÓNB, cod. 2913 (dated 1456, the basis for 
ALTMANN'S edition) and the 15th-century codex 
formerly in the Cheltenham library of Sir Thomas 
Phillipps, now in a private collection in Ireland.

- wintergerst, Erhard 


d. 1471. Germany. Author ofa vernacular prose 
chronicle of the town of Memmingen (Bavaria). 
He belonged to a family which had made its for- 
tune in the salt trade, and had risen to be leading 
atricians: from 1451-66, Erhard is a representa- 
tive of his guild. Not that this renders him uncriti- 
cal of the higher circles of guildsmen, whom he 
berates for not letting ordinary men dance at their 
functions, sonder vermainten sie weren besser dan 
maine burgerschafft (but thought they were bet- 
ter than ordinary citizens), 

‘The Wintergerst Chronikis only known through 
manuscripts with some degree of reworking: 
it is likely that the chronicle of Heinrich Léhlin 
(Memmingen, StA, cod. 2? 2,20) contains broadly 
Wintergerst's text with Lóhlin's continuation, and 
that a part of Wintergerst’s text is incorporated 
in the chronicle of Michael Laminit (Memmin- 
gen, StA, cod. 4? 2,46). Wintergerst's chronicle 
was also used by his contemporary Johann Kim- 
pel; the relationship between these works would 
bear further examination, but it is certain that the 
two manuscripts of the > Kimpelsche Chronik 
likewise preserve much of Wintergerst's work.

d. post 1046. Germany. Member ofthe royal chapel 
under Conrad TI (1024-39) and Henry 111 (1039-56). 
Author of the Gesta Chuonradi imperatoris. 

^ Nothing is known of Wipo's career other than 
What has been inferred from the Gesta and his 
Other writings. He may have been of Burgundian 
- Origin, perhaps joining the royal chapel during 
the reign of Henry II (1001-29). Evidence of a 
Personal relationship with Henry IH has encour- 
aged speculation that he may have been the young 
King’s tutor. Wipo compiled the Gesta Chuonradi 
between 1040 and 1046. Aside from the pro- 
Ogue, the work is divided into forty chapters and 
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Fecounts the events of Conrad's fifteen-year reign 
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in chronological order, chiefly from a pro-Salian 
perspective. 

Despite his obvious favouring of the royal 
dynasty and his general interest in presenting 
models of good rulership, the assumption that 
Wipo was an eyewitness to many of the events 
he describes has conferred particular authority 
on his testimony. Wipo's description of Conrad's 
election and coronation (ch 1-3) has been mined 
as a source of early Salian political theory and it is 
commonly assumed that his account of the king's 
response to the burning of the imperial palace in 
Pavia (ch 7) reflects the emergence of a transper- 
sonal concept of the state,

A brief 
Latin genealogy of the counts of Cleves compiled 
at the collegiate church of Wissel near Kalkar at 
the lower Rhine. It contains the first written tes- 
timony of the Knight of the Swan legend, regard- 
ing Knight Elias as the ancestor of the counts and 
dukes of Cleves. The original text is lost. It was 
used by Henrick + Nyenhuis as the main source 
for the first parts of his Anonymi Chronicon and 
thus influenced all following chronicles of the 
house of Cleves.

Witte, Bernhard 


ca 1460/65-1534. Germany. Born in Lippstadt, 
monk and priest of the nearby Abbey of Liesborn. 
Author of the first cohesive account of the history 
of Westphalia. His literary activities also included 
theological writing, influenced by the reforma- 
tory efforts of the Bursfeld congregation. 

The Historia antiquae occidentalis Saxoniae 
seu nunc Westphaliae, which is deeply influenced 
by Werner > Rolevinck's Laudes Westphaliae, 
describes the history of the region until the year 
1520 in nine books. With reference to traditions 
from the Bible, pagan antiquitiy and the works 
of the Church Fathers, this regional history is 
embedded into the wider context of world his- 
tory. The autograph, which has been lost since 
the middle of the 20th century, also contained 
a more detailed description of the Feud of Soest 
(1441-9), the Feud of Münster (1450-7) and the 
history of the Abbey of Liesborn, as well as bio- 
graphical outlines of important members of the 
Benedictine order. All of his works have in com- 
mon that they combine humanist erudition with 
the reform suggestions made by the congregation 
of Bursfeld. No manuscripts are extant. The first 
edition appeared in 1778. 
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Wlodkowic, Pawel 
[Paulus Vladimiri] 


ca 1370-1436. Poland. Professor at Kraków 
University. Author of Latin works on law and 
politics. Wlodkowic came from a knightly 
Dolega clan in Mazovia. He studied in Prague and 
(financed by prebends in Poznań and Płock), in 
Padua under the guidance of Francesco Zabarella. 
He received his doctorate in Kraków in 1411, and 
was rector 1414-5. He held frequent diplomatic 
appointments in royal service, culminating in his 
delegation to the Council of Constance (1415-8). 

In Konstanz he wrote his most important 
work, Tractatus de potestate papae et imperato- 












ris respectu infidelium (1415), which deals with. 
the conflict between Poland-Lithuania and the 
Teutonic Knights. Wtodkowic elevated the dis. 
cussion of the discord to a theoretical level, deve]. 
oping innovative ideas on issues of international 
relations. He believed.that the pagans also had the — 
right to sovereignty, and that their lands should 
not be expropriated. He argued that conversion tg 
Christianity should be done by word, not by the 
sword, and formulated the concepts of just and 
unjust wars. He also pleaded for legal procedures 
for settling international problems and proposed 
morality and tolerance as the basis for relations 
between nations. Of numerous suviving copies of 
the Tractatus, Wrocław, Biblioteka Ossolińskich; 
ms. 166/I appears to be the autograph. 
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Wolters, Heinrich 


ca 1410-63. Germany. Canon of the collegiate 
church of St. Ansgar in Bremen. Author of two 
local chronicles in Latin. Born in Oldenburg, 
Wolters studied in Rostock and in 1435 became 
chaplain of archbishop Balduin of Bremen. Later 
he also acted as official (judicial vicar) of the pro- 
vost of St. Willehad in Bremen. 

Around 1450 he wrote the Archiepiscopatus 
Bremensis Chronicon, a chronicle of the church 
of Bremen from the beginning until his own time. 
The earlier periods are based on the > Historia 
archiepiscoporum Bremensium and the > Chron- 
ica Bremensis of Gerhard Rinesberg and Herbord 
Schene as well as other sources. The dense report 
on the contemporary history of the city and the 
church of Bremen is written from an insider 
perspective with special attention to archbishop” 
Balduin and persons of the author's academic - 
background. This part is enriched by numerous 
autobiographical notes. 
















Wolters Chronicon Rastedense is a revised 
version of elder monastery chronicles of Rast- 
ede and it includes fabulous embellishments and 
again autobiographical notes. Both chronicles are 
important sources for later Oldenburgian histo- 
rians. The manuscripts were copied by Heinrich 
Meibom senior and were published by his grand- 
son. The originals, however, were lost after 1614. 
A fragment of the Rastede chronicte is located in 
Oldenburg, SA, 296-21-2, and a German transla- 
tion of this is found in Erfurt/Gotha, Forschungs- 
und Landesbibliothek, cod. Chart. B 58.

1. Women as chroniclers 


The world of chronicle-writing, like most other 
areas of literary production in the Middle Ages, 
Was overwhelmingly male. Women had only 
limited access to education, and seldom had the 
not inconsiderable financial means required for 
the costly material requirements of books. This 
together with social expectations which gave them 
no encouragement meant that it was a remarkable 
achievement for women to write at all. Neverthe- 
less, a small number of women were outstand- 
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ing authors in a variety of genres. When it comes 
to chronicles, however, the female representa- 
tion is particularly small. Of the 2500 chronicles 
discussed in this encyclopedia, only fifteen are 
believed to have been written by women, and the 
majority of these are generically untypical. 


a. Writing in religious communities 

By far the most promising setting for women 
chroniclers was the religious community. One 
work which is particularly borderline in its genre, 
but deserves to be highlighted because it is so 
strikingly early, is the fourth-century > Itinerar- 
ium Egeriae. The author, Egeria or Aetheria, was 
awoman from Aquitaine or Galicia who belonged 
to one of the circles of holy women which may 
be thought of as precursors to the orders of nuns. 
The Itinerarium is a travel report which contains 
information on the history of the holy places 
which Egeria visited on her pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land. 

Nunneries, especially in the Benedictine tra- 
dition, had always enjoyed a certain autonomy 
under their abbesses, but in fact we know of no 
Benedictine chronicles by women. However, there 
are two important examples of female chroniclers 
in secular canonries in the tenth and eleventh cen- 
turies. One of these was Gandersheim in North- 
ern Germany, a house of canonesses whose most 
famous member, the tenth-century > Hrotsvit of 
Gandersheim, was a prodigious author of works 
inthemost varied genres, among them a chronicle 
ofthe Gandersheim abbey, the Primordia coenobii 
Gandeshemensis, written in Latin verse. Another 
house of secular canonesses which produced 
an important chronicle, though anonymous, 
was that at Quedlinburg; female authorship of the 
eleventh-century > Annales Quedlinburgenses 
is assumed. 

However with the emergence of Franciscans 
and Dominicans, both founded in the years 
1210-1220, a new environment emerged in which 
female writing, provided it was in forms suitable 
for a contemplative community, could be valued. 
And since the monasteries had always been the 
most prolific centres of historical writing, this 
put order chronicles onto the agenda for women. 
Even in these orders, female writing developed 
slowly, with its first tentative beginnings only a 
century after the foundation of the orders. But 
from the early fourteenth century, prioresses are 
writing history. 
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In the organization of the Franciscan tradi- 
tion, women belonged in a separate order, the 
Poor Clares (ordo sanctae Clarae), also known 
as Minoresses or the Order of Poor Ladies. Two 
houses of Minoresses, both in Germany, pro- 
duced significant chronicles of their own his- 
tory. The fourteenth-century Chronik des St. 
Clarenklosters zu Weiffenfels is a history of the 
house at Weißenfels which focusses particularly 
on the lives of a series of exemplary nuns, and 
the > Chronik des Nürnberger Klarissenklosters, 
written at the very end of the fifteenth century, 
assembles an impressive collection of data on the 
history of the Order. This latter work must be seen 
in connection with the most famous intellectual 
of the medieval St. Clares, Caritas > Pirkheimer 
of Nuremberg, who gathered material for such a 
chronicle but never completed it. Her notes may 
well have been used by the author of the anony- 
mous Nuremberg work. See also > Franciscan 
chronicle tradition. 

Dominican nuns were not organised into a 
separate order, but did have separate houses, 
which came under the same authority as the local 
priories. One ofthe most interesting chronicles by 
a Dominican woman was that of the Portuguese 
Margarida > Pinheiro, whose Crónica da funda- 
ção do Mosteiro de Jesus de Aveiro e memorial da 
Infanta santa Joana fillha del Rey dom Afonso V, 
written in the late fifteenth century, is a particu- 
larly vivid description of the life of a convent. In 
fact it has a double thrust: on the one hand it is a 
history of the house of Jesus at Aveiro, but it is also 
memoirs of the saintly princess Joana who lived 
in the monastery at the same time as the author. 
This work bears comparison with the Cronaca 
del Corpus Domini of Bartolomea > Riccoboni, 
written in Italy around a hundred years earlier. It 
too combines a history of a Dominican convent 
with memoirs of what may have been a famous 
acquaintance, in this case Pope Gregory XII. 
Meanwhile, the fourteenth-century German 
Dominicans produced a series of so-called sister- 
books, which are chronicles in form but focus on 
the mystic experiences of members of the convent. 
Among the best examples are Christine > Ebner 
of Engelthal near Nuremberg, -> Katherina von 
Gebersweiler in Alsace and > Anna von Munz- 
ingen in Freiburg, all in the first half of the four- 
teenth century. See also > Dominican chronicle 
tradition and  Sisterbooks. 

The Birgittine order, founded by St. Bridget 
(Birgitta) of Sweden, around 1350, is an order 





of Augustinian canonesses. Bridget herself is an 
important figure in some of the Scandinavian 
chronicles because of her réle in upholding ang 
opposing Kings. A chronicle from a Birgittine 


abbey in Flanders is that of? Marie van Oss, who © 


begins with the life of Bridget and recounts parts 
of the history of the order, exhorting the Birgit- 
tine community to faithfulness, but also relating 
events of her own life. 


b. Writing at court 

The second setting in which women could find 
their way to the writing of works of literature 
was the court. Of the many female courtly writ- 
ers known to us, three composed works which 
we think of as chronicles. What all three of these 
have in common is that they are eyewitnesses to 
many of the matters they describe. One of them, 
> Christine de Pizan (1364-1430), belongs to the 
great courtly poets of the later Middle Ages, and 
is famous particularly for her Trésor de la Cité des 
Dames. In this she stands alongside Hrotsvit of 
Gandersheim and Caritas Pirkheimer: only these 
three can be described as versatile female authors 
who "also" wrote history. Christine's great contri- 
bution to historical writing, if we leave aside her 
bookon Jeanne d'Arc, is her history ofthe reign of 
the French king Charles V. 

In contrast to Christine, who was fundamen- 
tally a writer, the other two female chroniclers of 
the court were in the first instance protagonists 
in political events who then wrote of their expe- 
riences. The eleventh-century Byzantine princess 
> Anna Komnene was the daughter of Emperor 
AlexiosIandthe wifeofNikephoros-? Bryennios, 
on whose behalf she connived against her brother, 
emperor John II. Both she and her husband Nike- 
phoros wrote important chronicles of recent and 
contemporary Byzantine history, in which their 
own political perspectives came to the fore. By 
contrast, the Austrian Helene > Kottanner was 
not herself of royal birth, but as lady-in-waiting 
and close confidante of the Austrian Queen 
Elizabeth of Hungary (of Luxembourg) she had a 
biography which at times reads like an adventure 
novel. Her Denkwürdigkeiten are largely autobio- 
graphical, but also give broader perspectives on 
the political history of the period. 
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2. Female Patronage 


Although some of these examples are extremely 
interesting texts, and several of them represent 
writing of the highest quality, the most strik- 
ing feature of the abave account is that women 
chroniclers are so few and far between. However 
women did have other important roles in the lit- 
erary world, namely as patrons and as readers. 
Recent scholarship has been increasingly aware 
of the influence which women had as innovative 
patrons. They encouraged both Latin and ver- 
nacular literature, and often were the instigators 
of the translation of historical writings. And they 
also informed chronicles with memories and eye- 
witness testimony: in particular, recent work has 
shown the importance of women in transmitting 
family history. In these ways they could some- 
times have an active input into the texts. 

Among the high-profile patrons of chronicles 
we might cite Matilda, Abbess of Quedlinburg 
and daughter of Emperor Otto I, who commis- 
sioned the Annales Quedlinburgenses, or the life 
of Queen Margaret of Scotland commissioned 
by her daughter Matilda. Around 1200, countess 
YolandeofSt-Pol commissioned vernaculartrans- 
lations of the pseudo-Turpin. The motivation of 
women to commission chronicles was often con- 
nected to general education, occasionally com- 
bined with entertainment, but sometimes it could 
be rather more calculating. Abbess Mechtild I of 
Gandersheim was responsible for the writing of 
> Eberhard von Gandersheim's Reimchronik, a 
particularly good example of a woman instigat- 
ing the composition of a chronicle for strategic 
purposes: Eberhard's work belonged to a process 
of legitimizing the independence of Mechtild's 
abbacy, and hence the right of her canonesses 
to freedom from episcopal interference in their 
affairs. Something similar may be observed in a 
French dispute about rights of succession. Writ- 
ing in the service of Marguerite de Foix, Pierre 
> LeBaud wrotea genealogical chronicle to show 
precedents for women inheriting ducal authority. 
By contrast, the chronicle of Jacques Le Picart, 
Written around the same time in the service of 
Charles V, argues against female succession. 

Because of the cost of manuscript production, 
but also and especially because in a chirographic 
literary world each copy is a new book in quite a 
different sense from what we know in our mod- 
em typographic world, book ownership is also 


a significant form of patronage, especially when 
the book was made to order, and here too we 
find women making important initiatives. Stud- 
ies of the German illustrated verse chronicles, for 
example, have shown that some of the surviving 
manuscripts belonged to patrician women. The 
twelfth century patroness of Geffrei > Gaimar's 
history of the English, Constance Fitzgilbert of 
Lincolnshire, once paid a silver mark for a copy 
a biography of Henry I commissioned by his sec- 
ond wife Adeliza of Leuven, a good example of the 
patronage of authors and of manuscripts overlap- 
ping. Eleanor of Aquitaine is believed to have com- 
missioned a number of imprtant manuscripts. See 
also > Manuscript patrons and provenance. 








3. Women as readers and 
listeners 


Onestep back from theactive process of patron- 
age, we must also be aware more generally of 
women as readers. Here we might note that chron- 
icles were sometimes dedicated to queens and 
noblewomen with flattering words; this does not 
necessarily mean that these women commissioned 
the works, but it does place them in the first line 
of the intended readership, We may distinguish 
between primary and secondary readership, pri- 
mary readers being those whom the author con- 
sciously addressed, secondary readers those who 
came to the text afterwards. Both are important 
for an understanding of literature, and we know 
that in the case of medieval chronicles, both 
could be women. We also know that in many 
cases chronicles were read aloud to assembled. 
audiences, and both at the court and the towns, 
women were certainly present. It is interesting to 
speculate what impact the awareness of a mixed 
audience might have had on male authors. See 
also > Readers and listeners. 


4. The portrayal of women 


Modern work on gender studies has attempted 
to analyze the portrayal of women in chronicles 
written by men. Itis of course very easy to find ref- 
erences to supposed female characteristics which 
reflect such timeless clichés as the talkativeness 
of women (Jakob > Twinger von Kónigshofen) 
or their fateful effects on the men who love them 
(Leontios  Machairas), or characterize them 
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either as saints or whores (Felix > Fabri: Swa- 
bian women populate convents and brothels 
everywhere), but the spotting of what by modern 
standards would be misogyny in such statements 
is not particularly meaningful. Far more interest- 
ing, but requiring greater scholarly rigour, is the 
attempt to identify the roles given to women in 
chronicles and compare these with the roles pos- 
sible for women in reality in the same cultural 
circles. When the two coincide, the chronicle 
can offer a useful window on gender roles in the 
period; when they do not, the discrepancy can be 
a key to interpreting the chronicler's perspectives. 
Interesting work of this sort has been done, for 
example on women in French crusade chronicles, 
or, perhaps rather obviously, in those works which 
deal particularly with women's history (> Bocca- 
ccio or Giacomo Filippo > Foresti). Work of this 
sort is still in its infancy.

[Annales de Wigornia]

9, 
was that of an editor. 

Other interest in history include his accounts of 
the achievements of the descendants of Brutus and 
of famous English heroes in the Boke of Noblesse. 
His Itineraries offers passages relevant to the Wars 
of the Roses and the French Wars, references to 
contemporary lawlessness and excerpts from such 
histories as the > Historia Brittonum and the 
chronicles of > Marianus Scotus and > John of 
Glastonbury (the latter perhaps inspiring him to 
search for the tombs of King Arthur and Joseph of 
Arimathea [Itineraries, pp. 298-99]). Some chroni- 
cles he quotes from are currently unknown, such as 
the chronicles of one Master Brewster from War- 
wickshire, the chronicle compiled by the Austin 
Friar John Mason from "Gorleston by Yarmouth," 
or the chronicle in the breviary book of "St. John's 
Church near Redcliff Church". 
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heavily upon the > Reading Annals in BL, Coty, 


Vespasian ms. E.iv. Other sources include > Jo 
of Worcester's Chronicon, the history attribut 
to Bartholomew > Cotton, the > Winchest 
Annals and > Waverley Annals. For 120 er 
and 1281-1307, the Worcester Annals feat 

apparently independent, contemporary material. 
The late 13th-century entries express anti-Fran- 
ciscan sentiment and show evidence of interest 
in Edward Te Welsh and Scottish activities, Oo 
balance the text favours the king against the bar- 
ons, for example when reporting Edward's 1297 
conciliatory confirmation of the charters (notably 
Magna Carta and Carta de Foresta) which his pre- 
decessors had granted. The interest in areas farther 
afield is fairly limited; the deaths of some kings

[William Botoner] 


1415-80/85. England. Born in Bristol, stud- 
ied at Oxford, a layman in the service of Sir John 
Fastolf by ca 1438. After Fastolf’s death in 1459 he 
spent about 20 years as an executor of his estate.

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Workshops 


The making of a medieval chronicle was a col- 
laborative enterprise: even where we can be sure 
of the presence of a single auctor, the chronicle 
was generally a collation of diverse documentary 
and narrative threads and its manuscript mise-en- 
page was the labour of multiple hands. Therefore 
it might be said of even the early chronicles that 
they were created in the context, of course with 
variable degrees of formality, of a workshop. 

In the formative period of the European tradi- 
tion, between the tenth and the twelfth centuries, 
there can be no doubt that principal "workshops" 
for the making of chronicles were the monastic 
scriptoria of France, Germany, Italy and the Brit- 
ish Isles. The most productive of this period, and 
those whose manuscripts enjoyed the widest cir- 
culation, were within the Benedictine network. 
The scriptoria ofthe Norman abbeys of St. Evroul, 
Jumiéges,and Mont St Michel, were notably active 
in the formation and transmission of chronicle 
texts in the century after 1050. The workshop at 
Mont St. Michel was perhaps unrivalled in this 
period for the artistry of its script and decora- 
tive schemes, although the finest examples are 
found in manuscripts containing sacred and not 
secular texts (ALEXANDER). It was under Abbot 
> Suger (1122-1151) that the royal abbey of 
St. Denis (Ile de France) also became a centre for 
the compilation and publication of histories, a role 
itretained fora further three centuries (HEDEMAN; 
Brown). The Carolingian foundations of Fulda 
and Reichenau were among the most influential 
centres in the Empire of this period, and between 
them the crucible of the ‘universal’ chronicle 
(Poxorny, 2001); the abbey of Gembloux (Del. 
gium) was also active in this respect during the 
career of > Sigebert (d. 1112). The abbey of Mon- 
tecassino, the centre-point of the Benedictine tra- 
dition, was pre-eminent in the Italian peninsula 
for the compilation and production of chronicles, 
although it should be understood that such texts 
were only one element of the output of its extraor- 
dinary scriptorium (NEWTON). 

Within the British Isles, it was the abbeys of 
the Norman reform, Bury St. Edmunds, Durham, 
St. Albans, and Westminster, whose scriptoria 
were the most important in the creation of chron- 
icle texts (GRANSDEN). These were semi-profes- 
sional workshops where much of the decorative, if 
not the scribal work was undertaken by craftsmen 
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that were not professed members of the monas- 
tic community. Yet it should be understood that, 
as at Montecassino and Mont St. Michel, much 
of the energy of these centres, and certainly the 
greatest examples of their skill, was concentrated 
on codices containing sacred texts. There are 
indications that there were in this period crafts- 
men (scribes, artists) engaged in the making of 
chronicles outside a monastic context, but there 
is very little evidence either of them as individu- 
als or of the environment in which they worked. 
It cannot be assumed that a manuscript such as 
the so-called "Madrid Skylites" was completed 
in a monastic workshop, and indeed the scheme 
of illumination may serve as proof that it passed 
through the hands of secular professionals. 

The monastic scriptoria continued to form a 
focus for the production of European chronicles 
between 1200 and 1400. A number of the early 
centres remained pre-eminent. Under its royal 
patrons, the abbey of St. Denis was recast as the 
custodian of the national historical record: it was 
not only the workshop of French historiography 
but its very voice, and the locus of a formal office 
of "Royal Historiographer". Within Britain, the 
abbey of St Albans was also regarded as a national 
source of authority: the chronicles compiled in its 
scriptoria were consulted by the crown and cir- 
culated throughout the monastic network. The 
scale of its output in the thirteenth century has 
no comparison: the work of > Roger Wendover, 
> John of Wallingford, > Matthew Paris and 
other unnamed compilers, must constitute the 
richest period of production for any clerical or 
secular centre (VAUGHAN; Lewis). At the same 
time, “workshops” were now to be found beyond 
this hierarchy of abbeys: the compilation (and 
continuation) of a chronicle narrative, became 
the object of a wide variety of monastic and 
mendicant foundations in northern, central and 
southern Europe and each of them were engaged, 
albeit modestly, both in the intellectual and prac- 
tical work of compilation. 

Yet it was also in this period, in particular 
in the century after 1250, that the making of 
chronicles (or more particularly chronicle manu- 
scripts) passed also into the growing number of 
secular workshops. Even the great monastic cen- 
tres appear now to have interacted with secular 
professionals in the production of their manu- 
scripts. The reproduction of the histories of Mat- 
thew Paris at St. Albans in the decades after his 
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death appears to have been a collaboration with : 


a secular workshop within the vicinity of Lon: 
don; chronicle manuscripts bearing a Westmin: 
ster provenance appear to have been completed 
in this period in the same workshop context 
(MorGan E SANDLER; MORGAN). The growing 
interest in, and demand for, chronicles among 
secular clerical and lay patrons from the turn of 
the thirteenth century, made them an important, 
indeed, an essential element of workload of the 
secular workshop. 

Of course, the connection between surviving 
manuscripts and specific workshops is tarely 
secure, but it possible to pinpoint a number of ate- 
liers prominent in the production, or at least the 
completion of chronicles, particularly in the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries. The finest scribal 
and artistic work is associated with the workshops 
of Paris and, particularly in the fifteenth century, 
of Flanders. The Bruges workshop of Loyset Lié- 
det (d. 1479) was responsible for many of the 
manuscripts of historical works which found the 
attention of Burgundian, and also, increasingly, 
English patrons (Legaré). There were many pro- 
fessional workshops in Paris and those connected 
with such illuminators as Jean Pucelle (d. 1351), 
the Master of Boucicault, the Master of Rohan and 
the Virgil Master all witnessed the production of 
chronicle manuscripts. Of particular importance 
was the workshop of Jean Fouquet (d. 1481) and, 
it would appear, his sons, from which emerged 
perhaps the finest redactions of the > Grandes 
chroniques de France (Paris, BnF, fr. 6465: 


Ingus). Professional workshops in the cities of — 


the Rhineland, and in the Swiss cities of Berne and 
Lucerne, also contributed to a tradition of illus- 


trated chronicle that burgeoned in the second half. - 


of the fifteenth century. 

The role of secular workshops appears less sig- 
nificant in late medieval England. A number of 
monastic scriptoria remained active, atleast before 
1450, although here, at Durham, St. Albans and 
Westminster, there is evidence that professional 


craftsmen were engaged both for scribal and artis 


tic work (CLARK; Mynors; PARKES; PIPER). Secu- 


lar workshops certainly contributed to the wide - 


transmission of the vernacular Brut, which may 
account for the greater frequency of fully devel- 
oped illustrative schemes, as in, British Library:

1. Universal history 


A World Chronicle or Universal Chronicle is 
an attempt to write a history of the world which is 
both chronologically and geographically as uni- 
versal as the resources available to the chronicler 
allow. For medieval Christian, Jewish and Islamic 
chronicles, this generally means that they begin 
with the creation, cover ancient history in the 
forms in which it is received from the Old Tes- 
tament and the epitomes of standard Greek and 
Roman historians, and then continue to the time 
of the author, often with a general focus on the 
author'sown nation, town or community, but also 
with at least some awareness of broader contexts 
in world history. The principle of universality does 
not, however, mean that no process of selection of 
material occurs: the chronicler is usually working 
with a variety of sources and rarely includes all 
the information available from these. Indeed in 
some cases the point of a chronicle is precisely to 
reduce the vastness of world history to a skeleton 
which can be comprehended ata glance. Nor does 
universality necessarily mean that the chronicler 
is concerned to treat all periods of history with 
equal depth. A world chronicle can be a vast text 
which includes other text forms within it, or it can 
bea brief outline of history which may sometimes 
be included within a larger work. Some chronicles 
which are not really universal in their intention 
may be prefaced by such a brief sketch of world 
history, making the work into a pro-forma world 
chronicle. The form is therefore rather versatile. 

The world chronicle represents a large group 
of chronicles with many hundreds of examples, 
and because of the dimensions which they can 
reach, world chronicles often rank among the 
best known works of medieval historical writ- 
ing. As a result, there is sometimes a tendency 
for scholars to divide chronicles into univer- 
sal and non-universal chronicles. However the 
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non-universal chronicles—they have been called 
“thematic chronicles” since they select those parts 
of history which fit some thematic focus—are 
such a diverse group that the category may not be 
terribly meaningful. 

It is sometimes said that the world chronicle 
is the ideal or perfect form of the chronicle, the 
full form of the chronicle genre, with the implica- 
tion that all other types of chronicles are curtailed 
variants of it. > Sicard of Cremona has often 
been cited in this context: Cronicam, id est tempo- 
ralem narraciouem ab exordio mundi de tempori- 
bus et personis et gestis earum, non omnibus, sed 
que nobis et nunc ad exempli et cautele memoriam 
scripturarumque noticiam expedire videntur, in 
unum corpus coaugmentare satago, decerpta in 
serti fasciculum redigendo (1 have endeavoured 
to compile a chronicle, i.e. a chronological nar- 
ration from the beginning of the world about the 
ages and the people and their deeds; not about all 
of them, but those which seem useful to us now 
as a cautionary reminder and as a written record, 
assembling it in one corpus by arranging the pieces 
concatenated in a bundle.) However in this pas- 
sage Sicard is describing his own chronicle rather 
than defining the word “chronicle”, and there is 
no evidence that medieval writers generally felt 
non-universal chronicles to be incomplete. What 
is true is that the earliest Christian chronicles 
(> Eusebius, > Jerome, Paulus Orosius) were 
world chronicles, and that they had an immense 
influence on all medieval historical writing. On 
the other hand, the diversity of Christian histo- 
riography stands in continuity with the diversity 
of classical historiography, which speaks strongly 
against the theory that all chronicle forms are 
derived generically from the universal. 


2. Universal history in antiquity 


‘The roots of universal history are to be found 
in antiquity. The > Parian Marble, a Greek 
chronicle inscribed on a stone stele in the mid- 
third century Bc, coversa period of some thirteen 
centuries, beginning with what at the time must 
have seemed the dimmest and most distant past. 
Historians in the classical period did not begin 
their histories with a creation myth, but by start- 
ing with legendary stories of the earliest heroes 
and pursuing political, military, religious, and lit- 
erary history in an unbroken line from them to 
the author’s own time, the marble falls clearly in 





the category of a world history. Only a little later 
> Eratosthenes (ca 285-ca 194 BC) became the 


first to compose a carefully researched chrono]: 


ogy of Greek history from the Trojan war to Alex- 
ander—universal, again, in the sense that it runs 
from mythical beginnifgs to the present. The idea 
of a historian trying to deal with more than just 
one block of history, but to give the whole pan- 
orama of history in a single narrative, was there- 
fore well established in the classical world, 


3. The Church Fathers 


The first Christian chroniclers clearly stood in 
this tradition. At the same time, they also drew 
on the Jewish tradition. In a sense, the histori- 
cal books of the Hebrew Bible, if taken together, 
are a world chronicle: unlike the Classical Greek 
and Roman chronicles, the Bible offers a Creation 
story, and from there it traces an unbroken line 
from the earliest legendary history to recent and 
contemporary accounts. The desire for at least 
chronological if not geographical universality 
can be observed, not perhaps in the writers of the 
individual books and sections of the Old Testa- 
ment, but certainly in the compilatory work of 
those who assembled the texts into a canon. 

The pioneering Christian chroniclers of late 
antiquity therefore had several models before 
them. Their task was two-fold. First to reconcile 
the classical and Jewish traditions into a single 
narrative, and secondly to give this narrative a 
theoretical framework. It is sometimes said that 
world chronicles simply tell history, but do not 
interpret it. This is clearly not true for any Chris- 
tian chronicle. The purpose of universal history 
is to show the shape of salvation history, the pat- 
tern of fall and redemption running through all 
the centuries of human life. It is this rather than 
any formal or generic discontinuity which distin- 
guishes the histories of the Church Fathers from 
their precursors: a Christian chronicle is a keryg- 
matic statement. 

The first Christian chronicles were written in 


Greek. The undisputed father of the tradition is” 


Julius Africanus, who composed his chronicle 
around AD 221. By combining the traditional 
Hellenistic approach to history, complete with 
the olympiad system of chronology, with Biblical 
history, for which he devised a new Anno mundi 
chronology (see > Chronology and chronom- 
etry), he produced the prototype of the Chris" 
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tian chronicle, with its linear succession from 
Creation to the Incarnation and beyond. The 
chronicle of > Hippolytus of Rome (ca AD 235) 
is only poorly transmitted, but it follows Julius 
Africanus closely, and introduces the rudiments 
of some of idea of structuring post-exilic history 
asa sequence of empires. In many ways the most 
innovative early Greek Christian chronicle was 
that of > Eusebius of Caesarea (ca Ap 311). With 
its tabular use of parallel columns to show the 
relationships between events and thus interpret 
the patterns of history, it represented a giant leap 
forward in the presentation of history. This was 
translated into Latin and continued by > Jerome 
(ca AD 380), was continued by > Prosper. (AD 
433 and later), and became the single most pro- 
found influence on the development of the genre 
in the Early Middle Ages. Among the first to use 
it were > Sulpicius Severus (404 ap) and Paulus 
> Orosius, whose History against the Pagans (ca 
AD 415) isa world chronicle which in its very title 
expresses the idea that Christian world history is 
inherently proclamatory. 

The key features of the Christian world chron- 
icle, which would be valid throughout the Middle 
Ages, had therefore become firmly established 
by late antiquity. The chronicle begins with a 
divine act of creation and reflects a providential 
view of history throughout: history is the story 
ofan active God. History is linear and the chron- 
icle is arranged strictly chronologically. There is a 
sense of decline and decay as the world becomes 
older, but also a belief in redemption. Though 
individual events are not always evaluated, 
there is an underlying assumption that histori- 
cal facts teach spiritual truths. The patterns of 
four empires and six ages can be used—but rarely 
both together—to divide history up into manage- 
able section (see > Six Ages of the World and 
> Daniel's dream). 


4. Western Christian 


a. Key works of the Latin tradition 

In the Latin West, the world chronicle tradi- 
tion grewin popularity throughout the early Mid- 
dle Ages, ultimately embracing several hundred 
works. It is certain that the examples of > Isidore 
of Seville (6th-7th century) and > Bede (7th-8th 
century) were decisive here: the sheer numbers 
of manuscripts of their chronicles attest their 
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influence, and closer study shows the specific 
dependency of later chroniclers on these masters 
running right through to the Humanist period. 
The following is a list of some of the more impor- 
tant works in this genre.

This list contains only a selection of the most 
important items and could easily be extended. 
Completely omitted from the list are on the one 
hand works which are only universal in a pro- 
forma way, such as monastic annals or town 
chronicles which are prefaced with the briefest 
sketch of history from creation, but do not really 
have the ethos of a universal history; and on the 
other hand works which feel like world chronicles 
in their style and ambitiousness, but do not cover 
the whole span of history. Examples of the latter 
phenomenon might be the Historia scholastica of 
> Peter Comestor or Nicholas > Trevet's Histo- 
ria ab origine mundi ad Christum natum, which 
cover Old Testament history, or the many chron- 
icles which start from the incarnation and work 
forwards, like > Benedict of St. Andrea, > Reg- 
ino of Prüm or > Hugh of Flavigny. Chronicles 
of Popes and Emperors are often very like partial 
world chronicles. Indeed, > Martin of Opava is 
believed to have understood his Chronicon pon- 
tificum et imperatorum as a continuation of Peter 
Comestor, and taken together they form a world 
chronicle in the fullest sense. 


b. Typology of Latin world 


chronicles 

Even without considering borderline and 
hybrid forms, the world chronicles are a most 
diverse group of texts. The most productive cat- 
egories for ordering them by form are probably 
those worked out by ANNA-DOROTHEE VON DEN 
BRINCKEN, who identified the characteristics of 
three types of world chronicle, to which most of 
the texts in the tradition can at least tendentially 
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be assigned: the series temporum, the mare histo 
arum and the imago mundi. These categories we, 
developed specifically with the Latin tradition in 
mind, but often they are transferable to other cule 
tural settings. 

Type 1: series temporum (sequence of dates), 
The term is drawn from Isidore's definition; 
Chronica Graece dicitur quae Latine temporum 
series appellatur. Modelled by Eusebius-Jerome, 
Isidore and Bede, these were the dominant type in 
the 4th to 11th centuries. These works are focussed 
strongly on chronology, are generally annalisticin 
style, and tend simply to note facts without evalu- 
ating them. Marianus Scotus has been cited ae a 
good example of this kind of chronicle, 

Type 2: mare historiarum (sea of histories). The 
tag is taken from the title of the work by Giovanni 
Colonna, where the metaphor of the sea expresses 
the vast expanse of historical lore. In keeping with 
the classical sense of historia, these worksare much 
more strongly narrative than the series temporum 
type, and far more likely to draw moral lessons 
from the stories they tell. Early examples might be 
Orosius, Fulgentius and Gregory of Tours, but it 
is only in the 9th century with Ado and Frechulf — 
that a stronger tradition begins to emerge. 

Type 3: imago mundi (mirror of the world), ` 
Named after the [mago mundiofHonorius Augus- — 
todunensis, this group is encyclopaedic, and seeks _ 
to amass all available historical knowledge, often 
integrating this with other types of knowledge: 
Honorius’ work is in three books dealing with - 
geography, chronology and history respectively, — 
and it is this combination which makes his work 
encyclopaedic. The chronicle section of Isidore's 
Origines would be a good example of this, as are _ 
the chronological lists in Hugh of St. Victor or 
Lambert of St. Omer. S 

VON DEN BRINCKEN is careful to note that her 
categories are not to be understood as strictly seg- 
regated groups of texts, since many of the most 
important medieval world chronicles show ele- 
ments of more than one of these approaches. 


c. Vernacular world chronicles: 
Vernacular world chronicles begin to appe 
very tentatively from the 11th century (the Middl 
Irish > Sex Aetates Mundi, the German > Anni 
lied), and are observable in significant numbe 
from the 13th. . 
German has a particularly strong traditio! 
beginning with the great verse Weltchroniken 
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the 13th century (> Rudolf von Ems, > Chris- 
iherre- Chronik, > Jans der Enikel) but also prose 
works like the > Sächsische Weltchronik, then 
in the 14th century > Heinrich von München, 
> Detmar von Lübeck and the > Konstanzer 
Weltchronik, and continuing through to a new 
flourishing especially in Switzerland in the 15th 
century: Hermen > Bote, the > Künigshofen- 
Justinger-Chronik, the > Rapperswiler Chronik, 
the > St. Galler Weltchronik, > Wilhelm von 
Velde, and the German version of Hartmann 
> Schedel. Important works in Dutch are those 
by? Jacob van Maerlant (13th century) and the 
5 Heraut Beyeren (15th century). 

In English the important world chronicles all 
belong to the 15th century: the Abbreuiacion of 
Cronicles by John > Capgrave, the > Fructus 
femporum, > A Tretis Compiled out of Diverse 
Cronicles, the Scots > Sex Werkdays and Agis and 
the chronicle of > Andrew of Wyntoun. There 
are also genealogical chronicles like Pickering's 
Chronicle which have a universal element (see 
> Genealogical Chronicles in English and Latin), 
and there are a number of English translations of 
Latin world chronicles, most notably John > Tre- 
visa’s translation of Higden (fourteenth century), 
and versions of Trevet and Peter of Poitier. The 
14th-century Middle English > Cursor mundi is 
in essence a world chronicle, as its title suggests, 
but it stops at the Incarnation. 

In French the first world chronicles appear in 
the 14th century with -> Jean de Noyal, > Jean 
d'Outremeuse and > Gilles le Bel, and in the 
15th century Jean -> Mansel, Jean > Castel, 
the > Chronique anonyme universelle à la mort 
de Charles VII and the > Chronique universelle 
jusqu'en 1461. 'The first in the Iberian languages 
is the Castilian > General estoria (13th century). 
The Catalan > Flos mundi and other > Catalan 
universal chronicles were written in the 15th. 
Universal chronicles in Czech include works by 
> Beneš of Hořovice and > Paulus de Praga, 
both 15th century. 


5. Byzantine and Eastern 
Christian world chronicles 


Eusebius was not popular in the Greek world, 


- Perhaps because his work was too complicated 


lo copy accurately, but also because the Eastern 
Church disliked his rejection of chiliasm. As 
a result, the Greek world chronicles of the sub- 
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sequent centuries showed little influence from 
Eusebius' advances, and instead stood in a stron- 
ger continuity with the pre-Christian tradition. 
These works, which are often transmitted only in 
fragments, include Publius Herennius > Dexippus 
(third century, Greece); ? Anianusof Alexandria 
and > Panodorus (5th century) and > Hesychius 
of Miletus and > Hippolytus of Thebes (6th cen- 
tury or later). From the 7th century onwards, 
more substantial texts survive.

Zuqnin Chron- 
icle (8th century, Syriac); > Agapius of Manbij 
(10th century, Arab Christian); > Michael the 
Great (12th century, Syriac); > Samuel Aneci 
(12th century, Armenian), and > Gregory Bar 
‘Ebréyé and the > Chronicle of 1234 (both 13th 
century, Syriac).

6. Jewish world chronicles 


As we have seen, the Hebrew Bible already 
contains the model for world history, and thus the 
prototype of a world chronicle which the earliest 
Christian chroniclers assiduously imitated was a 
Jewish text, It is therefore not surprising to find 
universal history also among medieval Jewish 
writers, and generally it is structured in the same 
way. However, there were relatively few Jewish 
chroniclers who attempted to cover the whole span 
of history in a single chronological narration. This 
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is no doubt partly because universal history did 
not have quite the same kerygmaticand apologetic 
importance for Jews that it had for Christians. In 
part it may also be explained by the fact that the 
Jewish community worked much more inten- 
sively with the Hebrew scriptures themselves, 
and had less need to have them paraphrased or 
translated. However, three quite different Jewish 
universal historians can be cited to show some of 
the possibilities. 

The 14th-century Jewish scholar > Eleazar 
ben Asher ha-Levi of Germany was one who 
attempted a large-scale compilatory chronicle. 
Drawing on different sources it links Biblical his- 
tory with the history of the Jewish diaspora. This 
is a providential history of the world and of the 
Jewish people, framed with the creation at the 
beginning and the coming of the Messiah at 
the end, showing history as a rounded whole. 

In 15th-century Castile, > Yoseph ben Tzad- 
diq of Arevalo finished his book on the memory 
of the righteous with a final chapter tracing the 
history of the Jewish experience from Adam to 
1487. Its focus is on the continuity of the tradi- 
tion of Jewish scholarship, with the succession of 
teachers and students down through the centuries 
giving the history its meaning. 

7 Abraham bar Hiyya of Barcelona, writing 
in Aragon in the 12th century, produced a world 
chronicle which was propagandistic in tone. 
Uniquely among Jewish writers he adopts the 
Christian patterns of six ages and four empires, 
but turning them against the Christian tradition 
to show the Jewish eschaton of Messianic bliss as 
the inevitable end of the historical process,

7. Islamic world chronicles 


Like Christianity and Judaism, Islam has a view 
of history which is linear and providential, with a 
creative act of Godat the beginning and end. Much 
of the material of early history is also shared, since 
the historical narratives of the Hebrew Bible are 
esteemed highly in Islam. Islamic world chroni- 
cles therefore have some similarities in structure 
to those of the other cultural groups discussed 
here, The following (ordered according to centu- 
ries Ap—but see > Chronology and chronometry 
for Islamic dating) are some ofthe most interest- 
ing texts.

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He also wrote another chronicle, usually called 
Märkische Chronik or Memoriale or simply 
referred to as his notes (Aufzeichnungen). This 
chronicle is only extant in fragments quoted by 
16th-century chroniclers (mainly Andreas Ange- 
lus and Peter Hafftiz). The surviving fragments 
cover the years 1391-1423. Here, he praises 
Frederick VI of Nuremberg as a saviour on 
his installment as Frederick I of Brandenburg 
in 1411, and criticizes the earlier margraves of 
mismanagement.

1222-ca 1291. England. Augustinian canon at 
Osney Abbey, near Oxford, from 1282, previously 
rector of Caister St Edmunds, Norfolk, Author ofa 
prose Latin chronicle of England from 1066-1289, 
notable for its independent section from 1258-78, 
which includes detailed coverage of the Barons’ 
Wars from a royalist perspective, unusual for a 
monastic chronicler. Earlier sections appear to 
have shared a common source with the > Osney 


Wusterwitz, Engelbert 


ca 1385-1433. Germany.. Probably born in 
Brandenburg, he studied in Erfurt and Prague - 
and worked for the bishop of Brandenburg before _ 
he became town scribe and syndic of Magdebur| 
(ca 1416) and later of Neustadt Brandenburg 
(ca 1425). During his time in Magdeburg he wro 
a continuation of the > Magdeburger Schüp 
penchronik. His contribution covers the years 
1411-21, is written in Low German and deal 
mainly with conflicts in the Mark of Brandenbur| 
and their effects on Magdeburg. (For manuscripts 
cf. Magdeburger Schóppenchronik.) E 
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Chronicle, although the precise relationship 
between these two chronicles is unclear. From 
1278, Wykes abridges the Osney annals more 
directly, but may well have written this section of 
the Osney annals himself, He has a less institu- 
tional and local focus than many monastic chron- 
iclers, reflecting his experience of life outside the 
cloister. This possibly included time in the service 
of Richard of Cornwall, in whose career Wykes 
shows a close interest. Nonetheless, he often 
employs biblical imagery: Edward I's coronation 
draws comparisons with King David, and the bar- 
ons in 1258 are described from Psalm 2 as those 
who gathered adversus dominum et regem suum 
christum (against the Lord and his anointed king). 
However, Wykes does not see royalty as beyond 
criticism; he notes Henry III's extravagance with 
disapproval, and attacks Edward Te war in Gas- 
cony in 1273 as a waste of money. The chronicle 
survives in one inanuscript (London, BL, Cotton 
Titus ms. A.xiv), copied ca 1300. 
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Yahya ibn Sad al-Antaki 


ca 980(?)-after 1034, maybe as late as 1066. 
Egypt & Syria. The Melkite author of an Arabic 
continuation of > Eutychius, he is also credited 
with three extant theological treatises. 

The continuation of the history of Eutychius 
runs from 938 until his own times. No surviving 
manuscript of this work goes beyond 1034, but it 
has been suggested that Yahyá may have taken it 
further, even up to 1066. So that his readers would 
not be confused by finding different versions of his 
work, Yahya notes that he began it in Egypt at an 
anonymous individual’s request, but then revised 
it at least twice, the second time after his move to 
Antioch in 1014-15; both revisions resulted from 
his discovery ofnew sources, The history is loosely 
organised chronologically and approximately a 
third of the work is centred around the reign of 
the Fatimid caliph al-Hakim (reigned 996-1021). 
Yahya used both Greek and Arabic sources, the 
latter both Christian and Islamic, and his history 
is a valuable source for Egypt, Syria and Byzan- 
tium in this period. 

Six manuscripts are known to have survived 
into the 20th century, although apparently two 
have since disappeared. The oldest, St. Petersburg, 
Poccuiickas namwonanbHas Ónónmoteka, Arabic 
new series 182, dates to the 15th century and con- 
sists of 111 folios. Only one, formerly owned by 
Zayyat (now lost) and copied in the 17th century, 
takes the work down to 1034; the others finish in 
1027. 
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Yáñez, Rodrigo 


14th century. Castile (Iberia), Author of the 
Poema de Alfonso Onceno (Poem of Alfonso XI 
of Castile), according to stanza 1842: La profezía 
conté / etorné en dezir llano; / yo Ruy Yáñez, la noté 
en lenguaje castellano (I told the prophecy / and 
changed it into plain speech; I Ruy Yáñez wrote 
it in Castilian). Yánez's Leonese origin has also 
been determined by the linguistic characteristics 
of the work, which point to an occidental dialect, 
probably western Leonese with Galician features, 
though no final conclusion about the language of 
the Poema has been reached. The poem is a par- 
tial, literary account of Alfonso's reign. Yáñez, 
a learned man familiar with both the clerecía 


and epic traditions, wrote the Poema between ——

It is a source for the Gran Crónica de Alfonso XI.

3rd century AH (9th AD). Mesopotamia. Abu 
al-Abbas Ahmad al-Ya'qübi was born in Bagh- 
dad, and died in Egypt some time after 292 AH 
(905 AD). Like his contemporary al-> Dinawari, 
he also wrote a universal history (Ta'rikh), a lon- 
ger text than that of al-Dinawari. ^ 

Volume one, about a third of the total, cov- 
ers the pre-Islamic period from Adam and his 
descendants and deals with, in addition to Middle 
Eastern peoples, those inhabiting regions beyond 
such as Indians, Greeks, Romans and Chinese. 
He also accurately cites the Hebrew Bible and the 
New Testament, drawing most likely from Arabic 
translation of the Syriac and Greek. 

The second volume is the earliest surviv- 
ing narrative of the successive reigns of Caliphs 
down to that of al-Mutamid in 259 (872). The 
life of the Prophet occupies just over a quarter of 
this volume. When required, al-Ya'qübi groups 
several caliphs' reigns together in order to illus- 
trate a “long event” such as the second civil war 
of 685-92. Like al-Dinawari, he eschewed isnáds, 
or chains of authority, attached to his reports. He 
terminates many caliphal accounts with a three- 
fold list of pilgrimage leaders, battles fought, and 
names of scholar-jurists who lived during a par- 
ticular reign. 

AlYa'qübrs Shiite inclinations cannot be 
precisely determined as his history ends prior 
to events that might have clarified his sympa- 
thies. Whereas, however, Umayyad and Abbasid 
caliphs’ accounts are only designated as ayyam, 
"the days of...”, those of Ali, eponymous founder 
of the Shi'ites and his son Hasan are specifically 
called khilafa, "the Caliphate of...". Thereafter, 
the deaths of each of the successive Shi'ite Imams 
are noted as separate accounts. 

A second surviving work, entitled Kitab 
al-buldan or Book of Countries, is an adminis- 
trative geography based in part on the author's 
extensive travels, which also contains valuable 
historical data. It was first edited by MI DE

[Shihab al-Din Abu ‘Abd Allah 
al-Hamawi al-Rümi] 


b. 574/75 AH (1179 ap). Mesopotamia. Yáqút 
ibn ‘Abd Allah al-Hamawi al-Rümi was born in 
Asia Minor: As a prisoner of war, he was pur- 
chased by a merchant from Baghdad who taught 
him to read and write and made him his assistant, 
sending him on a commercial mission to Qais 
(Kish) Island, which was a centre of world trade 
at the time. Yáqút devoted himself to literacy, 
and worked as a book scribe whose manuscripts 
were sold in Baghdad. On re-joining his master, 
he resumed his trading career, gaining extensive 
experience. After the death of his master, Yaqüt 
left Baghdad in 1213/610, and went to the city of 
Merv (now Mary, Turkmenistan) where he stayed 
for several years. In Merv, Yáqút had the oppor- 
tunity to meet with many prominent merchants 
and travellers. He also had access to the libraries 
of Merv where he gained significant knowledge 
of Asian geography. In 1218, Yáqút left Merv and 
spent short intervals in several cities of central 
Asia. 

As a result of the Mogul invasions and mili- 
tary activities in the region, Yaqut fled to Iran, 
and then to Mosul, and finally to Aleppo where 
he settled until his death in 1229. During his stay 
in Aleppo, Yàqüt attracted the attention of Ibn 
al-Qufti (d. 1248), the famous vizier and histo- 
rian, who became his patron. During his stay in 
Aleppo, Yáqút was able to travel to many cities in 
Syria, Mesopotamia, Egypt and the Arabian Pen- 
insula, and consequently recorded them in his 
Dictionary. He died in Aleppo 626 (1229). 

Although Yáqúts main source of income 
was scribing manuscripts and selling them, he 
was also the author of several books, the most 
famous being the Mu'djam al-Bulddn (Diction- 
ary of Countries). The Mu'djam is à geographical 
encyclopedia which contains information about 
the cities and countries which Yāqūt visited, 
including their geographical characteristics and 
information about their natural, botanical and 
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zoological features, Yáqüt also includes informa- 
tion he collected during his trips from different 
sources such as writers, merchants, travellers and 
acquaintances. Mu'djam al-Buldán also includes 
information about prominent figures besides 
more than five thousand lines of poetry as well 
as information about ethnology and folklore lit- 
erature. Arranged in alphabetical order, Mu'djam 
attempts to give the exact spelling and pronuncia- 
tion of the place names, supported by examples 
from Arabic poétry, and followed by a historical 
account which illuminates the customs and tradi- 
tions of each one of these places. The major loca- 
tions, myths, legends and wonders associated with 
every place listed in the Mu'djam are introduced 
in few lines or several pages according to their sig- 
nificance. The Mu'djam al-Buldán survives in the 
manuscript Montserrat, Biblioteca del Monaste- 
rio, ms. Or, 85-90), covering volumes I-V and 
the index. Two shortened versions can be found 
in the Leeds, UL, Oriental Manuscript Collection, 
mss 278 and 262. 

His other major work is the Mu'djam al-udaba 
(Dictionary of writers or learned men), which in 
alphabetical order (but not always) covers the 
lives of important personalities (historians, men 
ofletters, grammarians and others) ofthe author's 
own lifetime did not completely survive.

ca 1485-1500. Scotland. A short chronicle in 
Scots English prose, found in Edinburgh, NLS, 
ms. 16500 (Asloan manuscript, ca 1513-25) 
intended to show the ewill & cursit governance 
of the English. Sources include > Bower's Scoti- 
cronicon and probably the English > Prose Brut. 
It presents brief, biased coverage of events from 
legendary settlements of Britain by Albine and 
Brutus until the 18th year of Henry VI (1440). Like 
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the > Scottis Originale, it maintains that English 
kings after Henry II are descended from the devil, 
but Henry VI, one of the few English kings who 
had no designs on Scotland, was a gud man, It 
was thus written after Henry's death in 1471, ang 
since it insults Owen Tudor, the grandfather op 
Henry VII, by referring to him a a sqwyer of Walis 
of law blud, it can be dated after the accession 
of Henry VII in 1485. Its fictitious account of 
Wallace invading England as far south as 
St. Albans appears to be drawn from > Blind 
Harry's Wallace (1476-78).

(Younger Rhymed Chronicle) 


16th century. Sweden. A chronicle in Swed- 
ish, dating from the very end of the Middle Ages. 
It contains narrative material gathered from all 
the great chronicles from > Erikskrónikan to 
> Sturekrónikan, and a new continuation up to 
1520. These texts were provided with a new pro- 
logue and recast in a first person narrative form, 
a device borrowed from > Lilla rimkrónikan. 
In the oldest preserved manuscript (Linkóping, 
Stadsbibliotek, cod. H 130), it is called Cronica 
Swecie.

Yoseph ben Gurion 


10th century. Italy. “Yoseph ben Gurion ha- 


Cohen" is in fact an erroneous form of the name 









of the first-century Yoseph ben Mattithiah haz: 


Cohen (ie, Flavius > Josephus), whom th 


anonymous Jewish author of the so-called Sefer 


Yosippon claimed to be translating. The title pag 
of the editio princeps (Mantua, ca 1480) entitled 
the book “Sefer ben Gurion.” It is also described 
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there as “History of Jerusalem” (Mantua edition, 
. 133a). Solomon ben Samuel (14th century) 

mentioned it as "History of the Second Temple." 

The Sefer Yosippon provides a history of the 
Jews from the Babylonian exile to the destruction 
of the second Temple and the fall of Masada in 
73 ce, with historical dépictions of other peoples. 
The book was seen as an independent work of 
Josephus until modern research “demonstrated 
that it is in fact a medieval Hebrew adaptation 
of an earlier Latin manuscript that included the 
first sixteen chapters of Josephus' Jewish Antiqui- 
tiesand a fourth-century Latin version of his Jew- 
ish War (see > Hegesippus). Additional Latin 
chronicles and Apocryphal translations also 
served the medieval Yosippon. 

> Ibn Hazm (d. 1063), provides the earliest 
known citation of the ascription of Sefer Yosippon 
to “Ben Gurion”. This pseudoepigraphic ascrip- 
tion was reinforced by the longer edition of Sefer 
Yosippon (perhaps 12th century, revised by Yudah 
Leon ben Moses Mosonic in the 14th century). It 
states: “I, Yoseph ben Gurion ha-Cohen wrote 
it for Israel”. Medieval copyists and compilers 
either missed or overlooked references to Yoseph 
ben Gurion in the third person and, especially, to 
the author's biographical statement which sur- 
vived in the Rothschild manuscript (Jerusalem, 
Israel Museum, 180/51/12, olim Rothschild 24, 
14th century) that he "copied and wrote from the 
book of Yoseph ben Gurion ha-Cohen in the year 
885 to the destruction of the Temple” (i.e., 953). 
This proclamation, as well as subtle references 
to contemporary historical events, clearly places 
the anonymous author of Sefer Yosippon in the 
10th century. 

The author was an intellectual Jew, living in 
the southern Italian province of the Byzantine 
Empire, as his accurate geographical informa- 
tion indicates. His culture was western European 
rather than that ofthe east Greek. Linguistic char- 
acteristics ofthe book clearly demonstrate that his 
languages, besides Hebrew, were Italian and Latin. 
Influenced by the cultural renaissance of his time, 
the author took upon himself the endeavor of 
relaying Flavius' history in Hebrew. But the book 
is more than a translation of the Hegesippus. The 
authors many additions and subliminal com- 
ments open a window into his cultural world. 

Medieval Jewish, Christian, and Muslim schol- 
ars viewed the book as an important historical 
Source, Gershom of Mainz (Meor ha-Golah), 
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> Abraham ibn Daud, Nahmanides, Reymon- 
dus Martinius, Robert of Cricklade (abbot of 
Frideswide), Ibn Hazm, and Ibn Khaldun are 
only a few examples. There are at least nineteen 
manuscripts, the oldest being, Jerusalem, Jewish 
National and University Library, Ms. Heb. 28° 
4120 (dated 1282). 
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Yoseph ben Tzaddiq of Arevalo 


ca 1417-87, Castile (Iberia). A Jewish scholar 
who lived in Arévalo (Ávila). Author ofa book on 
halakha and minhagim entitled Zekher Tzaddiq 
(also named Qitzur Zekher Tzaddiq, Compendium 
ofthe Memory ofthe Righteous), written between 
1467 and 1487 in fifty chapters (she'arim). 

The last chapter of this book is a chronicle of 
the history of the Jews from Creation to the year 
1487 (see also > Jewish chronicle tradition). 
Its main focus is the Shalshelet ha-Qabbalah, 
or the chain of scholarly tradition from genera- 
tion to generation, and from teacher to student. 
Yoseph provides valuable information about the 
works of important Jewish scholars. However, 
he also amalgamates some details of general his- 
tory into his account; about the reign of Spanish 
kings starting with Ferdinand 1 of León and Cas- 
tile (1017-65), then Ferdinand 111 (1199-1252), 
and advances of the Reconquista in 1136 and 
1148. Resuming his account of the transmission 
of scholarship, he mentions the reign of Alfonso 
X the Wise (1221-84) and all the kings of Spain 
and Portugal from then until his own time. After a 
mention ofthe expulsion of the Jews from France 
in 1306, he describes the persecution in Spain in 
1391, and the fall of Constantinople in 1453. The 
chronicle ends with a detailed narrative on the 
reign of Ferdinand of Aragon (1452-1516) and 
Isabel of Castile (1451-1504) till the conquest 
of Malaga in 1487. Among the many important 
scholarly works he also refers to Menahem ben 
Aaron ibn Zerah. 

There are several opinions about the relation- 
ship of this chronicle to the Sefer ha-Yuhasin of 
Abraham > Zakuto. It has also been postulated 
that > Abraham ben Solomon of Torrutiel 
intended to continue Yoseph’s chronicle, or per- 
haps that they used the same source. 
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Manuscripts are: Oxford, Bodleian, Opp. Add. 
Qu. 133 (16th century); London, BL, add. 19785 
(18th century).

Yovhannés Drasxanakertc'i 
[Yovhannés V Kat'olikos; John Catholicus] 


ca 850-925. Armenia. Kat'olikos of the Arme- 
nian Church from 897. Author of a Patmut'iwn 
Hayoc' (History ofthe Armenians) from Creation 
to 923/24. For the first part, up to the time of the 
Arab domination, Yovhannés drew primarily on 
the Bible, an Armenian translation of > Hip- 
polytus of Rome, hagiographies, the Girk' Tltoc' 
(Book of Letters), and earlier Armenian histories 
including those of > Agat'angelos, > P'awstos 
Buzand (indirectly), > Sebéos, and most notably 
> Movsés Xorenaci. Yovhannésis the first Arme- 
nian author to explicitly name Xorenac' the his- 
torian. The majority of his information from the 
seventh century to the ninth seems to derive from 
a lost list of biographies of Armenian kat'olikoi 
and the lost history of Sapuh Bagratuni. 

The majority of the history, comprising roughly 
two-thirds of the text, is drawn from Yovhannés’ 
own experience as kat'olikos. He presided over 
the Armenian church at a turbulent and frac- 
tious time in Armenian history, and came to be 
regarded by both the Byzantine and Muslim rul- 
ers as the single spokesman for the Caucasian 
Christian lands. As a result, his job was primarily 
one of diplomacy and negotiation; firstly to halt 
the constant warfare between the rival Armenian 
princes and kings, and secondly to preserve the 
peace with Byzantium and the neighboring Mus- 
lim emirs. Within his History he preserves a few 
items of his own correspondence with figures 
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such as the Byzantine emperor > Konstantingg 
VII Porphyrogennitos and the patriarch Nicho: 
las Mystikos; the Letters of Nicholas also include 
a letter to Yovhannés, and another written on the 
occasion of his death. 

Given Yovhannés! deep involvement with the 
political and diplomatic events of his time, hig 
History is indispensable for the late 9th and early 
10th centuries; it is also valuable for its use (and 
thereby preservation) of large parts of the Lost List 
of Kat'olikoi and the History of Sapuh Bagratuni, 
The history survives in over five manuscripts, and 
has never received a full critical edition, although i 
it is thought that the surviving manuscripts were | 
copied from a single exemplar. The oldest extant 
manuscript, Yerevan, Mastoc' Matenadaran, ms; 
1896, dates from 1689 and also contains one of 
the most important copies of the Chronicle of 
> Matt'éos Uthayeci.

[Qutb al-Din 'Abü al-Fath Músa ibn 
Muhammad ibn ‘Ahmad ibn ‘Abd Allah 
al-Yünini] 

640-726 An (1242-1326 AD). Syria. Historian 
and Hanbali. Author ofthe Dhayl Mir atal-zaman 
(Supplement [> Dhayl] to the “Mirror of Time” 
[by Sibt Ibn al-Jawzi]). A native of Damascus, 
Al-Yünini was born into a scholarly family from 
the town Yúnin in the region of Ba'labbak (Leb- 
anon), where he later died. He travelled several 
times to Egypt, where he became more familiar 
with the hadith. During his travels he collected 
material about his contemporaries which was 
later incorporated into his work. 

In fact the work falls into two different parts. 
The first part until 1256 is based on his own 
sources which he collected during his travels while 
the second part is based on the work of > Sibtibn 
al-Jawzi. The work is structured chronologically 
and each year contains a list of the sovereigns 
and the related events and obituaries. Further 
sources are for example: Ibn Khallikan, regional 
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histories and other documents ofofficial and judi- 
cial character. 

Guo reconstructed the manuscript families 
and lists twenty-three different manuscripts, 
including Oxford, Bodleian, Pococke 132; Istan- 
bul, Topkapı saray: müzesi, Ahmet HI 2907, fol.

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Yiisab al-Muhabrak of Füwah 


d. 1257/71. Egypt. Monk and bishop in the 
Nile delta. Putative author of an untitled Arabic 
history of the patriarchs of the Coptic church. 
Few details of his life are known; he was a monk 
at Wadi al-Narún before becoming bishop in 
the western Delta district of Füwah ca 1238. His 
sobriquet (evidently not, as sometimes implied, 
that of his father: see MoAwAD) was al-muliabrak 
(the Misshapen). 

The work of history usually ascribed to him 
resembles the better-known > History of the 
Patriarchs of Alexandria in miniature; in fact, 
the two works have a complex and incompletely 
understood relationship. Like the History of the 
Patriarchs, Yüsab's work is organized as a series 
of biographies, covering a spectrum of events 
affecting the Coptic church from the time of St. 
Mark. However, S. Moawap has recently argued 
that this work cannot be attributed securely to 
Yúsáb, as the manuscript does not name him as 
Such, often refers to him in the third person, and 
ignores events in which he is known to have par- 
ticipated. Moawap shows that parts of the work 
are transcribed from the History of the Patriarclis, 


___ others are redactions of the History of the Patri- 
= arcis, and only a small part represents material 
— "htirely absent from it. Only one manuscript 
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of this work, Wadi al-Narün, Monastery of the 
Syrians, Mayámir 258, survives, attesting to its 
limited circulation. A more accessible copy exists 
(Cairo, Coptic Museum, EG-C Hist. 517). The 
text includes continuations to 1718.

Yves of St. Denis 


fl. 1314-19. France, According to the dedica- 
tory letter by Gilles de Pontoise, Abbot of Saint- 
Denis, the Vita et miracula sancti Dyonisii was 
composed by Yves, a monk of that abbey. The 
work was commissioned by King Philippe le Bel 
(r. 1285-1314) and presented to his son Philippe 
V (r. 1316-22) probably between 1317 and 1319. 
In the presentation copy a French translation was 
added to the original Latin text. 

The first two books treat the life, writings, and 
passion of Denis and his companions, Rusticus 
and Eleutherius. Based on a variety of sources 
both narrative and documentary, the third por- 
tion relates the miracles wrought by St. Denis 
for or through the kings of France. Here Yves 
recounts, often with a distinctly didactic thrust, 
many episodes from the history of the French, 
beginning with their Trojan origins and continu- 
ing through the reign of Philippe V. Dagobert 
was given particular attention because of his dis- 
covery of the remains of St. Denis and his com- 
panions and his construction in their honour of 
a great church believed to have been consecrated 
by Jesus himself. The author added genealogical 
diagrams to support his arguments for continu- 
ity through female descent among the Merovin- 
gian, Carolingian and Capetian dynasties that had 
ruled France. 

The richly illustrated presentation copy sur- 
vives as Paris, BnF, fr. 2090-92 (books I and IT) 
and Paris, BnF, lat. 13836 (book III, truncated 
at the beginning). Paris, BnF, lat. 5286, a copy 
originally kept at the abbey, contains the entire 
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work, with similar illustrations in grisaille. An 
early 14th-century copy of book III exists in Ber- 
lin, SB, ms. theol. lat. fol. 53, and a 15th-century 
copy in Vatican, BAV, regin. lat. 695. 
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Zacharias scholasticus 
[Zachariah Rhetor, of Mytilene] 


ca 465/6-post 536 ap. Byzantium. Born under 
the reign of emperor Leo I. in Maiuma near Gaza, 
Zacharias was educated in rhetoric and law in 
Alexandria and Berytus (Beirut) before he moved 
to Constantinople to practice as a lawyer. Drawn to 
theascetic life he developed an interest in theology 
and was appointed bishop of Mytilene. He took 
part in the Council of Constantinople in 536 and 
died some time between that year and 553, when a 
successor is attested for the see of Mytilene. 

Zacharias is the author of an important work 
in Greek on church history, and also biographies, 
including a Life of Peter the Iberian and a Life 
of Severus of Antioch, the latter being the most 
important source for Zacharias’ own life, and 
polemical works including the Syntagma adversus 
Manichaeos and a dialogue with the Neoplatonist 
philosopher Ammonius on the eternity of the uni- 
verse. The Church History (&«Aeowiotud] iotopia) 
is now only extant in a few fragments in > Evagrius” 
Church History and in a Syriac epitome. 

The Syriac version was written around 569 
by an unknown Amidan monk from Northern 
Mesopotamia sometimes known as Pseudo- 
Zechariah, and includes a continuation of the 
text to that date. The surviving text is a mixture of 
various documents and chronological and hagio- 
graphical material, using dating mainly according 
to the Seleucid era. The work runs from creation, 
but deals mainly with the period after 450. It is 
subdivided into 12 books with chapters in more 
9r less chronological order. It gives a detailed 
and nuanced account of the process of separation 
between the Chalcedonians (ultimately the Byz- 
antine Orthodox) and the Miaphysites (ultimately 


` the Syrian Orthodox and Copts). Many sources 
We used, including > Eusebius, > loannes 


Malalas, a patriarchal list and a Chronicon for the 


_ Tegnal years. It also contains many original docu- 
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ments. It was used by later chroniclers, notably 
> Michael the Great. The Syriac text survives in 
some very old manuscripts including London, BL, 
Add. 17202 (ca 600, the oldest); BL, Add. 12154 
(ca 800), and Vatican, BAV, Syr. 145 (9th century). 
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Zakuto, Abraham 
[Abraham ben Samuel Zakut] 


1452-ca 1515. Castile (Iberia). Jewish astrono- 
mer at the university of Salamanca and the courts 
of Joao ll and Manuel I. Author of Sefer ha-Yuha- 
sin (The Book of Genealogies), written in Hebrew 
and completed in Tunis in 1504. 

The first five chapters form a traditional Jewish 
successor chronicle, written in Hebrew prose, that 
charts the development of the Oral Law through 
the successive generations of rabbinic scholars, 
from the creation of the world until Zakuto's 
days. In order to vindicate his endeavour, Zakuto 
explicitly refuted Maimonides, who had rejected 
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the value of rabbinic genealogies for halachic dis- 
course. Chapter six, to which Zakuto prefaced a 
separate introduction, offers a concise "history of 
the nations of the world”. Based on contemporary 
Spanish crónicas, it lists various kings and wars, 
monsters and catastrophies, besides briefly men- 
tioning the achievements of Avicenna, Averroes 
and Guido of Arezzo. Whereas the first five chap- 
ters constitute a historical reference work for Tal- 
mud study, this final chapter serves a wider aim: 
to supply the Jewish reader with a Jewish "world 
history", in order to fortify his faith and to better 
equip him for engaging in religious disputation. 

By amalgamating the two genres, Sefer Yuha- 
sin isa clear exponent of the post-expulsion effort 
to present and preserve the Jewish continuum 
and place it in a broader perspective. On occa- 
sion Zakuto comments upon his methodology, 
for example when explaining his title as a tribute 
to the rabbinic conception of historiography, or 
when commenting on his sources. While his chap- 
ters on the tannaim and amoraim are based on his 
own reading of rabbinic literature, the chapters 
on medieval authorities owe much to > Abra- 
ham ibn Daud's Sefer ha-Qabbalah (1261). For 
recent data, he had consulted the same source as 
> Yoseph ben Tzaddiq in Zekher Tzaddiq (The 
Memory of the Just). This section further contains 
a few personal reflections on the recent persecu- 
tions, including a short autobiographical note on 
Zakuto’s escape to Tunis. 

Besides a few excerpts, fifteen complete manu- 
scripts are known, seven of which date from the 
19th century. The book was first printed in Con- 
stantinople in 1566; the 1580/81 Kraków edition 
includes annotations by Moses Isserles.

tine Rupprecht and the Dukes of Bavaria-Munich 
Albrecht IV and Wolfgang, focussing in detail on 
the outset of the conflict and clearly sympathizing 
with the party of the dukes of Upper Bavaria, As 
an official record of the Ingolstadt town council it 
incorporates excerpts from several official docu- 
ments, thus making Zayner’s chronicle an impor- 
tant source for the understanding of one of the 
bloodiest succession conflicts in Early Modern 
history. There are two manuscripts: Munich, cgm 
1598 (pre-1505) and Berlin, SB, mgf 478 (early 
16th century). There is no modern edition.

(Chronicle of the Zerbst Town 
Council) 





commissioned 1451. Germany. This Low Ger- 
man prose chronicle was written by an anony- 
mous scribe, possibly the town clerk Nicolaus: 
Jodeke, at the request of the town council. In 120 
manuscript pages it charts the history of Zerbst, 
near Magdeburg, from 1259 to 1445. The first : 
century is covered cursorily, recording docu- 
ments granting trading prerogatives to the city, 
which are cited by incipit and briefly described 
The bulk of the chronicle is a narrative account of 
thetown's struggles to assert its prerogatives from : 
the late 14th century onwards. There is a detaile 
and sympathetic account of the activities of th 
mayor Peter Becker, who represented the tow!

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Zink, Burkhard 


1396-1474/75. Germany. Author of a chron- 
icle of the city of Augsburg in German, covering 
the years 1368-1468. Burkhard Zink was born in 
Memmingen, but lived and died in Augsburg. His 
first-person autobiography, which forms Book 
III of his chronicle, includes a rather free-flowing 
description of his youthful travels, his arrival in 
Augsburg, his first marriage in 1420, his becom- 
ing a naturalized citizen in 1440, and his grow- 
ing prosperity, but also a more formal account 
in chronological order beginning with the death 
of his mother in 1401, listing important dates of 
births and deaths of family members, his many 
marriages and his 18 children, and his various 
houses. Short notes included in Book IV give fur- 
ther autobiographical data. Zink provides infor- 
mation about schooling, marriage, and family 
events from a perspective seldom encountered in 
the late Middle Ages. 

Zink's own history is closely connected with 
that of Augsburg. He was a teacher, merchant, 
pay master, tax collector, grain evaluator, inspec- 
tor of weights and measures, city councillor, and 
city chronicler. He served as paymaster during 
the war against Friedrich von Zollern in 1422, 
Operated as a courier for frequent trade missions 
to Venice, Rhodes, Crete, and to the Steiermark 
(Styria) and southern German cities. He took an 
active part in the affairs of his masters, including 
Peter Egen (Peter von Argon) and Hans Meuting 





- And eventually became a member of the Meut- 


ing trading company as an independent mer- 
chant. His chronicle is written from the point of 
View of a lowly merchant, who through his own 
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ambition and intelligence, and his positions in 
finance and management, gained entrance to 
the highest levels of city leadership. His perspec- 
tive reflects his special knowledge and experience 
as a travelling merchant; thus he often quotes 
prices of food, grain, property, wool and cotton, 
and currencies. 

Zink carefully notes the arrival of each new 
bishop (all were from outside Augsburg), names 
each city mayor, as well as many of the nobility and 
the city fathers. He reports in detail the intricacies 
of city politics, the delicate relationships among 
the various guilds, between the bishops and the 
clergy and neighboring lords, even between city 
and empire. In addition he describes the Hussite 
campaigns, some events quite far removed from 
Augsburg such as unrest in Vienna and Swit- 
zerland, and affairs of the emperor and empire. 
While he is concerned with the activities of the 
empire, he identifies most closely with the city of 
Augsburg and reports from his own experience, 
not from official documents. 

Zink's chronicle, written between 1450 and 
1468, is divided into four chapters, or books in 
FnENsDonrF's edition. These books contain some 
overlapping material, with in particular Books IT, 
III and IV covering the same years and occasion- 
ally the same events from slightly different per- 
spectives. Book T: 1368-97, covers events from the 
establishment of the guild constitution to tax riots 
of 1397, and is copied from the > Chronik der 
Stadt Augsburg von 1368-1406. Book II: 1401-66, 
covers activities and local events, and is partially 
copied from an earlier source, but is also written 
from Zink’s own experience and oral tradition, 
sometimes in the first person. Book III: Zink’s 
autobiography, from his mother’s death in 1401 
(when he was four) to 1462, is written in the first 
person. Book IV: 1416-68, is written from Zink's 
own experience and involvement, sometimes in 
the first person.

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Zonaras, loannes 


12th century. Byzantium. Author of the 
"Entropi] loropías (selection of history), a uni- 
versal chronicle to 1118 in Greek prose. Zonaras 
quite probably belonged to the sphere of scholars 
around the porphyrogennete princess and his- 
torian > Anna Komnene and perhaps it was for 
this reason that he became a monk on the island 
of Saint Glykeria of Propontis when Ioannes H 
Comnenus (1118-43) ascended to the throne. 
It was there on the island, as he himself informs 
us, that he authored his three-volume chronicle. 
It is thought that the writing of his history was 
completed before the death of Emperor Ioannes II 
Comnenus (1143). Zonaras himself probably died 
in 1150. In his history, he endeavored to include 
the most important events from the beginning of 
the world until the death of Emperor Alexios I 
Comnenus (1081-1118). 

The language he utilizes is a cross between 
the archaic and demotic languages of his time. 
Though he expressed his discontent with the 
lack of books within the confinement of his liv- 
ing space, he apparently had a number of sources 
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at his disposal, which he used, sometimes with 
a critical perspective. But in large parts he only 
copied the text of > Ioannes Malalas, > Geor- 
gios monachos, Ioannes -> Skylitzes, Michael 
> Psellos and others, although he did try to har- 
monise his material in respect of stylistic and rhe. 
torical evidence. According to KARPOZELOS the 
work of Ioannes Zonaras is notable for its impar- 
tiality, the accuracy of its information, and itg 
independent critical perspective with regards tg 
the sources utilized. 

Because ofitsliterary character the text wasvery 
familiar in Byzantium and afterwards, as can be 
seen from the very large number of manuscripts, 
The most important are: Paris, BnF, gr. 1714 
(13th century) and 1715 (anno 1289); Vienna, ÓNB, 
cod. hist. gr. 102 (12th century); London, BL, add; 
28828 (14th century), Turin, BNU, cod. B. III. 3] 
(Pasini 116) (14th century). 
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tation by > Eustathius of Epiphaneia, we can 
date his activity during the reign of Anastasius I 
(491-518). However, all attempts to identify the 
historian with one of the other homonymous fig- 
ures of this period have been vain. 

Zosimus wrote a history of the Roman empire, 

in 6 books, from Augustus to 410, entitled His- 
toria nova (‘Iotopia véa). Various points sug- 
gest that the work was unfinished, namely (i) the 
work ends with a not very significant episode (just 
before the sack of Rome by Alaric), (ii) the sixth 
book is more neglected, and (iii) Zosimus himself 
in some passages hints also at events after 410. 
Only the first book deals with the period until the 
Tetrarchy (the section about the years 282-305 is 
lost). The narrative becomes more detailed for the 
subsequent years: in books 2-4 he deals with the 
Ath century, and in books 5-6 only with the years 
395-410. 
As he says in the proem, his aim is to describe 
the decadence of the empire caused, according to 
him, by the rejection of paganism; the strange title 
Historia nova (newhistory) is probably to be inter- 
preted as "history written from a different point of 
view”, i.e. from a pagan perspective in opposition 
to the contemporary Christian historiography. 
Heis hostile to Constantine and Theodosius I and 
favourable to Julian, following in this aspect the 
attitude of > Eunapius of Sardis, his main source 
for books 2-5,25. In the following part he uses 
2 Olympiodorus of Thebes. However, the prob- 
lem of the sources of the first book remains unre- 
solved: for the tales about barbarian invasions it 
appears partly to derive from > Dexippus, but 
probably he knew this author only indirectly. 

Zosimus is very close to his sources: this is evi- 
dent from the conflicting attitude towards Stilicho, 
Who is judged critically in the part depending by 
Eunapius but seen as a positive figure when the 
model is Olympiodorus, and from the greater 
importance which the western events take in the 
last section, drawn from the Theban historian. 
However, it remains uncertain if he also used 
other authors for some passages; see for example 
the excursus on the secular games (1,1-16), which 
Some scholars believe is based on > Phlegon of 
Tralles. His tale often contains mistakes and inac- 
Curacies; thestyle is plain but not always clear, and 
Particularly disturbing is his inaccuracy in the use 
` f technical terms and references to civil and mili- 
fary offices. Nevertheless he provides important 
etails on Late Antiquity, and is a key witness for

Switzerland, 
Illuminator and scribe in Lucerne. Like his father 
Nikolaus, Johannes Zumbach [zum Bach] refers 
to himself as illuminator (pictor) of Lucerne. He 
also copied two illuminated chess books which are 
now preserved Zofingen, Stadtbibliothek, cod. pa 
31 and Berne, Burgerbibliothek, mss. h. h. X.48. 

In 1426/28, Zumbach copied the German 
law compilation known as the Schwabenspiegel 
together with the > Konstanzer Weltchronik, 
inserting self-contained accounts of histori- 
cal events relating to the Swiss Confederation 
and Lucerne in Middle High German prose. He 
provides the only contemporary report on the 
conquest of Aargau (1415), independent from 
Conrad > Justinger. The autograph survives 
in Lucerne, Zentral- und Hochschulbibliothek, 
BB ms. 335 fol. Since there is no evidence that 
Zumbach stood in the service of the council of 
Lucerne, it has been argued that this work was not 
an official city chronicle (amtliche Stadtchronik). 
It was, however, continued by an official scribe, 
Hans > Fründ. Although the passages concern- 
ing Swiss history have been edited, Zumbach's 
chronicle has remained little known by scholars.

Zuqnin Chronicle 
[Chronicle of Pseudo-Dionysius of Tel 
Mahre] 


after 775. Northern Mesopotamia. A slightly 
damaged Syriac chronicle from Creation to 775, 
the Zuqnin Chronicle was written by a monk of 
the monastery of Zuqnin near Amida, possibly 
Joshua the Stylite. In 1721 it was falsely attrib- 
uted to > Dionysius of Tel Mahre on the basis 
ofa comment in -> Gregory Bar 'Ebróyó that the 
patriarch had written a chronicle, but the Zugnin 
Chronicle itself gives no indication of Dionysius’ 
authorship. The author’s purpose is less about 
recording history than serving his own didac- 
tic goals: he is concerned to demonstrate to his 
readers the catastrophic consequences of sin, and 
admonishes them to take to heart the lessons of 
past generations. 

Zuqninisauniversal chronicle, based mostly on 
ecclesiastical texts, covering events from Creation 
to its composition, using mainly the Abrahamic 
and the Seleucid era. The author divides the work 
into four parts—part] until Constantine the Great, 
based on > Eusebius of Caesarea, part II until 
the death of Theodosius II, based on > Socrates 
scholasticus and a continuation of Eusebius, part 
III until the death of Justinian, based on > John 
of Ephesus, and the final part (IV) based on vari- 
ous short chronicles (> Pseudo-Joshua the Styl- 
ite, the Letter of Simeon of Beth Arsham on the 
Himyarite martyrs) and oral sources. The focus of 
the last part is mainly on Northern Mesopotamia, 
and in particular on the problematic economic 
position of the Christians and, at times, others. 
These problems are often described as part of a 
struggle between Islam and Christianity. 

In addition to the aforementioned sources 
there are several hagiographical and apocryphal 
sources such as the Cave of Treasures, the Book of 
Jubilees, the Seven Sleepers, and the Plerophoria of 
John Rufus. The Zugnin Chronicle exists in only 
one Vatican manuscript of 173 folios, mutilated at 
the beginning and at the end, six leaves of which 
were separated and are now in the BL (Vatican, 
BAV, vat. syr. 162, London, BL, add. 14665). The 
manuscript may be the autograph; it dates to the 
9th century, and 129 folios are a palimpsest. 
The underlying text appears to be fragments of 
the Septuagint. Later Syriac authors do not seem 
to beaware of the existence of this Chronicle.

(Zürich chronicle of the Swabian war) 





ca 1501/3. Switzerland. High German prose 
chronicle of the Swabian War, written by an 
unknown author in Zürich. This anonymous 
chronicle covers the war of 1499 between Maxi- 
milian I of Habsburg and the Swiss confederacy. 
À continuation deals primarily with the Swiss 
participation in the wars in Upper Italy to 1502, 
Both parts were written after 1500 and completed 
before 21st July 1503. The author shows himself 
to be a fervent supporter of the French king and 
correspondingly an opponent of Maximilian and 
his policy against the Swiss. He views the conflict 
asa war not against the Habsburgs but against the 
Holy Roman Empire, a point of view most other 
contemporary chroniclers vehemently reject. 
His critical eye on the confederacy's ruling class, 
which he considered corrupt and unmindful of 
the needs of the common man, is remarkable. His 
main source for the events of the Swabian War 
is the chronicle of Kaspar > Frey, a text he may — 
have received by mediation of Frey's close friend 
the Zürich town clerk Ludwig Ammann. He pro- 
cesses Frey's text in close relation to its wording, — 
but gives a much stronger emphasis on the role 
of Zürich. Past efforts to identify the author were 
inconclusive. A new suggestion is the Zürich priest 
and notary Heinrich Utinger, who worked around 
1500 as a Latin translator and notary for the town 
chancellery, and is known to have bequeathed a 
chronicle of the war. This tallies with the author's 
obvious access to the town archive and the the 
logically styled opening of the prologue. 

The chronicle was very popular among Züric* 
historians of the 16th century, who considered 
it a reliable source to the events of 1499. It was 
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used by Gerold > Edlibach, Heinrich Brennwald 
and Heinrich Bullinger. The chronicle, together 
with its continuation, survives in two copies of 
1532 (Zürich, ZB, A 54/55, No. 5) and of 1560/4 
(Frauenfeld, Thurgauische Kantonsbibliothek, Y 
149, No. 2 and No. 5). Several copies of the 16th to 
18th centuries lack the continuation (Zürich, ZB, 
A 126, No. 1; Z 605,1; L 435, No. 3c).

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Zwettler Reimchronik 


14th century. Austria. A Middle High German 
cartulary chronicle in rhyming couplets which 
exists also in a Latin version in Leonine Hexam- 
eters, and in a Latin prose reduction. The Latin 
text has no title in the literature, but we might call 
it Chronicon rhythmicum Zwetlense. 

All three versions stand at the beginning of the 
Liber Fundationorum Monasterii Zwetlensis, also 
knownas the Bürenhautor Stifterbuch des Klosters 
Zwettl, an important cartulary codex containing a 
collection of documents relevant to the monas- 
tery, now Zwettl, Stiftarchiv, manuscript 2/1. The 
German version fills the first five folios. Fol. 6 then 
begins with a prologue to the whole codex, and

the Latin verse chronicle follows on fols. 6-7", 
with the Latin prose version on fols. 7:—7*. This 
has led to speculation that the Latin version was 
intended as an introduction to the codex, and that 
the German version, which was originally written 
for a different purpose, was later glued in at the 
front of the volume. 

Of little importance as a historical source, the 
Reimchronik is nevertheless highly interesting as 
a rare example of a cartulary chronicle composed 
both in the vernacular and in verse. It relates 
the history of the monastery and of its founding 
family, the Kunringen, beginning with Markgraf 
Leupolt's dealings during the difficult times nah 
des heiligen chayser hainrihes tót (following the 
holy emperor Henry's death—presumably Henry 
VI in 1197) and continues to the year 1304. The 
exact date of composition is uncertain. Abbot 
Ebro is sometimes considered to be the author, 
although this is conjecture.
